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HALF-TRUTH AND 
NOTHING BUT 


You work at a chemical plant. An in- 
| spector for the US Environmental Protec- 
| tion Agency shows up unannounced and 
starts asking questions. After verifying that 
| he is who he says he is, you: 

| a) Tell him every problem at the busi- 
| ness that you may think affects public 
| health and/or the environment. 

b) Tell him nothing. 

c) Answer his questions truthfully and 
succinctly, but don’t volunteer information. 

Two trade associations say the correct 
answer is “c.” 

According to the Environmental Busi- 
ness Council of New England and Associ- 
ated Industries of Massachusetts, compa- 
| nies should tell regulators only enough to 
satisfy their concerns. 

“Answer direct questions fully and truth- 
fully, but volunteer no information that the 
inspector does not request,” says a release 
issued by the organizations. The advice 
comes on the heels of a workshop the two 
groups sponsored for businesses that was, 
among other things, designed to help par- 
ticipants “fight unfair regulations,” accord- 
ing to the Environmental Business Coun- 
cil’s executive director, Diana Coates. 

The words are not intended to suggest 
that companies should skirt their reporting 
responsibilities, says Hugh Ryan, public- 
| relations vice-president for the Cranston, 
Rhode Island-based Fitzgerald & Compa- 
ny, which volunteers its marketing and ad- 
| vertising services to the two trade groups. 

The counsel offered to the groups was 

not “a policy recommendation that you 

| hide anything illegal your employer is do- 
ing,” says Ryan, adding: 

“I don’t think it’s a question of being 
forthright. It’s because inspectors are gen- 
erally knowledgeable. But if they say, ‘Do 
you use chemical X?’, and you do, there is 
no point in saying, “We also use Y and Z,’ 
| because you may raise issues that aren’t on 
| the inspector’s mind, and there is no point 
| in raising them.”

HEALTH CARE 
MINUS RIGHTS 


Perhaps because there have been so 
many attacks on Senator George 
Mitchell’s health-care-reform proposal, lit- 
tle attention has been devoted to some Re- 
publican senators’ attempts to curtail the 
bill’s civil-rights protections. 

Lost in the proverbial sauce have been 
ploys by Senators Nancy Kassebaum of 
Kansas, John Danforth of Missouri, Don 
Nickles of Oklahoma, and Chris Bond of 
Missouri to remove protections against dis- 
crimination based on sexual orientation, as 
well as language, income, and health status. 

“[T]his is a dramatic expansion of cur- 
rent civil-rights law,” said Kassebaum, 
speaking from the Senate floor. “Perhaps 
such expansions may be justified, but bury- 
ing them in the middle of health-reform 
legislation is not an appropriate way to 
consider such an important social change.” 

“Some of the opposition is to just 
adding new categories,” says Doug Hatt- 
away, spokesperson for the Human Rights 
Campaign Fund, a gay-and-lesbian lobby- 
ing group. “And the other part is that it is 
code for immigrants, poor people, sick 
people, and gay people.” 

Hattaway notes that anti-gay legislators 
are learning to use mild language to stop 
gay-rights protections because vituperation 
(in the style of a certain North Carolina 
senator) mobilizes the opposition. “They’re 
learning that when Jesse Helms goes at it, 
they lose a lot of people,” Hattaway says.

The free show starts with a set by a to-be- 
announced vproing act at ? pm; people are being asked Rot to show up before 6. 
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Leadership Conference on Civil Rights, are 
lobbying to retain the protections, and they 
urge citizens to contact their senators. 

But civil-rights protections — necessary,

THE FINE ART OF 
WOOD-SNIFFING 


Wine tastings strike you as passé? Try 
moving along to another sense organ: the 
nose. According to William Thrasher, of 
the Japan Society of Boston, incense-sniff- 
ing is a hot trend among the generation of 


Japanese now in their 20s and 30s. 

Part of this trend is something called 
Kumikoh, or incense games. Much care 
goes into preparing the burners for the 
rare and ancient incense woods, gathered 


“from the jungles of Indonesia and South- 


east Asia. “A little envelope of, say, 20 
pieces of this wood, each piece about the 
size of a computer chip, could easily cost 
you 200 bucks,” says Thrasher. 

Once the incense is being heated on the 
burner, it is handed around a circle of “in- 
cense games” participants, who inhale the 
fragrance three to five times before pass- 
ing the burner along, attempting to keep 
track of the nuances of the incense’s odor. 

The Japanese style of playing puts the 
task in poetic terms: the game might be 
called a journey to the mountains during 
cherry-blossom time, and identifying one 
scent among four might be referred to as 
finding the lone white-blossomed tree 
among pink ones. 

“Sometimes the fragrances are very 
sweet and heady, and sometimes very 
spicy, almost like cinnamon,” says Thrash- 

r. “Sometimes at the beginning it will be 
very acrid, but then you will notice a pierc- 
ing sweetness, and then sometimes some- 
thing that’s sharp and tangy.”

“For the most part in 
Kumikoh,” says Thrasher, “the things you 
inhale don’t have any direct effect on you 
as far as I know. But there is the process 
of inhaling deeply, of taking’ this long 
breath and letting it out. I think it has a 
definite calming effect.”

WHO'S PAYING 
OFF YOUR REP? 


Congressman Joe Moakley (D-South 
Boston), chairman of the powerful House 
Rules Committee, was the nation’s fifth- 
largest collector of campaign contributions 
from general contractors ($31,600) in 
1991 and 1992, according to Open 
Secrets, a new report from the Center for 
Responsive Politics. The report, published 
by Congressional Quarterly Books, reveals 
that Moakley collected $50,600 from the 
construction industry overall. 

Other Bay State members of Congress 
who take special-interest money by the | 
barrel: 

Congressman Gerry Studds (D- 
Provincetown) was the nation’s second- 
largest collector of contributions from the 
sea-transport industry, garnering $51,900. 
Studds is the chairman of the Merchant 
Marine and Fisheries Committee, with 
oversight for that industry. 

Congressman John Olver (D-Amherst) 
led the nation in contributions both from 
labor unions overall and from building 
trades unions. Olver’s totals are inflated by 
the fact that he ran two campaigns during | 
that cycle: a special election to replace the | 
late Representative Silvio Conte (R-Pitts- 
field) in 1991, and the 1992 election. 
Olver raised $1.4 million for those cam- 
paigns, with heavy support from industrial 
and public-sector unions, and from ideo- 
logical single-issue PACs. 

“What Open Secrets demonstrates is the 
really close connection between members 
of Congress, their committee assignments, 
the jurisdictions of their committees and 
the people who pay to get them elected,” 
says co-author Josh Goldstein. “That 
highlights the real problems that exist 
when you have private interests pay for 
campaigns of elected officials.” 

Why, though, would construction inter- 
ests give so much money to rules commit- 
tee chairman Moakley? “The rules com- 
mittee in the House really determines what 
can be done on the floor of the House 
when a bill comes up for consideration,” 
Goldstein answers. “Maybe they’re inter- 
ested in public works programs or the 
budget bill. As the chairman of the rules 
committee, he has a major role in influ- 
encing the course of debate.” 

“The best example of the importance of 
rules would be what’s gone on with the 
crime bill,” Goldstein adds. “When every- 
one said Clinton had failed was when the 
rule was defeated that defined the debate. 
That’s why that committee is so important.” 

One practically needs PAC contribu- 
tions to afford a copy of Open Secrets, 
which costs $169.95. But Goldstein notes 
that an abridged version, The Cash Con- 
stituents of Congress, is available for 
$33.95, and that citizens who want simply 
a two-page spread on their own members 
of Congress can get it free by writing to 
the Center for Responsive Politics, 1320 
Nineteenth Street NW, Washington, DC 
20036.

The Reduced Shakespeare 


Company cuts up the country

THE COMPLETE HISTORY OF 
AMERICA (ABRIDGED), written and 
performed by Adam Long, Reed Martin, 
and Austin Tichenor. Set designed by 
Phil Englehardt. Presented by the Re- 
duced Shakespeare Company, as part of 
the American Repertory Theatre Fall 
Festival, at the Loeb Drama Center 
through September 3. 


Ithough Thanksgiving and 
Hiroshima are among the 
abridgments of The Com- 
plete History of America 
(abridged), the words 
“turkey” and “bomb” nonetheless come to 
mind. This amusement concocted by the 
members of the Reduced Shakespeare 
Company, which last summer brought us 
The Complete Works of William Shake- 
speare (abridged), is low on cleverness and 
wit. Unfortunately, it’s also low on the 
giddy sophomorics that made the earlier 
show irresistible. At least to groundlings. 

This time out, as the RSC trio romp 
through our nation’s past, from Amerigo 
Vespucci (a generic Italian) to 
Ronald Reagan (a marionette 
reminiscent of that pintsize 
piece of marauding plastic, Chucky), 
they’re traversing vast open space punctu- 
ated by the occasional, often random out- 
cropping of humor. The letters in “Spiro 
Agnew,” we are told, also spell “Grow a 
penis” — it’s not Noel Coward, but some- 
thing, perhaps of deep Freudian signifi- 
cance, is learned. 

Elsewhere we get stuff Harvard frat rats, 
with no comedic aspirations beyond Hasty 
Pudding, wouldn’t let in out of a brain- 
storm. There’s a radio serial that pits 
Dodge Rambler, Boy Buckeroo, against 
the Hoover Brothers, Jedgar and Herbert. 
And postwar America as film noir. The 
three amigos from California have to 
squirt the audience with water — repeat- 
edly — to keep it awake. 

Actually, this aquatic assault — to which, 
astonishingly, no one at the preview I at- 
tended objected — is as close as the Re- 
duced Shakespeare boys come to the sort 
of limit-tweaking anarchy of 
Spain’s El Tricicle or Cana- 
da’s brilliant Mump and 
Smoot, both of whom 
wreaked physical havoc on 
Loeb audiences earlier this 
summer. By comparison to 
“clowns of horror” M&S, the 
RSC are preps in suits. And 
whe Complete History of 
America (abridged) is mostly 
forced and silly, with the silli- 
ness never accumulating, as 
it does in The Complete 
Works of William Shake- 
speare (abridged), to the 
point where you just put your 
hands up and surrender to it. 

Neither is this show long 
on funny ideas reasonably 
well executed. Compare the 
earlier show’s rap summary 
of Othello to Adam Long’s 
numbingly innocuous ode to 
American history, which 
breaks, rather out of desper- 
ation, into rap in the stretch. 

Or Titus Andronicus as a 
cooking show to Lewis and 
Clark as a vaudeville rou-

tine. (At least the RSC L&C have the right | 
idea about their material — they give | 
themselves the hook, with their canes.) 

Obviously someone likes this show; I | 
feel duty-bound to report that, according | 
to the press releases, it recently played for | 
five sold-out weeks at the Kennedy Center. 
(It also played, in a less honed version that 
I didn’t see, in Cambridge last summer, 
along with its Bardic companion piece.) 
The Complete History does have its mo- 
ments, among them an account, complete 
with diagram, that mixes up shots heard 
’round the world, somehow commingling 
the rebellion at Lexington and Concord 
with the Kennedy assassination (next to 
the old rude bridge stands the grassy 
knoll). And there’s a subsequent bit in 
which George Washington conscripts a 
couple of midgets, who thought the call 
was for minute men — you get the level of 
even the more successful stuff. 

The performers are, as they were in exe- 
cuting their Shakespearean japes, an alter- 
nately laid-back and manic band, portray- 
ing, for the most part, themselves. Long, 
the only remaining member of the original 
Reduced Shakespeare Company, is the 
earnest one — in his words, “a moron with 
a dream” — who plays all our 
founding mothers, from Mrs. 
Vespucci to Lucy Ricardo, with 
a loping geekiness that’s funnier than it is 
feminine. Reed Martin is the Kojak of the 
trio, bald, husky, and drolly authoritative. 
Austin Tichenor is probably the best actor 
among them: he does a slinky/jerky imper- 
sonation of Nixon, not to mention a mean 
cricket, and sings a more politically correct 
version of “America the Beautiful.” 

Yup, these are the same guys who proved | 
endearing, if hardly Gielgudian, in The | 
Complete Works of William Shakespeare 
(abridged) — and, yes, I know there were 
critics who hated that one, too, but believe 
me, it was Bill & Ted meet Tom Stoppard 
compared to the team’s riff on American 
history. The key must be in the material. 
Can the Shakespearean canon be easier to 
shoot? Or is it that the three writers/per- 
formers (of whom only Long remains) who 
took reductive aim at the Bard were just 
funnier? Perhaps the first show was really 
written by the Earl of Oxford. Q

TICKED OFF AT 
THE PILGRIM PLANT 

Thank you for Tim Sandler’s very 
thorough investigative report, “Nu- 
clear Time Bomb: Seven Reasons To 
Close Plymouth’s Pilgrim Power 
Plant Now” (News, August 5). Per- 
haps exposing Pilgrim’s faulty design 
and broken parts and the Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission’s lack of reg- 
ulation will spur the public to demand 
remedial action before it is too late. 
The exposé may have made Boston 
Edison a little more careful so that a 
recent accident was averted. 

I hope Sandler will do a follow-up 
article on the dangers Pilgrim poses 
to its neighbors from its “normal” op- 
erations. Pilgrim releases radiation 
daily (sometimes more, sometimes 
less) into the air our children breathe, 
into the bay they swim and fish in, 
and onto our gardens. What are the 
results of this cumulative exposure? 
Birth defects, reproductive disorders, 
cancers, and auto-immune diseases 
appear to be clustered in our neigh- 
borhoods. 

Who knows how much radiation 
has been and is being released? The 
radiation monitors are inadequate in 
number, location, and sensitivity. 
Boston Edison’s radiation reports to 
the NRC are often laughable. 

Add to this that under the Weld ad- 
ministration the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Public Health (in addi- 
tion to the NRC) has abdicated its re- 
sponsibility in assessing and protect- 
ing the public’s health and safety as 
they relate to the nuclear power plant. 
The promises made at the end of the 
Dukakis era — to upgrade monitor- 
ing of radionuclide emission signifi- 
cantly, to develop a state air-quality 
standard for radiation more stringent 
than that currently required by the 
federal agencies, and to perform 
more health studies and surveillance 
— have been effectively dropped 
since Weld’s election. It became 
painfully clear that Governor Weld’s 
interests lie in increasing the fortunes 
of the “Fortune 500” at the expense 
of public health and safety, and that 
the DPH has permitted Boston Edi- 
son to dictate the Commonwealth’s 
health agenda.

RENT CONTROL AND 
CAMBRIDGE DECAY 


I am writing to protest Tom Mash- 
berg’s unfair and inaccurate charac- 
terization of landlord Dick Silva in 
his article “Drug Central” (“This Just 
In,” News, August 5). 

Mr. Mashberg clearly implied that 
Dick Silva had declined an interview 
— in fact, Mr. Mashberg never at- 
tempted to reach him. If he had, he 
would have learned that Mr. Silva 
screens all tenants before renting to 
them. In this instance, the tenant in 
question signed a disclaimer allowing 
Section 8 authorities to reveal any ad- 
verse information in their possession, 
and none was forthcoming. If Mr. 
Silva routinely refused to rent to Sec- 
tion 8 tenants, the same liberal rent- 
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control tenants who don’t like actual- 
ly living with the poor would un- 
doubtedly accuse him of discrimina- 
tion. In fact, the majority of Section 8 
tenants in those buildings are fine 
people who are an asset to the neigh- 
borhood. 

As for maintaining the buildings, Mr. 
Silva routinely uses the extra-income 
monies to improve his properties. 

In conclusion, I resent Mr. Mash- 
berg’s implication that Mr. Silva is 
greedy because he increases his in- 
come by renting to Section 8 tenants. 
If rent control did not set its rents so 
ridiculously low (typically in the 
$200s for a two-bedroom apartment), 
landlords would not be forced to seek 
other options to maintain their build- 
ings and make a fair profit. And legis- 
lation would not now exist that threat- 
ens rent control’s very existence.

Tom Mashberg tells us that the de- 
cay of the Richdale Avenue neighbor- 
hood is due to rent control. Bullshit! A 
bad landlord is a bad landlord — rent 
control or no rent control. If this 
landlord could charge $800 to any- 
one, he would probably still be renting 
to Section 8 tenants. Why? Because 
regular tenants would expect the 
building to be maintained. They 
would expect a light on that front 
porch. Section 8 tenants are rarely in 
a position to make such demands. If 
the landlord had been doing his job, 
this building and neighborhood would 
not have deteriorated as they have. 

Of course, Mashberg tells us that 
because of rent control there is no in- 
centive for landlords to invest in their 
property. This is also bullshit. Land- 
lords who invest in their property are 
able to get rent increases. I should 
know. In 1993 alone, I received four 
rent increases for my rent-controlled 
apartment. 

One might also question why the 
state is paying $800 for a Section 8 
apartment that otherwise could be 
rented for half that. In a city with rent 
control, the “fair-market value” 
should be what the landlord could 
collect from any other tenant. With all 
the hot air being blown around by 
people claiming to want to control 
welfare costs, this might be a good 
place to start. 

It is a real stretch to try to pin the 
blame for this situation on rent con- 
trol, which has been responsible for 
saving Cambridge from much of the 
destabilization that occurred in other 
cities due to speculation in the hous- 
ing market and condo conversion.

I’m not sure 
just what you expected him to re- 
spond to. It’s so easy to be miscon- 
strued even in silence: he can only 
follow the rules. 

Section 8 housing is often the only 
financial alternative for landlords be- 
cause of rent control, but a cheap 
shot at the landlord was an easy way 
out. Dick Silva can count among his 
friends many present and former ten- 
ants who are old and young, liberal 
and conservative, from all walks of 
life, who have civilly debated rent 
control for years. Lots of different 
opinions — but these people are 
Dick’s friends, nonetheless. 

At the Cellar and Plough and Stars, 
over a pint, there were many com- 
ments about how they picked the 
wrong guy to bitch about. Dick has 
kept many tradespeople working dur- 
ing rough times, and all of them are 
familiar with Richdale. Did Mr. 
Mashberg bother to inquire about all 
the work done just this past year, 
which was overseen or personally 
done by Dick himself? Mr. Mashberg 
refers to the porch lights not being 
bright enough. Has he ever changed a 
light bulb, or does he call his landlord 
every time he needs one changed?

‘Oliphant or sycophant? Can 
Tom get close without falling in?

t started with an accusation made 

on C-SPAN, was amplified by con- 

servative talkmaster Rush Lim- 

baugh and by WHDH talkhost 

Howie Carr (who saw the liberal- 
bashing possibilities), and ultimately be- 
came grist for media ethicists ranging 
from Washington Post press critic Howie 
Kurtz to Boston Globe ombudsman Gor- 
don McKibben. 

The big question was whether White 
House aide Susan Brophy told Republican 
Congressman Peter Torkildsen, and his 
colleague Peter Blute, that if they voted the 
right way on President Clinton’s crime 
package, she would lobby Globe Washing- 
ton columnist Tom Oliphant — with the 

implicit expectation that he would comply 
| — to write a few kind words. (On August 
| 14, he did pen a column lauding Blute’s 
yes vote and blasting Torkildsen’s nay.) 
| Oliphant and Brophy vehemently deny 
| that version of the story. Torkildsen insists 


that’s what she told him. Truth is, it’s 
completely in character for Oliphant, a 
Clinton fan and unabashed liberal, to have 
written that column without an ounce of 
prodding — which renders the quid-pro- 
quo debate somewhat academic. 

But it has raged nonetheless. 

For one thing, given the bitter, parstisan 
warfare in Washington these days, the 
Torkildsen accusation became more fuel 
in the political firestorm that threatens to 
engulf the Clinton administration. 

As Oliphant himself puts it: “This is in- 
tensely political and intensely ideological. 
It’s easy to understand a double-play 
combo that goes from C-SPAN to Rush 
to Howie.” 

Moreover, the accusation of collabora- 
tion between the Globe and the political 
elites strikes a chord among hard-core 
Globe-haters in particular, and a media- 
wary public in general. Especially given 
the paper’s history of overt or covert 
symbiosis with pols ranging from Tip 
O’Neill to Ray Flynn. 

And it trains the spotlight on one of the 
Globe’s golden boys and one of its most 
authoritative and powerful 
voices, a former ’60s wild- 
man whose Waspy appear- 
ance and air of effete intel- 
lectualism today make him a 
poster boy for Carr’s classic 
“bow-tied bum-kisser” cari- 
cature of Morrissey Boule- 
vard, The 48-year-old Oli- 
phant is a serious Washing- 
ton insider who has covered 
every presidential campaign 
since 1968. (He is even a 
regular panelist on a talking- 
heads show called Inside 
Washington.) He wears his 
heart on‘ his sleeve and re- 
mains a controversial figure 
in his own newsroom. 
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OLIPHANT today and in 1976: 
wears his heart on his sleeve. 


And it was the barely controlled rage 
that surfaced when Oliphant debated 
Torkildsen on Carr’s show — at one 
point he shouted at the mild-mannered 
congressman, “You're a liar, you got it, a 
liar” — that gave the story additional 
legs. To many a casual observer, 
Oliphant’s seething suggested too strenu- 
ous a protestation of innocence and 
turned a journo-political debate into a 
battle of personalities in a city where all 
politics is personal. 


Man in the news 

Yet on one level, it’s easy to understand 
why Oliphant unleashed 
such fury on the Carr show. 
No journalist wants to be 
accused of being some pow- 
erful pol’s docile handmaid- 
en. Even without a formal 
quid pro quo, many colum- 
nists — liberal and conser- 
vative alike — are tanked to 
ideologies and politicians 
and make no bones about it. 

Oliphant believes the at- 
tention paid to the unsub- 
stantiated claim that he 
would do the president’s 
bidding is a further example 
of the decline of his craft. 

“The thing that still both-

this is what bothers me 
about journalism today,” 
he says. “ ‘Let’s be a 
transmission belt for stuff 
we don’t look behind.’ 
Our standards are drop- 
ping as to what we will 
take as a ‘charge.’” 
Among his colleagues, 
both detractors and fans, 
there is a nearly universal 
suggestion that Oliphant 
is serious-minded, excep- 
tionally bright, and very 
knowledgeable. And 
there is a consensus that 
he is a likable eccentric 
whose tastes run from 
the opera to the Red Sox. 
But on the subject of 
how he does his job, 
whether he is, in one ob- 





server's words, “a creature of a different 
era,” when boundaries between journalist 
and newsmaker were badly blurred, there 
is a pretty spirited debate. 

Oliphant, who is married to Susan 
Spencer, a correspondent for CBS’s 48 
Hours, came from distinctly working- 
class roots; his father was disabled in 
World War II, and his mother toiled as a 
secretary. He spent his earliest days in a 
rent-controlled unit on Manhattan’s 
Lower East Side, then a melting pot for 
struggling second-generation immigrants, 
before moving to La Jolla, California. As 
a young male soprano, he was a member 
of the Metropolitan Opera and appeared 
as a “Lost Boy” in a production of Peter 
Pan with Mary Martin. A 1967 graduate 
of Harvard University who majored in 
government, he eschewed the Harvard 
Crimson (because it didn’t pay) and in- 
stead earned his keep by doing odd jobs, 
like typing papers. But he was a member 
of the Owl Club, an exclusive social club 
that has included among its members Ted 
and Caroline Kennedy. And he recalls

| participating in Harvard’s Hasty Pudding 
| show — a tradition notable for actors 
| dressing in drag — alongside an up-and- 
| comer from New York state named Bill 
| Weld. 

| “We put on a bra, panties, and dress to- 
| gether,” he says of the governor, with a 
| loud laugh. 

After college, following a brief flirtation 
| with the Chicago Tribune, Oliphant came 
| aboard the Globe as editor Tom Winship 
| was beginning to transform it from its 
| chatty, parochial “Uncle Dudley” incarna- 
| tion into a loud, liberal, and fractious pow- 

erhouse awakened by the tumult of the 
| Vietnam War. (The paper’s 1967 endorse- 
| ment of Kevin White for mayor broke a 
| longstanding policy of neutrality in po- 
| litical races.) 

“He was a guy who reveled in the 60s 
| as much as anybody,” says Winship, re- 
| calling that Oliphant — who sported very 
long hair in those days — attended White 
| House dinners in “tuxes and sneakers.” 
Globe staffer Curtis Wilkie, a close 
| friend of Oliphant’s, says, “He and I went 
| through a fairly wild stage. We were kind

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of the bad boys at the paper in the Wash- 
ington bureau.” 

In 1971, Oliphant earned his stripes by 
acting as point man on the negotiations 
that brought the Globe 1700 photocopied 
pages of the Pentagon Papers, a massive 
secret history of the Vietnam War pro- 
duced during Lyndon Johnson’s adminis- 
tration. The papers revealed major Amer- 
ican blunders and became an even 
greater cause célébre when President 
Richard Nixon and Attorney General 
John Mitchell tried to quash their publi- 
cation. The Pentagon Papers first found 
their way to the New York Times and 
then the Washington Post. And a feisty, 
combative Winship was eager for the 
Globe to join the fray and raise its na- 
tional profile. During that period, he and 
Oliphant had cultivated MIT linguist and 
political radical Noam Chomsky, who be- 
came the conduit to the former Pentagon 
analyst who leaked the papers, Daniel 
Ellsberg. 

“Once a month, we would have a little 
anti-war lunch at Joyce Chen’s with Noam 
Chomsky,” Oliphant recalls. “I had a way 
to get to Dan [Ellsberg] when he went un- 
derground.” 

In 1972, Oliphant was on the cam- 
paign trail as George McGovern tested 
national anti-war sentiment. In the semi-

he Boys on the

and Joe Timilty, Oliphant was a guy who 
fought to keep the news pages as “unbi- 
ased as we could be.” Wilkie continues: 
“He just went to the mat repeatedly with 
various people who thought we were be- 
ing too tough on Kevin White.” 

But today, after years of chronicling the 
ways of Washington, Oliphant must face 
the perception not that he is “too tough,” 
but that he is too easy on and too close to 
a succession of politicians from Mike 
Dukakis to Bill Clinton. 

There is one story buried in the re- 
cesses of Morrissey Boulevard that con- 
tains a damning accusation. No one 
contacted by the Phoenix either can or 
will recall, with the exception of 
Oliphant, exactly what happened. (With 
Oliphant under assault last week, some 
circling of the wagons at the Globe was 
to be expected.) But the 1988 Dukakis 
campaign staff showed Oliphant an early 
version of the famous “attack video” — 
revealing eerie similarities between 
speeches made by Joe Biden and those 
made by British Labor leader Neil Kin- 
nock — that ultimately helped force 
Biden out of the race. And the scuttle- 
butt is that at crunch time, Oliphant did 
nothing to help his own paper track 
down the source of the “attack video” 
when there was rampant, and incorrect, 
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speculation about | 
its origin. 

His account, in- | 
cluded in the 1988 
campaign book All | 
By Myself that he | 
co-wrote with fellow | 
Globie Chris Black, | 
acknowledges an | 
early viewing of the | 
speeches. But Oli- | 
phant says he in- | 
formed his superi- | 
ors, adding that it 
was common know- | 
ledge on the cam- 
paign trail that | 
Biden had failed to 
source the Kinnock | 
remarks. When 
Biden fell on his | 
sword, Oliphant 
says, “I didn’t make 
any connection to 
the Dukakis campaign at all.” He also 
blames miscommunication between the na- 
tional and local desks. 

Whatever happened, some use the inci- 
dent to illustrate their concern that 
Oliphant has spent too much time serving 
two masters. They say he’s too enamored 
of his niche at the right hand of power. 

“People [at the paper] always wondered 
whether they were getting everything he | 
knew,” says one observer. “It’s a myth,” 
adds another, “that when you’re inside, 
you get stuff.” 

One political operative recalls an inci- 
dent during the ’88 race when Republi- 
can Senator Arlen Specter came to Bos- 
ton to attack Dukakis for being soft on 
crime. Specter was not at his best that 
day, and when he unceremoniously yield- 
ed the podium to Dukakis’s counterat- 
tacking allies, the operative says Oliphant 
could be heard loudly celebrating a victo- 
ry for the good guys. 

“Tom is a lot like Mary McGrory,” 
notes Wilkie. “He’s got a lot of passion, 
and he’ll fall in love with the people he 
covers.” That very trait has earned his co- 
author Black a reputation for being too 
squishy and has hampered her career ad- 
vancement. Oliphant has apparently suf- 
fered no such consequences, although he 
does have an enemy or two on the Globe 
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masthead and has never been selected as Washington bu- 
reau chief. 

Characterizing himself as “a Kennedy liberal, which 
means not as liberal as you think,” Oliphant notes that he 


flirted with the “Ross Perot movement” in the 1992 elec- 
tion. “Clinton is a dry martini for me,” he says. “I’ve been 
as capable of criticizing him as supporting him.” 


McLaughlin) has carved out a relentlessly pro-Clinton rep- 
utation. And his friendship with Susan Brophy — along 
with some fawning tributes to her that he’s penned — has 
helped spark speculation about the Torkildsen incident. 
There’s absolutely nothing wrong with that, as long as 
there’s separation of church and state. 

Oliphant divides political pundits into three basic cate- 
gories. Those, usually on the right, who are “driven by 
genuine ideology”; “insider commentators who primarily 
write about process politics”; and a “much smaller group 
that tends to be more issue oriented.” He includes himself 
in that last grouping. 

But some Oliphant detractors pointedly note that he 
was a protégé of former executive editor Bob Healy. 
Healy was an acc “plished journalist. But he is better 
known as a Globe \ixer who helped negotiate deals be- 
tween the paper and the pols, and he was the emissary to 
the White House during a 1962 attempt by JFK to dictate 
how the paper would handle Teddy Kennedy’s Harvard 
cheating scandal. 

The Healy comparison is code for suggesting that 
Oliphant practices the same incestuous old-boy journalism 
now officially discouraged in J-schools. And he is acutely 
aware of that. 

Oliphant acknowledges that Healy’s influence on him 
was “absolutely enormous.” He explains: “He helped us 
understand the inevitable link between politics and policy.” 

But of Healy’s old-school reputation, he is quick to add: 
“I totally reject the caricature.” 


Tank teams 


“There have been some incidents in the past. But this is 
a different Globe now and a different era.” That’s how edi- 





Carr’s suggestion that the Torkildsen/Oliphant saga is an- 
other in a long line of infamous Globe tank jobs. 

Globe officials like Greenway and editor Matt Storin are 
very eager to disavow a checkered history in which the pa- 
per has occasionally been caught flagrante delicto with the 
very folks it’s supposed to be covering. 

A few of the more notable examples: the Teddy cheating 
scandal; former State Treasurer Bob Crane’s reported 
boast that he could order three favorable Globe columns 
for Larry DiCara if he dropped his bid to unseat Crane in 
1978; and the 1982 “sex tapes” incident, in which Globe 
cronies of Dukakis alter ego John Sasso were treated to 
private spots parodying rival Ed King’s sex life. 

More commonplace are the unwavering alliances be- 
tween Globe staffers — usually columnists — and certain 
pols. Will McDonough and Billy Bulger. Bob Jordan and 
Paul Tsongas. David Nyhan and Mike Barnicle’s warm and 
eager embrace of Tom Menino. The late Kirk Scharfen- 
berg’s extremely close ties to Ray Flynn’s City Hall. As 
seems the case with Oliphant and Torkildsen, in each in- 
stance formal agreements would not be needed to turn 
those alliances into favorable column inches. 

On some scale, this kind of thing happens at every media 
outlet in the nation. Moreover, it reflects the Globe’s in-

escapable role, to quote Storin, as “the dominant paper in 
a highly charged city of relatively small size” that spawns 
an almost irresistible mating of journalistic and political 
power centers. 

As if to flaunt that marriage, four Globe honchos — 
Barnicle, Nyhan, Marty Nolan, and, of course, Healy — 
acted as honorary pallbearers when their good pal Tip 
O’Neill passed on last January. 

“There are those who are close to power . . . and those 
who are not,” said Storin of his troops at the time. 

In the former group, you can certainly count Tom 
Oliphant, whose proximity to that kind of power has tradi- 
tionally been a very valued asset at the Boston Globe. Now 
it’s turned ugly on him, raising questions — fairly or un- 
fairly — about his journalistic integrity. 

The Torkildsen incident also won’t do much to convince 
skeptics that the Globe’s so-called new era has dawned. 
When informed that Greenway really has wrought changes 
on the opinion pages, one veteran of the national press 
corps wryly noted the transformation in the Soviet Union. 
“Pravda’s different, too,” he said, his smirk almost audi- 
ble over the phone lines.

Joe Malone’s conflict-of-interest 
charge comes back to haunt him

our years ago, Joe Malone 

defeated then-state represen- 

tative Bill Galvin (D- 

Brighton) for the job of state 

treasurer by riding on the 
high horse of ethical superiority. These 
days it looks like he could get kicked by 
the same steed. 

During an October 1990 televised de- 
bate on Channel 5’s Election ’90 Sunday 
program, hosted by Brian Leary, Malone 
' excoriated Galvin, who was chairman of 
| the House government regulations com- 
mittee, charging, “Representative Galvin 
does take money from the people he regu- 
lates as a committee chair.” 

“He regulates certain people — the 
horse-racing industry, the liquor indus- 
try!” Malone told Leary. Then he turned to 
Galvin: “One of your biggest supporters is 
someone in the liquor industry who you 
regulate!” 

Four years later, Malone is under criti- 
cism from his Democratic opponent, State 
Senator Shannon O’Brien (D-Easthamp- 
ton), for the same appearance of conflict 
he successfully painted onto Galvin. Ac- 
cording to records at the Office of Cam- 


paign and Political Finance, Malone has 
accepted $10,000 in contributions in the 
past three years from members of the 
Martignetti family, proprietors of the Mar- 
tignetti Liquors chain. The Martignetti 
stores are licensed lottery agents. As such, 
they are regulated by Treasurer Joe Mal- 
one, who serves as chairman of the State 
Lottery Commission. 

The contributions the Martignettis have 
given Malone may also raise eyebrows be- 
cause of recent reports that the liquor 
chain received a lucrative state 
contract just one day after the 
family hosted a $30,000 fundraiser 
for Governor Bill Weld’s re-election

Not really, says Jackie Price, press 

secretary for Shannon O’Brien: 
“Once again, Joe Malone is 
absolving himself from any 
kind of responsibility and 
walking away from a problem 
instead of telling the truth. 
Malone is not taking responsi- 
bility for his own employees and 
his own office.” 
Though Manning claims 
Malone’s role as chairman is 
“a second or third level away 
from someone having a lottery 
machine,” it’s apparently close 
enough that lottery employees 
are considered part of the Malone 
staff. Both treasury and lottery 
employees, for example, take part in 
Malone’s annual staff Christmas party. 
And both groups were invited on a staff 
cruise of Boston Harbor last summer 
— and a similar cruise that was 
planned for this month 
but canceled, says Mal- 
one’s treasury press sec- 
retary, Eric Fehrnstrom, 
due to lack of employee 
interest. 

At Malone’s Au- 
gust 1993 cruise, 
staffers kicked in 

$20 apiece for the 
cruise and buffet, dur- 
ing which they were 
also treated to a 
mini-lottery of sorts. 
Among the prizes: 
sports _ tickets, 
restaurant gift cer- 
tificates, and two 

prizes granting a 

week’s paid vacation to the lucky winners. 
One week’s vacation was for a treasury 
employee, the other for a lottery employee.

Daily Hampshire Gazette political reporter Pat Callahan remembers a conversa- 
tion he had with Fehrnstrom that same afternoon. “He said, ‘Did you call Mal- 
one’s campaign?’ I said, ‘No, I was on deadline.’ He said, “You should always 
make the call even if they can’t return it.’ That afternoon he faxed me a statement 
from [GOP state chairman] Jim Rappaport trashing Shannon O’Brien.” The fax 
notations on the top of the page indicated the page was sent via the State House 
News Service, which has its offices in the State House. 

“Rather than use this office’s fax machine, I used the State House News Service 
fax on my lunch hour just so there would be no use of our office machine,” Fehrn- 
strom says. “That’s an example of how careful we are.” As to the content of his 
original conversation with Callahan, Fehrnstrom says, “I conveyed to Callahan my 
dismay that he hadn’t called for a response. O’Brien’s charges involved this office. 





I had no problem correcting that record. That’s my job.”

The practice of giving away vacations as 


| part of a raffle has also been questioned by 





O’Brien’s campaign. “He’s not giving 


| those vacations away based on merit or 


outstanding service,” Price says. “He’s 
giving it away as part of a cruise. And he 
has a very solid record of soliciting his em- 
ployees for campaign funds. That’s tax- 
payers’ money he’s giving away in this raf- 
fle.” According to a list provided by the 
O’Brien campaign, Malone’s annual birth- 
day-party fundraiser each November has 
collected $19,150 from 160 lottery and 
treasury employees since Malone became 
treasurer. 

Malone’s internal staff lottery was legal, 
says Tom Samoluk, spokesman for Attor- 
ney General Scott Harshbarger, if, as Mal- 
one’s office says, the $20 tickets were for 
the costs of the cruise and not for the raf- 
fle. But it’s interesting to note that there 
are strict state laws and regulations gov- 
erning any raffle that has a ticket price of 
$10 or more. 

According to Chapter 271 of Massachu- 
setts law, a raffle may be conducted only 
by a nonprofit organization that has func- 
tioned for two years or more. “All funds 
derived,” according to the law, “shall be 
used exclusively for . . . educational, chari- 
table, religious, fraternal or civil purposes, 
or for veterans’ benefits.” A qualifying or- 
ganization must apply for a raffle permit 
with the city clerk, and that must be ap- 
proved by the police chief in the munici- 
pality where the raffle is drawn. The orga- 
nization must also file a report within 10 
days of the raffle to the State Lottery 
Commission. A five percent tax on the 
proceeds must then be paid to — you 
guessed it — the treasurer of the Com- 
monwealth. 

“The law defines a raffle as a way of 
raising money by selling tickets,” says 


| Fehrnstrom. “No money was raised. No 
| raffle was held. No application had to be 
| filed with the city of Boston. No tax had to 
| be paid to the lottery division. We did what 


every professional office in the country 
does.”

Of course, not “every professional of- 
fice in the country” can give away taxpay- 
er-financed vacations as door prizes. Mal- 
one’s lottery-within-a-lottery, and his ac- 
ceptance of campaign contributions from 
employees and companies he regulates, 
may pass legal muster. But it reflects the 
difficulty for those who, like Malone, run 
for office’ pointing fingers at official 
hypocrisy, only to fall prey to it once they 
gain power. 


Torkildsen’s crime 

The crime bill that the US House of 
Representatives passed on Sunday is a 
less effective crime-fighting measure than 
the version that Representative Peter 
Torkildsen (R-Danvers) helped to scuttle 
10 days earlier. Torkildsen temporarily 
succeeded in distracting voters from his 
August 11 vote to kill the crime bill by 
raising charges last week of a White 
House-Boston Globe conspiracy (see 
“Don’t Quote Me,” page 10), and by wav- 
ing the bloody cassette tape of a supposed 
“death threat” left on his brother’s an- 
swering machine. 

Torkildsen’s paranoid assertions helped 
him to deflect voters’ attention from the 
fact that he, like the National Rifle Associ- 
ation, Opposes an. assault weapons ban. 
Democratic congréssional rival John Tier- 
ney labeled Torkildsen’s crime-bill behav- 
ior “directionless and susceptible to pres- 
sure from every direction.” Torkildsen 
joined the group of urban and suburban 
Republicans voting for. the. compromise 
bill only because law-enforcement officials 
in his district made it clear that his ob- 
structionism was about to make him a 
one-term wonder. 

The new version of the crime bill is 
worse than the one Torkildsen helped de- 
stroy because it cuts midnight basketball 
and other crime-prevention programs (part 
of a community-policing philosophy on 
which both liberals and police chiefs 
agree); creates a “community notification” 
mandate on sexual offenders that, if upheld 
in the courts, will likely spark incidents of 
violent vigilantism; and strips the bill of its 
“retroactive safety valve,” the only provi- 
sion that would have immediately freed up 
federal prison cells so that they could be 
used to imprison truly violent offenders. 











Incredibly, these were the three provi- 
sions Torkildsen cited on the House floor 
on Sunday to bolster his claim that Repub- 
lican gridlock tactics had improved the 
bill. Torkildsen described the stripping of 
the retroactive portion of the safety valve, 
an issue that’s been tracked repeatedly on 
these pages, as “prohibiting the early re- 
lease of drug dealers.” 

The crime bill, fortunately, retains the 
“prospective safety valve,” exempting fu- 
ture first-time nonviolent drug offenders 
from mandatory sentences, to keep the 
federal prisons from overflowing further 
with hippies and hemp farmers. But that 
provision, too, was in danger of being 
trampled by the tactics of Torkildsen and 
company. Last Friday, Representative Bar- 
ney Frank (D-Newton) told the House 
leadership that liberals could defect from a 
crime bill without a safety valve. “That’s 
the most important thing in the bill,” 
Frank told the Phoenix. “I’ve made 
it known that if that goes, they’ll lose 
our votes.” 

Fearing an exodus of liberal and Black 
Caucus members, the leadership added 
Frank to the conference committee to 
handle negotiations with urban and sub- 
urban Republicans on the safety valve. 
Frank reached initial agreement with Re- 
publican negotiator Rick Lazio, of Long 
Island, to preserve the essential elements 
of the retroactive provision. But Lazio 
headed back upstairs to the Republican 
leadership’s holding room, and returned 
to demand the deletion of retroactivity. 

Frank, Representative Mike Synar (D- 
Oklahoma), and others negotiated with 
Lazio to allow, at the very least, the release

of nonviolent drug offenders whose long 
sentences are determined to be a “gross 
miscarriage of justice.” But Lazio marched 
back upstairs and returned to demand 
language that would have weakened 
the prospective safety valve for future 
defendants. 

Upstairs in the GOP holding room were 
representatives of the newly formed Na- 
tional Association of Assistant US Attor- 
neys, a group of right-wing federal prose- 
cutors who disagree with the safety valve 
altogether. Federal prosecutor Jay Apper- 
son, a member of this group, had penned 
an August 11 Wall Street Journal column 
urging defeat of the entire crime bill be- 
cause it included the safety valve (and, 
presumably, because it did not provide 
funding for additional assistant US attor- 
neys). According to a congressional 
source, it was this group, working through 
Republican Whip Newt Gingrich’s office, 
that kept sending Lazio back downstairs 
with additional demands. 

In their lobbying against the bill, the as- 
sistant US attorneys’ group may itself have 
broken the law. An August 17 letter the 
group wrote to Senator Orrin Hatch (R- 
Utah) was distributed by Hatch to all 
members of Congress. (Hatch has appar- 
ently forgotten that he once wrote a Wake 
Forest Law Review article opposing manda- 
tory minimum sentences.) In his partisan 
zeal, he neglected to remove the fax nota- 
tions on the top of the letter he received 
from the prosecutors’ group. According to 
those notations, the fax was sent from the 
group’s president, Larry Leiser, via federal 
property — the fax machine in the eastern 
Virginia US Attorney’s office. 
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Not only was Leiser using federal re- 
sources to lobby for his group, but his 
actions were insubordinate: the Justice 
Department, although opposed to 
retroactivity, favored the prospective 
safety valve. Despite its official-sounding 
name, the National Association of Assis- 
tant US Attorneys represents only 1000 
of the 4000 AUSAs in the government. 
Their misrepresentation of themselves as 
speaking for all federal prosecutors 
won’t, one hopes, go unnoticed by their 
colleagues. 

Frank and other safety-valve propo- 
nents, including members of Senator 
Teddy Kennedy’s staff, worried that they 
were about to lose the entire safety valve, 
retroactive and prospective. A deal was 
finally struck to trade retroactivity for the 
retention of the prospective safety-valve 
provisions in the original conference re- 
port. The compromise led Synar and 
some other liberals to withdraw support. 

If the bill now passes the Senate (not 
yet certain), federal and state prosecutors 
are going to have to make some changes 
in the way they prosecute drug offenders. 
No longer will they be able to gain infor- 
mants by threatening peaceable, low-level 
offenders with 20-year mandatory 
sentences. 

In recent years, thousands of drug cases 
have been kicked upstairs from the state to 
the federal level to take advantage of the 
harsh federal laws. Now, if the bill passes 
intact, prosecutors will have to target drug 
offenders who use violence instead of go- 
ing after relatively harmless psychedelia 
enthusiasts. Needless to say, the right- 
wing federal prosecutors, though they 
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defeated retroactivity, aren’t happy 
with the result. 

But the loss of retroactivity means that 
between 3400 and 5000 currently incar- 
cerated nonviolent drug offenders in the 
federal system will continue to occupy 
prison cells that could be better used for 
rapists, child molesters, and armed rob- 
bers. For all the Republican talk about 
needing more money for prisons, the 
crime bill’s $8.8 billion for prison con- 
struction won’t create a single cell for 
years. Only the retroactive provision would 
have created up to 5000 (or, as Torkild- 
sen’s GOP allies claimed, 16,000) cells for 
immediate use. 

After casting his vote to deprive the 
House of a chance to vote on the crime bill 
on August 11, Torkildsen told the Phoenix 
that he favored the crime bill, but voted 
against the rule because three days’ notice 
wasn’t given before the vote. But when he 
voted for the rule, and for the bill, last 
Sunday, there was no three days’ notice. 
What changed? Politics. 

The crime bill isn’t the first issue Tork- 
ildsen has flip-flopped on. He began his 
political career as pro-choice on abortion. 
Having joined the legislature, he switched, 
voting anti-choice, and was fiercely anti- 
choice as the Republican-convention nom- 
inee for lieutenant governor in 1990. But 
two years later, when running for 
Congress, Torky flopped back to pro- 
choice (although he opposes public fund- 
ing of abortions). 

As for his antics on the crime bill: the 
next time a violent thug is released from 
prison because there’s no room at the jail- 
house, thank Peter Torkildsen. Q

Slavery lives 


North Africans keep chattels 
for status, work, and sex

ntil a few years ago, the 

notion that slavery could be 

an integral part of modern 

culture was as foreign and 

incomprehensible to Dr. 
Charles Jacobs as the countries in which it 
is still practiced. 

It was late 1991 when Jacobs, a Boston- 
area management consultant, approached a 
client who worked for a human-rights 
agency with offices in Senegal about re- 
ports he had read of slavery in North 
Africa. Jacobs was astounded by the mat- 
ter-of-fact way in which the client con- 
firmed the reports. 

Jacobs soon immersed himself in re- 
search. He sent countless letters to US 
and foreign officials. And he joined forces 
with two North Africans — Mohamed 
Athie, a former consular officer at the 
Mauritanian embassy in Washington, and 
Dr. David Chand, a Sudanese-born Amer- 
ican University professor. Jacobs is now 
director of research for the American 
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The American Anti-Slavery Group is 
looking for research interns.

Anti-Slavery Group, a new abolitionist or- 
ganization of which Athie and Chand are 
executive directors. The group, staffed by 
volunteers, will set up a research center in 
the Boston area this fall. Its mission: to 
shine a light on a practice most Americans 
believe ended when slaves were freed in 
the US more than 100 years ago. 

As disturbing to Jacobs as the ongoing 
practice of servitude is the dearth of re- 
sponse by American media and politicians. 
In an op-ed piece published last month in 
the New York Times, Jacobs and Athie 
wrote: “We hear of ‘compassion fatigue,’ 
especially when it comes to Africa, but it is 
hard to believe that people can be aware 
that slavery is alive and well and turn away.” 

In a recent interview with the Phoenix, 
Jacobs demonstrated that his outrage 
hasn’t diminished. 

a 

Q: About six months ago, police arrested 
a Kuwaiti couple in Quincy and charged 
them with keeping a woman as their slave. 
The public was initially outraged, but in- 
terest has died — I think at least in part 
because it was dismissed as an anomaly. 

A: It’s not an anomaly. It’s global. In fact, 
modern slavery has many variants, includ- 
ing pure chattel slavery, which is defined as 
the ownership of one person by another 
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person — the treatment of the person as 
property in which the issue of sexual en- 
counters belongs to the master. That’s the 
classic definition. And that is well docu- 
mented, in Sudan and Mauritania. 

Q: What is the function of the modern-day 
slave? How has the slave system survived?

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pendence, in the ’60s. It has, however, not 
abolished slavery — as documented by 
Africa Watch [a division of the international 
monitoring group Human Rights Watch], 
for example, and recorded by our own State 
Department, according to which there are 
at least 90,000 slaves in Mauritania. 

The thing about Mauritania is 
that blacks were converted to Islam

A: They do labor — they do farm labor, 
they do house labor. They’re status sym- 
bols. Let me tell you about Mauritania and 
Sudan, to give you examples. 

In North Africa, Arab Islamic civilization 
is on the top, dominating a black Chris- 
tian, animist, and sometimes Muslim pop- 
ulation on the bottom. In the case of Mau- 
ritania, slavery simply never ended. It was 
a former French colony — two million 
people, no oil. Nobody cares. It’s just un- 
interesting. And the slavery is classic chat- 
tel slavery. 

The country has on paper that it has 
abolished slavery three times since its inde- 


100 years ago. So we’re talking 
about a population of black Muslim 
slaves. That is a stunning phrase in 
the American context. People don’t 
think of black Muslims as slaves be- 
cause they associate them with the 
American Black Muslim movement. 

When you shift over to Sudan, 
what you have there is an Islamic ji- 
had of the Arabic north against the 
black south. And, in this case, the 
Arab militias are armed by the gov- 
ernment in Khartoum [an Islamic 
fundamentalist regime supported by 
Iran]. As part of the onslaught 
against the Christian and animist 
south, African villages are raided, 
men are shot, and the women are 
enslaved. These African villages are 
raided by the Arab militias. 

Q: So this is, in essence, govern- 
ment-sponsored slavery? 

A: That’s right, which the govern- 
ment denies. 

A United Nations human-rights 
monitor, Gaspar Biro, a Hungarian 
lawyer, came back from Sudan in 
March. He documented the equiv- 
alent of modern-day slave markets 
in Sudan, where merchants pur- 
chased children and women. He 
then became Salman Rushdie II. People in 
the parliament in Sudan said he was an 
enemy of Islam and should pay for his 
crimes. 

Q: How many slaves are there estimated 
to be in Sudan? 

A: Nobody knows. It’s very hard. Gaspar 
Biro said thousands or tens of thousands. 
At least thousands. There are reports from 
the UN that say no northern village is with- 
out its captive black slaves in the Sudan. So 
there are lots and lots. 

Q: From an American perspective, has 
the definition of slavery changed at all, or is

this the same slavery we knew before aboli- 
tion? 

A: This looks like the slavery in the 
South, except that American slavery was 
basically for economic reasons. There were 
large plantations to farm and they needed 
labor. Any sexual encounters were, to be 
sure, horrible, and they took place, but 
were not central. Here, concubinage is a 
central feature. 

Q: Along with concubinage, what other 
abuses characterize modern-day slavery? 

A: Well, there is maltreatment and there 
is torture. Africa Watch did a report on 
Mauritanian slaves who displeased their 
masters. Africa Watch describes four sorts 
of torture. The normal, I-pissed-them-off- 
a-little-bit kind of torture is they throw you 
in the sun and tie you up and let you sit 
there without food or water for a few days. 
And they beat you with whips or ropes. 
That’s for a minor infraction. For major 
infractions, they outline three tortures. 

The insect treatment. They would take 
small insects and insert them into the ears 
of people, put stones in the eardrums, and 
wrap a tight bind around the head. It would 
drive the person crazy — little tiny insects 
in your ears. 

Burning coals. They would bury you in 
the sand and put hot coals near your geni- 
tals and your thighs, and you would have 
roasted genitals after a while. 

The camel treatment. The camel treat- 
ment is where they would make a camel not 
drink so it would shrink the camel’s stom- 
ach. Then they would tie the slave tightly to 
the camel’s underbelly. And then they 
would have the camel drink. Camels’ stom- 
achs are tremendously expansive, and it 
would just pull apart the tendons and the 
bones of the person. 

Q: Using Mauritania as an example, how 
does a person become enslaved? 

A: There are no longer open slave mar- 
kets in Mauritania. They are informal, pri- 
vate affairs. You can buy them for camels, 
trucks, guns, or money. You can inherit 
them or get them as a wedding gift. 

The slaves become Arabized. They lose 
their language and local culture. In fact, 
the people who rule the country have used 
the Arabized slaves and the partially freed 
ones against the freed blacks in the south, 
who maintained their own traditional 
African heritage. So when there is a con- 
flict between the north and south, the 
Arab/Berbers in the north use these Ara- 
bized blacks to attack the southern ones. 

In Sudan, by the way, the blacks are not 
Muslim, they are predominantly Christian 
or animist. And according to Anti-Slavery 
International [a London-based human- 
rights organization], when the slaves are 
captured, some are forcibly converted to Is- 
lam. They threaten to cut your Achilles’ 
tendon unless you convert. 

Now, according to Islam, Muslims are 
not supposed to have slaves who are Mus- 
lims. But in the case of Mauritania, what 
you have is Arab Muslims enslaving black 
Muslims. And so race supersedes theology 
and religion in that case. 

Q: You mentioned that modern slavery 
has other forms beyond chattel slavery. 

A: Slavery is not just a matter of the 
chattel slavery of blacks in North Africa. It 
runs the gamut from servile marriage to 
child labor to forced labor. 

In Haiti, Haitians are forcibly put on 
trucks, driven into the Dominican Republic, 
and forced to do the sugar-cane crop at 
gunpoint. And they just get food. No mon- 
ey. And when the harvest is over, they’re let 
go. That’s forced labor. 

In Brazil, people are tricked into going, by 
the offer of a job, to do a harvest or to clear 
jungle to make pastureland. And they put 
them on trucks and drive them hundreds of 
miles away. And when they get off the truck, 
they’re notified that they owe transportation 
costs. And they’ll work until they pay it off. 
That’s called “debt bondage.” 

Q: Does debt bondage occur in other 
countries as well? 

A: In Pakistan and India. 

Q: What other forms of slavery have been 
documented? 

A: There’s child prostitution in Thailand. 
That is like slavery, because little children 
are sold, sometimes by their parents. 
Sometimes parents are tricked and told the 
child will work in the city and send back 
money. But the child is tossed into a brothel 
and is a slave. There are Western European 
sex tours where middle-aged men fly them- 
selves — they used to call them the dripper 
clippers [“drip” referring to syphilis] — to 
Thailand, And they have these little girls 
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and boys. And, they think, the younger, the 
better — because they are less likely to be 
tainted with diseases. 

Q: If Americans hear about famines, 
drought, and cholera epidemics in African 
countries, why haven’t we heard about this? 

A: There are a few reasons, but I blame 
the media. The media are just incompetent 
on this. Yes, it’s difficult to get into Mauri- 
tania and Sudan, but it’s not impossible. I 
think it’s a case where it’s not a politically 
correct story. This is an explosive story, or 
it could be, but it’s not politically correct. 

Q: How so? 

A: There are no bad white guys. And if 
you don’t have a story where there are bad 
white guys, there’s no story. The issue is 
not black and white. It’s a little more com- 
plex. How is it that there is so much com- 
passion for the apartheid issue — which is 
a horrible, horrible thing — and less com- 
passion about slavery? 

Q: How effective have human-rights or- 
ganizations been in addressing this issue? 

A: It seems to me no one has done grass- 
roots organizing on this issue. It seems to 
me that with Anti-Slavery International, in 
London, my guess is they deal with elites. 

Q: What about the difficulties of organiz- 
ing opposition on the grassroots level in 
countries like Mauritania and Sudan, where 
such activity could be fatal? 

A: There have been resistance move- 
ments to slavery in Mauritania and to the 
treatments of blacks. My colleague Mo- 
hamed Athie, who was a Mauritanian 
diplomat, is an eloquent spokesperson 
who can travel around the world and tell 
human-rights groups that this is happen- 
ing to his people. But he’s not going to be 
able to get back in. 

Q: So, in voicing his opposition, he made 
a choice never to return to Mauritania? 

A: They made it for him, because at the 
time he decided he could not go back, they 
were slaughtering black officials in an eth- 
nic cleansing that is well documented by 
Amnesty International. They had decided to 
decimate the black southern population. 
They had decided to wipe out black officials 
in the civil service and police and the army. 
He was recalled at the time of the slaugh- 
ter, so he decided he wasn’t going to go 
back and be killed. 

Q: Why have the United Nations Com- 
mission on Human Rights and the UN Gen- 
eral Assembly, which reportedly know about 
modern-day servitude, remained silent? 

A: You have to understand that the UN 
General Assembly is populated with gov- 
ernments which themselves are not demo- 
cratic and are often tyrannical. That’s like 
going into a brothel and looking for a 
priest. The General Assembly is dominated 
by countries that have a lot to hide and that 
don’t want intervention. 

There is a thing called the Working 
Group on Slavery, in the UN, and they re- 
cently had a meeting. And they didn’t 
mention Sudan or Mauritania. Nor did 
they mention any particular country. 

In other words, the UN is precluded 
from really being effective on this. It’s just 
taboo. You can’t say it. There are all kinds 
of political considerations that mitigate 
against any real strong action. 

Q: Considering the limited success some 
other groups have had, what do you think 
the American Anti-Slavery Group will be 
able to accomplish? 

A: Two things. First, what we’re going to 
do is set up a research center. There is no 
umbrella group that puts all this together, 
and there isn’t anybody who has tried to get 
the American population really involved and 
knowledgeable. So the first thing we want 
to do is document all of our cases very 
carefully— with the cooperation of Anti- 
Slavery International and other groups — 
and build a library of documentation. And 
then put pressure on American politicians 
to do something. It’s stunning that they 
haven’t. It’s tragic that the Congressional 
Black Caucus — and other black leader- 
ship organizations — hasn’t touched this. 

Q: Why hasn’t the Black Caucus gotten 
involved? It would seem unconscionable if 
they know about it. 

A: Let’s be kind and say they don't 
know. However, I have personally handed 
documents and photographs to at least 
three members of the caucus — all of 
whom pat me on the head and say, “Nice 
work, keep sending stuff.” I have written to 
many other members of the Black Caucus. 

There are two explanations. One: white 
politicians tell. me that without a black con- 
stituency, no white politician is going to 
jump in front of the Black Caucus. Two: 
there is no constituency for this — yet. But 
we intend to build one. Because we think 
that who else but the grandsons and grand- 
daughters of African slaves will take the 
lead in freeing African slaves? Who else? O 
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n August 1, the Rolling Stones launched their 43- 

date 1994-’95 world tour at RFK Stadium in Wash- 

ington, DC. The timing is perfect. In the five years 

since their Steel Wheels tour, grunge rock has risen, flour- 

ished, claimed its first victims, and begun to lose its avant- 

garde edge. Great bands full of promise, like Guns N’ Ros- 

es, have imploded. The 25th anniversary of Woodstock, cele- 

brated by a crowd of 300,000, has forced a nostalgic reassess- 
ment of a quarter century of popular music. . 

The Rolling Stones, their Satanic majesties of the idealistic 

hippie ’60s, have returned like vampires who will not stay in their 

graves. The title of their new album, Voodoo Lounge, suggests 

the dark wells of pagan magic from which the Stones draw their 

seemingly inexhaustible energy. Now in their 50s, they face the 

paradox of making young men’s music with aging bodies and de- 

clining will. Indeed, the oldest Stone, 57-year-old Bill Wyman, refused 


to rejoin the band, causing the most serious personnel crisis since 


1969, when the brilliant and beautiful Brian Jones drifted off into 


drug abuse and was fired. 


Each new generation of rockers who have 
tried to surpass and displace the Stones — from 
the punk-era Sex Pistols on — has failed. The 

turbulent alpha-wolf collaboration of Mick Jagger 
and Keith Richards, archaically rooted in their 
childhood friendship, is one of the greatest cre- 
ative alliances in the 20th-century arts. The old 
dogs reappear again and again to reclaim their 
territory and teach the young whelps a 

lesson. 

The Voodoo Lounge tour was herald- 
ed by a crescendo of orchestrated pub- 
licity and commercial tie-ins, the kind 
of global marketing campaign that the 

Stones pioneered, thanks to the sharp 
business sense of Jagger, a student at the 
London School of Economics when the 
band began in 1962. The QVC cable 





; channel, normally a bourgeois bazaar 
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for women’s jewelry and pastel floral sheets, was sud- 
denly pushing a menu of Rolling Stones T-shirts be- 
decked with horned devils and grisly grinning skeletons. 

The VH-1 rock channel, MTV’s more staid stepsis- 
ter, upstaged its rival with an eye-popping week of satu- 
ration Stones coverage. Videos and live footage from 
throughout their career dramatically demonstrated the 
enormity of the Stones’ achievement to an audience 
that wasn’t even born when the band was already 
world-famous. Even older and more jaded viewers had 
to be astounded at the magnitude of the Stones’ perfor- 
mance history. 

As an exploit in rich rock archaeology, VH-1’s 
“Stones TV” stunt eloquently demonstrated the massive 
collapse of MTV, which has degenerated into sopho- 
moric triviality. The music-video art form was 
lamentably short-lived, its chronology tellingly following 
that of Madonna’s career as a major tastemaker (1983- 
91). It is noteworthy, therefore, that the Stones have 
marked their return with a stunning new video, “Love Is 
Strong,” whose surreal special effects and eerie, avant- 
garde tone make it one of the best the music industry 
has produced in years. 

A parody of 1950s black-and-white science-fiction 
films, “Love Is Strong” shows the Rolling Stones 

















slouching like rough beasts through the bleak streets 
and parks of Manhattan, which they dominate like ti- 
tans. Jagger is at his panther-like best, his writhing 
body taut and controlled, his eyes fiery and deranged 
with Romantic intensity. Unfortunately, neither the tour 
concert nor the new album as a whole sustains the de- 
monic vision of the video, which implies that the Stones 
have recharged themselves at the occult origins of black 
rhythm and blues, typified by the short, wild life of 
Robert Johnson. 
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attended the Stones’ second concert in Wash- 

ington, two days after what Jagger calls the 

“nerves” of opening night. It was an evening of 

dangerously high heat and humidity, exhausting 
the stadium beer supply even before the concert began. 
“Is it swampy enough for you in here?” Jagger asked 
wearily from the broiling stage, across which trailed 
dry-ice vapors surely too wispy for the performers’ re- 
lief. But the dank tropical atmosphere was hellishly 
ideal for a show with a voodoo theme. 

On arrival, as tens of thousands of fans poured down 
the entrance avenue to the stadium, we were serenaded 
by troops of shirtless black boys beating metal cans, 
plastic tubs, and conga drums. Ranging in age from 
seven to 15, they have been a regular feature of Wash- 
ington street life for a decade, since the breakdancing 
fad. There was something slightly unnerving about it, as 
if the largely white, middle-class Stones crowd had 
wandered onto the set of Suddenly, Last Summer. 

But it was also deeply moving, from a historical per- 
spective, since in these rattling, impromptu percussive 
choirs we were hearing the tribal African aesthetic of 
complex polyrhythms that gave birth to rock ’n’ roll. 
Cadging coins; the little black boys, with their castaway 
instruments and hyperkinetic virtuosity, threw the com- 
mercial gigantism of the stadium production into relief 
and, it has to be said, set a standard for passion and 
flair that the concert itself would not match until its last 
third. 

The crowd ranged in age from twentysomething to 
graying Baby Boomer. There were few teenagers, 
though that might be partially attributable to the $50 
ticket prices. The favorite look was what I call “generic 
white-guy mode” (short hair, T-shirt, shorts, and 
sneakers), with the overall effect somewhat bland and 
conformist. “It’s like a county fair or something,” ex- 
claimed my companion, Alison Maddex. “All those 
bandanas!” 

The gap between the middlebrow audience and the 
performance, in content and style, was a good illustra- 
tion of the cultural role of rock music under industrial 
capitalism. Rock musicians have become our Byronic 
proxies for action and experience. When they burn out 
or die, they are the sanctified, limits-testing martyrs of a 
culture suffocating in bourgeois gentility. Rock history 
replays Romanticism, which arose in response to the in- 
dustrial revolution. The deafening primal screams of 
young men at rock concerts are symptoms of the painful 
containment and denaturing of masculinity in our over- 
regulated work world, from automated factories to com- 
puterized offices. 

The Stones’ appearance on stage was preceded by a 
long passage of the ominous Bo Diddley tom-toms 
from “Not Fade Away,” a war-dance fanfare of primal 
sexual libido and the life force itself. There were blind- 
ing explosions of gas flares in red, green, and yellow, as 
the silver cobra head of the giant light-crane arching 
over the stage turned green. The crowd gave an enthu- 
siastic welcome to the band, then settled down into a 
fairly passive, perhaps heat-dazed reception of well- 
played songs from the midpoint of the Stones’ career. 
Strongly represented was Exile on Main Street, the su- 
perb double album that rock connoisseurs, if not the 
mass audience, have studied and treasured since its re- 
lease in 1972 and that has been frankly imitated by con- 
temporary groups like Guns N’ Roses within the past 
several years. 

Ironically, the song that produced the first big surge 
from-the crowd was “Satisfaction,” now 30 years old. 
In the rashness of youth, Jagger swore, “I'd rather die 
than be 45 and still singing ‘Satisfaction.’ ” Yet here he 
is at 51, still getting shrieks of ecstasy with it. Despite 
its instant top-40 popularity, it never seemed one of the 
strongest Stones songs at the time. But its staying pow- 
er is amazing and its appeal to every subsequent gener- 
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ation undeniable. In retro- 
spect, we can clearly rec- 
ognize that the noisy, 
aggressive, buzzing gui- 
tar riff of “Satisfaction” 
is the ultimate source of 
the entire heavy-metal tra- 
dition in rock. Even before 
that hit, the musicians who 
would form the Who, the 
Yardbirds, Cream, and Led Zeppelin 
were directly inspired by the Rolling 
Stones. 
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t this concert, Jagger’s fabled 
jumping-jack choreography 
was more a brisk, energy-con- 
serving walking and hopping. 
But who cares anyhow? With his snarling, 
sinuous prowling and pouncing — and his 
then-daring effete, drag-queen mannerisms 
— Jagger wrote the book on rock vocalists’ 
body language. He merged Elvis Presley’s 
holy-roller pelvic spasms with Tina Turner’s 
flaming-hot piston-pumping. 

For the last 15 years, however, Jagger 
has failed to keep pace with dance 
evolution. After Michael Jack- 
son, Madonna, and Prince, he 
has ceased to convince as a 
mobile stage presence. He is 
forced, self-conscious, and un- 
focused, spinning pointlessly far 
out from the rest of the band. 
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His true essence lives in oth- 
ers today, notably Aero- 
smith’s mercurial Steve 
Tyler, with his swooping, 
scarf-trailing dips and his 
slashing thrusts of the mi- 
crophone stand. The ma- 
turing Jagger should long 
ago have rethought his 
style to create a powerful 
pull from a more station- 
ary position, to which, 
after all, he used to be 
confined in the early, pre- 
arena years of rock. 

On the first song, Jagger 
played harmonica, on which 
he has great facility. However, 
his other experiments with instru- 
ments were silly and presumptuous. In the 
past decade, perhaps piqued by his sometimes 
rancorous rivalry with Keith Richards, Jagger 
has been regularly strapping on a guitar, which 
makes him look clumsy, foolish, and hopelessly 
out of sync with the genuine instrumentalists 
in the band. The latest piece of hubris is his 
amateurish noodling at the piano, which we 
were forced to watch in fingertip close-up 
on the giant video screen. 

The real outrage of this tour, which ought 
to be corrected in later concerts, is Jagger’s 
shameless narcissism, his monotonous flood- 
ing of the screen with his own image. We 
were allowed only fleeting glimpses of any- 
one else. The Rolling Stones are not and 
have never been a one-man show, despite 
the media’s longtime slavish fixation on Jag- 
ger. The artistic center of the band is in fact 7 
Keith Richards, as has been widely acknowl- 
edged in recent years. What on earth was on 
the minds of the producers of this lavish and 
expensive show? Far more thought was given 
to the spectacular special effects (culminating 
in thunderous gold fireworks over the stadi- 
um) than to the artistic presentation of 


these world-class virtuoso musicians. It’s 
no wonder that Bill Wyman begged out.

awe and reverence that rock fans feel for him were 
nowhere acknowledged in this show. On the contrary, the 
| one moment that seemed theatrically his — when he sud- 
| denly re-emerged, to loud cheers, in a billowing black 
| shirt adorned with skulls — was abruptly terminated by 
| his singing “Happy,” whose upbeat tone is diametrically 
| opposed to that of the profound, pessimistic truths for 
| which he is renowned. 

Everyone realizes that androgynous, hip-swiveling Mick 
Jagger is one of the great sexual personae of our time. Far 
fewer understand the extent of Keith Richards’s revolution- 
ary impact as a sexual persona, particularly on women 
artists such as Patti Smith, Joan Jett, and Chrissie Hynde. I 
have repeatedly called him my idol, a stern role model for 
those who go against the grain and stick to their guns. His 
motto could be: follow your own instincts,.and never seek 
approval. It was Richards’s aggressive, glowering look that 
I was imitating in my first major photo shoot, for the cover 
of New York magazine in 1991. 

Keith Richards’s tough, proletarian bad attitude is my 
answer to the fatuous, empty smiles of the bourgeois 
feminist establishment, typified by Gloria Steinem, Patri- 
cia Ireland, and Naomi Wolf, with their cloyingly ’50s, 
pre-rock ’n’ roll, nice-girl chirpiness. I loved it when 
Richards, a shambling last-minute performer at the huge 
Live Aid benefit in Philadelphia in 1985, refused to join 
the mass sing-along at the end and just plopped his butt 
down on a footlight, his back to the audience, and 
dragged on a cigarette, while the others swayed to their 
smugly self-congratulatory communal hymn. As an ado- 
lescent at Girl Scout camp, I loathed the enforced senti- 
mentality of group sing-alongs and think they have no 
place in rock, a dissenting Romantic mode that should 
offend and affront. Disdaining humanitarian pieties, 
Richards has always had the integrity of his own stubborn 
individualism. 

Fundamentally a rhythm guitarist, Richards specializes 
in the resonant deep structure of rock. 
| His characteristic sound is a thick cen- 
| tral texture of strummed, synchronized 
| riffs, tightly oriented toward Charlie 
| Watts’s crisp, slamming drum shot and 
| Bill Wyman’s swift, rumbling, ringing 
| bass line. Jagger may be prancing all 
| over the stage, but the pace of most 
| Rolling Stones songs is slow and ma- 
| jestic, close to trancelike. Even when 
| the words are positive or hedonistic, 

the tone of the music is inexplicably 

sinister and menacing. The effect of the 
massed guitars is grand, yet strangely 
undulating and jangling, not unlike the 
| exalted, meditative dissonance of Hin- 
du raga, produced by the sitar’s hidden 
layer of vibrating sympathetic strings. 

Neither Charlie Watts nor Bill 
Wyman has ever been accorded the 
enormous prestige they both deserve in 
the general musical world. It galls me 
that after nearly 40 years of staggering 
productivity, rock music is still in a 
ghetto, with classical singers and in- 
strumentalists honored and elevated 
over those in rock. Rock criticism is 
partly to blame: it has preached only to 
the converted, and it has ineffectively 

| wavered in style between the oafish, 
stumbling-drunk, male-adolescent, 
first-person journalism of Hunter 
| Thompson and the prissy, pretentious, 
| postmodern academese of Greil Marcus in Lipstick 
| Traces (a dreadful shift in approach from Marcus’s vivid, 
accessible Mystery Train). 

But as this tour shows, the Rolling Stones themselves 
must share equal blame for their failure to showcase Watts 
and Wyman with the dignity they deserve. The tour pro- 
gram, for example, is filled with splendid photos of the 
| band members throughout their career, but surely the 
space used to show Charlie Watts urinating into a janitor’s 
sink in Louisiana 20 years ago might have been better 
spent describing his originality and artistry. 

Wyman’s withdrawal from the band is tragic, and one 
cannot help feeling that a less self-centered Jagger could 
have shaped a project that would have ensured Wyman’s 
participation. The reviews thus far of the Stones’ replace- 
ment bassist, Darryl Jones, who has played with Miles 
Davis and Madonna, have been far too kind. I thought I’d 
go mad if I had to listen to Jones’s boring, stolid, clichéd, 
intrusive bass line one more minute. The Stones sound is 
drowning in disco soup. Wyman, who plays bass like a 
winged pattern of unfolding thought, simply must be lured 
back from retirement. 

Though he deserves enormous credit for having kept 
| the band together when Richards sank into heroin addic- 

tion in the ’70s, Jagger long ago lost his well-established 
| ability to find words equal in power to Richards’s music. 
| On the new album, Jagger’s vigorous singing, with its 
| luxuriantly elongated vowels, is wonderful, half sub- 
merged in the music, in the classic Exile on Main Street 
| manner. However, the lyrics themselves are deplorably 
mundane, with no ideas whatever beyond strained, juve- 
| nile sexual braggadocio. Organization is sloppy or 
nonexistent. 

“Lyric,” a course I invented eight years ago to help stu- 
dent songwriters at the University of the Arts, uses as its 
central texts the stunning words that Jagger wrote for the 
Stones in the late ’60s and early ’70s. They are works of 
poetry that stand up, as few lyrics do, on the printed page. 

| The full history of literature and mythology seems to flow 
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into them. Alas, Jagger would be lucky to get a B- for 
Voodoo Lounge. He is intellectually and spiritually stag- 
nant. The flitting life of the socialite has taken its toll.

he concert in Washington kicked into gear only 
when the special-effects extravaganza was un- 
leashed, two-thirds of the way through. The giant 
honky-tonk-woman balloon of the Steel Wheels 
tour has spawned grotesque progeny, all of which are well 
worth the price of admission. Among the characters bub- 
bling up like fungoid growths around the proscenium 
were the many-armed Hindu goddess Kali, a resurrected 
Elvis, and a hydrocephalic zombie baby with diaper-pin 
earrings. Rosary-bead play-toys slowly dribbled down over 
the video screen. The whole menagerie was lit with phos- 
phorescent graveyard hues of green, blue, and violet. 

This climactic freak show, in tumescence and dismal 
collapse, was genuinely chilling, but there was frustratingly 
little attempt to relate it to the Stones’ music, which is a 
shame. Jagger, as lewd Mr. Mojo in top hat and tails, 
presided as master of ceremonies, at one point weakly flail- 
ing at a real-life satyr with a gigantic horn erection who 
staggered on stage in wobbly African stilts, a joke that fell 
pitifully flat. The real stars were the hallucinatory balloons, 
apparitions of the collective unconscious. They are Walt 
Disney’s Fantasia come to life, an updating of the fabulous 
aristocratic masques of the 17th century that bankrupted 
treasuries and burned down buildings. Only rock stars — 
our contemporary decadent emperors — could afford 
bizarre entertainments on so profligate a scale. 

If only Jagger had spent less time on business and more 
on artistic conceptualization for this tour. The voodoo in 
“Voodoo Lounge” is never fully explored, even though it 
smokes and smoulders with metaphorical possibilities. The 
Rolling Stones have always been my favorite band precise- 
ly because of their understanding of the amoral black wed- 
ding of art, sex, and magic, the underground pagan cur- 
rent in Western culture that has never been conquered by 
Judeo-Christianity. Voodoo is African witchcraft, a vestige 
of animism, when the gods still resided in nature. 

Over the years, Jagger has too glibly dismissed as a

marketing gimmick the famous polarity between the foul- 
mouthed, grubby, guttersnipe Stones and the charming, 
elfin, squeaky-clean Beatles. Though their trifling with Sa- 
tanic imagery was specious, the Stones really did repre- 
sent the repressed aggressions of the Rousseauist ’60s, 
which naively saw peace and harmony not only as attain- 
able goals but as our deepest nature. As the Stones played 
“Sympathy for the Devil” at Altamont, only four months 
after blissed-out Woodstock, a man was savagely beaten 
and stabbed to death by Hell’s Angels at the foot of the 
stage. This eruption of barbarism was the end of ’60s 
hopes for a new utopia, created by a generation of youths 
who had briefly imagined themselves morally superior to 
their elders. 

The Stones’ presence in America during the 25th-an- 
niversary celebration of Woodstock has a peculiar poetic 
justice. Rumors were rife at the second Woodstock that 
the Stones would appear — “after midnight,” of course 
— but they never showed. Thank Dionysus: the Stones’ 
capitulation to flower power would have been a disastrous 
recantation, a surrender of their primary principles. They 
descend from the poéte maudit tradition of late Romanti- 
cism, where the suffering, self-mutilated artist is abhorred 
and ostracized by society. 

The Beatles’ creativity resided in astonishing melodic 
inventiveness and beautiful harmonies, a fraternally coop- 
erative mode they adapted from the country-and-western 
inflections of the Kentucky-born Everly Brothers. John 
Lennon and Paul McCartney were catchy hitmakers in the 
bravura manner of the great composing teams of Broad- 
way musical comedy. The Stones, in contrast, gravitated 
toward the black rather than the white tradition in Ameri- 
ca. They emerged from the British blues revival, which 
avidly studied prized records by black artists who could 
not at that time get wide distribution or general airplay in 
the United States. This is gritty music born of pain and 
poverty. 

Hence the Rolling Stones were the vehicle of American 
cultural self-recognition. They brought to us overprotect- 
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ed white teenagers, restive under the rule of Doris Day 
and Debbie Reynolds, our first startling contact with the 
raw sexual and political realities of black experience in the 
rural South. The haunting, languid, sun-baked sensuality 
of the Stones’ version of “Little Red Rooster,” for exam- 
ple, was a revelation to compulsory virgins bred on “Tam- 
my Tell Me True.” It was mobs of shrieking girls who 
were the first Beatles and Stones fans and who, like mod- 
ern Bacchae, tore apart auditoriums and trampled police- 
men. Rock, before feminism, set us free. 

With their pornographic lasciviousness, the Stones have 
taught me much more about sex than has anything in fem- 
inism. Indeed, I was bounced right out of the women’s 
movement in 1969, when I had a screaming fight with 
feminist musicians over the Stones’ elegant anthem of 
surly sexism, “Under My Thumb,” which I continue to 
love. At my first teaching job, at Bennington College in the 
early ’70s, I rankled conservative faculty members by plas- 
tering the door and walls of my office with life-size posters 
of Mick Jagger (icons of Keith Richards alone being not 
yet available). Altamont for me merely confirmed the 
Stones’ sacred status as our crown princes of darkness. 

Those who look for misogyny in the Stones will un- 
doubtedly find it, but it has to be understood in the 
widest context of male artistic striving and achievement. 
The Beatles disintegrated when two powerful women, 
Yoko Ono and Linda Eastman, brought their men to heel. 
The threat to Jagger and Richards’s working relationship 
has never been spellbinding female sexuality but their own 
punishing dynamic of battling brotherhood. The strongest 
women in the Stones’ orbit — Anita Pallenberg and Mar- 
ianne Faithfull — were heroin addicts, swallowed up in 
personal internal vortices. The grandeur of the Stones 
sound at its best transcends woman because, like Zen 
Buddhism, it posits a point of contemplation above and 
beyond romantic relationships. 

The supreme Stones song, and perhaps the greatest rock 
song ever written, is certainly “Sympathy for the Devil.” Its 
nearest competitor, Led Zeppelin’s ever-popular “Stairway 
to Heaven,” falls to pieces when Robert Plant’s confused 
and evasive lyrics, zigzagging from honest self-exposure to 
hackneyed moralism, are examined in detail. “Sympathy 
for the Devil” takes a panoramic view 
of political history, through which the 
cyclical principle of evil sweeps like a 
tornado. The infectious samba beat 
expresses suave Mephistopheles’s 
cynical comic detachment from the 
assassinations and the atrocities that 
he visits on humanity. In this song, 
Jagger and Richards create a jammed, 
Bosch-like picture of human life that 
matches Ingmar Bergman’s great 
danse macabre at the finale of The 
Seventh Seal. 

“Jumpin’ Jack Flash,” possibly in- 
spired by William Blake’s sado- | 
masochistic sexual epic, The Mental 
Traveller, contains one of the most | 
apocalyptic nightmare visions of 
modern art. Man is born in fear and | 
squalor, under the whip of domina- | 
trix mother nature, whose stormy | 
passions are mirrored in the cruelty | 
and anarchy of society, the “crossfire | 
hurricane” in which no words of love 
can be heard. As in Blake, the body 
itself isa crucifix on which the soul is 
tortured. Written at the height of the 
sexual revolution, the song contains | 
premonitions of disaster. 

“Midnight Rambler,” which Jagger 
performed operatically by ritualisti- 
cally beating the red-lit stage with a 
leather belt, heavily influenced me in 
its creepily convincing portrait of the primitive stalking 
and auto-erotic psychology of rape-murder. Though 
“Sympathy for the Devil” and “Jumpin’ Jack Flash” are 
constantly played on the radio, “Midnight Rambler” has 
effectively disappeared, censored by the same well-mean- 
ing but culturally stupid forces that got the Eurythmics’ 
hypnotic “Sexcrime” banned from radio and MTV. The 
erasure of “Midnight Rambler” has helped produce a gen- 
eration of young, middle-class white women whose utterly 
unsophisticated views of criminality render them helpless. 
Hence the recent date-rape hysteria, to which I brought 
my Rolling Stones insights. 

At this time in the mid ’90s, Generation X is under- 
standably restive under the crushing omnipresence of ’60s 
popular culture, the now-mainstream heritage of those 
born just after World War II. Young people want their 
own heroes and their own identity. Unfortunately, our sit- 
uation resembles that of the 19th century after the first 
and second generation of Romantic poets and painters es- 
tablished a worldview and artistic style that would not be 
shattered until Cubism. 

Today’s aspiring musicians, battle as they might against 
the Stones, the Doors, and Jimi Hendrix, are condemned 
to what my mentor Harold Bloom calls the “anxiety of in- 
fluence,” the melancholy burden of late-comers. But what 
young dissidents may not realize is that ’60s true believers, 
now in their 40s, have never gained control of the literary 
and academic establishment, which is still paralyzed by 
pre-television and pre-rock sensibilities obsessed with 
passé verbal systems like poststructuralism. . 

The return of the Rolling Stones offers an ideal oppor- 
tunity for cultural reflection and reassessment. With their 
rude symbols of animality and appetite — the goat head, 
the lapping tongue — the Stones force us to confront the 
recalcitrant grossness of our own biology. Nature is both 
beauty and the beast. Through music, the revolutionary 
medium of the 60s, the Stones have demonstrated the 
breadth and depth of pagan vision, as well as their own 
brute power of survival. Q

he trouble with the Internet 
is that it’s so difficult to find 
what you’re looking for. 
That’s why commercial ser- 
vices such as CompuServe 
and America Online are popular: they fea- 
ture useful information organized logical- 
ly. By contrast, the Net itself is an anar- 
chic mess. It’s sometimes described as 30 
million computers linked together into one 
megacomputer, but that definition works 
better as a metaphor than as a clue to 
what you’ll actually find out there. 

That’s starting to change. In 1989, a 
group of scientists at the European Parti- 
cle Physics Laboratory, known by the 
acronym CERN, assembled the begirinings 
of the World-Wide Web. The Web’s 
mind-bogglingly immense mission: to pull 
every bit of data on the Net into a coher- 
ent, easy-to-navigate whole. 

The effort is off to a promising start. 
According to Kevin Hughes’s excellent in- 
troduction, Entering the World-Wide Web: 
A Guide to Cyberspace, there are currently 
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Spider might

nearly 5000 Web servers around the 
world, and perhaps as many as 500,000 
regular users. The guide is available by 
anonymous ftp at ftp.eit.com, in the direc- 
tory /pub/web.guide. Also check out the 
World-Wide Web’s FAQ (Frequently 
Asked Questions), posted regularly to the 
Usenet group alt.answers. You should also 
try out CERN’s own Web site, which can 
be reached at http://info.cern.ch; it in- 
cludes a valuable resource-in-the-making 
called “The Virtual Library,” with Net lo- 
cations listed by subject. 

Underlying the Web is a concept called 
hypertext, which allows programmers to 
link one piece of data to another. For ex- 
ample, an electronic op-ed column 
against gun control could contain a link 
to the text of the Second Amendment. 
And these links needn’t be text-only. The 
writer might argue that gun control inter- 
feres with the right to self-defense, turn- 
ing citizens into “hapless victims”; you 
could click on the phrase “hapless vic- 
tims” and see a video clip of police at the 
scene of a family blown away by a crazed 
gunman. (No doubt a pro-gun-control 
writer would want to establish a link to 
the same clip.) At the moment, some of 
this is theoretical: transmission speed, or 
bandwidth, is wholly inadequate for mov- 
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ing more than a tiny snatch of video 
through the Net. 

The Web is clearly not ready for prime 
time. As with most Internet projects, no 
one is sure how people will make money 
from it, so it’s being built piecemeal. In 
addition, you can’t really try out the Web 
in all its multimedia glory unless you use 
a “browser” called Mosaic, a free pro- 
gram from the National Center for Super- 
computing Applications that’s available 
for Macintosh and Windows-based com- 
puters. Mosaic requires a direct (and ex- 
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you’ll use to drive your television/com- 
puter/telephone/what-have-you on the 
information superhighway. That overused 
term, by the way, actually has a very spe- 
cific meaning: it refers not to the Internet, 
but to the fiber-optics-and-coaxial-cable 
network that will eventually supplant it — 
or into which the Internet will evolve. 


Mosaic quest 

To get a feel for Mosaic, I paid a visit to 
the Cambridge Public Library, armed with 
a list of cool-sounding Web sites. The li- 
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EASY LISTENING? Not quite, or at least not yet. Mosaic’s flashy 
graphics are sometimes more confusing than helpful. 


pensive) connection to the Net, which in 
turn requires an understanding of techno- 
jargon like PPP, SLIP, and TCP. Still, it’s 
bound to become easier and more widely 
available over time; in a recent live con- 
ference on America Online, New York 
Times cyberspace reporter Peter Lewis 
said Mosaic “just may be the ‘killer app’ 
of the 1990s.” 

In, say, a half-dozen years, Mosaic and 
the Web could evolve into the informa- 
tion-navigation-and-retrieval system 


brary is one of the few places in the coun- 
try that provide public access to Mosaic. 
You sign up in advance for a half-hour 
session with one of two Macintoshes (call 
617-349-4044). I was able to reserve 
about 90 minutes on a Friday afternoon 
— hardly enough time to become an ex- 
pert, but enough to get a taste. 

On the Cambridge Library’s Macs, Mo- 
saic has been programmed to open to a 
specially designed home page, or starting

point, of local institutions and interesting 
Web sites. But I wanted to cut to the 
chase: I typed http://sunsite.unc.edu/- 
ianc/index.html to get to the Internet Un- 
derground Music Archive (IUMA). What I 
found was a screenful of nonsense graph- 
ics and a notice that the host’s hard disk 
was nearly full. But it turned out the ad- 
| dress I’d been given was merely a pointer 
| to the real thing (http:/Avww.iuma.com). 
| A mouse click brought me to the IUMA’s 
| home page, which contained a full-color 
| graphic and information on how to listen 
| to samples from various bands. 

(Later, after I got home, I returned to 
| the IUMA using a program called lynx, 
| the text-only Web browser that’s available 
| through the Internet service I subscribe 
to. Although lynx lacks Mosaic’s flashy 
graphics, I actually find it easier to use: 
it’s much faster, and whereas the graphics 
Mosaic turns up are often more confusing 
than helpful, lynx lets you navigate simply, 
by selecting boldface text with cursor 
keys. Using Mosaic, you can download a 
song from the IUMA on the spot and give 
it a listen. With lynx, you must download 
it, then listen to it later, off-line; and 
though this is supposed to be relatively 
easy to do with a Windows computer, 
there’s no Mac software available yet.) 

The IUMA’s mission is to give exposure 
to obscure bands trying to make it on the 
national scene. According to its FAQ, 
| “IUMA shows that anyone can get expo- 
| sure without resorting to the canonical 

forms of pop marketing. . . . The IUMA is 
| here to bring eclectic, home-grown, other- 
| wise possibly unknown music to the world 
| at large.” 

Take, for instance, this description of a 
| band from Highland Park, New Jersey: “A 
Halo Called Fred is your typical Acoustic 
Guitar, Bass, Tupperware trio that has an 
invisible friend named Chester and per- 
forms unique songs with titles ranging 
from ‘My Name Is Satan’ to ‘Mr. 
Hooper.’ ” That’s followed by information 
on how to download Fred’s three-minute 
song “Hat.” The song takes up 2.7 
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megabytes of disk space in the full stereo 
version (you’d have time to make a cup of 
coffee — and drink it — even with the 
fastest modem), but they also offer a more 
modest (114 kilobyte) mono excerpt. 
Mosaic promises a lot more than it de- 
livers, but it’s not the software’s fault. For 
instance, I cruised over to http://- 
www.ils.nwu.edu/~e_for_e, which, a cor- 
respondent had assured me, was a worth- 
while multimedia version of something

Tangled in the Web 

The Web is a comprehensive approach 
to using the Internet. Anyone who’s spent 
time mastering the various programs 
needed to read Usenet newsgroups, ex- 
plore gopher holes, and transfer files 
through ftp will appreciate that.

The Web should make it possible to 
create easy-to-use Inter- 
net systems that have 


called Engines for Education. Just 

for kicks, I clicked on a box that was sup- 
posed to result in a two-minute-51-second 
spoken introduction by the author, Roger 
Schank. But I didn’t hear Schank. Instead, 
Mosaic started downloading a 1.9- 
megabyte file to the Mac’s hard drive, 
which easily took 15 minutes. As soon as 
the operation was completed, I was greet- 
ed with a startling stream of loud, garbled 
gibberish, which a librarian and I scram- 
bled to turn off. 

The problem, again, is lack of band- 
width: you want to click on a sound box 
and hear something, not sit and wait while 
a file is transferred. But modems and 
phone lines just aren’t fast enough to al- 
low for real-time transmissions of memo- 
ry-intensive sound files. For that, you’ll

tle experimenting with ftp via lynx, for ex- 
ample, and found it easier and faster than 
using ftp itself. 

By linking these various tools with hy- 


_ pertext, the Web should make it possible 


to create logical, easy-to-use Internet sys- 
tems that have more in common with 
America Online than with the Unix-based 
chaos that prevails today. At the moment, 
though, hypertext programmers are wildly 
undisciplined, presenting irresistible temp- 
tations. 

For instance, I wanted to check out the 
Web site of the Electronic Frontier Foun- 
dation, the cyberlibertarian group co- 
founded by Lotus pioneer Mitch Kapor. I 
pointed lynx to http://www.eff.org, and 
found boldface links to the EFF’s 
newsletters, Clipper-chip archive, and

other information. Choosing “Other In- 
teresting Sites,” I encountered everything 
from government data to information on 
how to obtain PGP (“Pretty Good Priva- 
cy”), the encryption protocol the EFF is 
promoting as an alternative to the Clipper 
chip. 

While still inside www.eff.org, I selected 
Senator Ted Kennedy’s home page, which 
— until after the November election — 
has been “frozen,” in accordance with 
Senate rules. From there I moved on to a 
description of MIT, included because its 
Artificial Intelligence Lab put together the 
Kennedy page. The word “Cambridge” in 
the address was in boldface, so I selected 
that, and I found myself inside the Cam- 
bridge Civic Network, where I could, 
among other things, scan a city-govern- 
ment directory or download an MBTA 
map. A list of Web sites in other cities was 
included, and within seconds I was look at 
ratings of automotive shops in Austin. I 
selected the name of the guy who assem- 
bled Austin’s home page; within his bio, 
he’d included a link to the previous day’s 
“Dilbert” cartoon. 

This is an extreme example, but it pro- 
vides some idea of what’s possible — and 
it shows that though using hypertext can 
save time, it can also create a bottomless 
pit. 

So skilled programmers will soon be in 
high demand — perhaps even on a one- 
to-one contractual basis. One of the neat 
things about Mosaic is that you can create 
your own home page. An environmental 
researcher could theoretically hire some- 
one to write a custom-designed front end 
containing links to the Usenet groups 
sci.environment and talk.environment; to 
EcoGopher, an environmental database at 
the University of Virginia (gopher://eco- 
sys.drdr.virginia.edu); to Rachel’s Haz- 
ardous Waste News (ftp://ftp.std.com/peri- 
odicals/rachel); and to various databases 
maintained by the US Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency. 

Don’t run out and sign up for a SLIP 
account just so you can use Mosaic. It 
isn’t worth it — yet. But if you have a 
chance to take a test drive, do it. And if 
you’re already on the Net, try using lynx to 
tool around the Web. It’s definitely the 
look of things to come.

am having a LARGE day. I am feeling LARGE. Just 
plain LARGE. 

Has this ever happened to you? You’re wander- 
ing around and all of a sudden, for no apparent 
reason, you just feel LARGE?

We have bad-hair days, and we have 
LARGE days, and we have a wide and fascinating variety 
of other days, too. 

Here are some of the bad days that women experience 
on a regular basis. 


* Along with LARGE days, we have EXTRA-LARGE days, 
JUMBO days, and FAMILY-SIZE days. The FAMILY-SIZE day, 
as you may suspect, is the worst: imagine the very worst 
bad-hair day you could have and then expand it into a 
full-body experience.

¢ Pants (specifically, ill-fitting pants) play a large role 
in many bad-type days. The other day, for instance, I 
had a the-right-leg-of-my-pants -feels-a-little-tighter- 
than-the-left-teg day, which evoked the image of having 
one very thin thigh and one very fat thigh and made me 
most uncomfortable. And not long ago, I had a why-are-

Why is it that Native Americans died from diseases 
brought by the Europeans, but Europeans didn’t die in 
great numbers from Native American diseases?

There may have been at least one Native American 
bug that wiped out a few boatloads of Europeans (see 
below). But in general, you’re right: percentage-wise, 
and probably absolute-numbers-wise, a lot more Native 
Americans died of American diseases. The natives had 
no resistance to smallpox, influenza, or the plague — or 
even to mild (to us) diseases such as measles. Entire 
populations were virtually wiped out, with some 
Atlantic-coast tribes losing 90 percent of their adult 
members. Some historians go so far as to say European 
diseases reduced the pre-contact population of the New 
World as a whole by 90 percent or more. One says the 
population of central Mexico was reduced from 25 mil- 
lion in 1519 to three million in 1568 and to only 
750,000 by the early 1600s, three percent of the pre- 
conquest total. 

Granted, some of these horrifying numbers may be 
arrived at by exaggerating the size of the original popu- 
lation. One researcher says there were 18 million people 
living north of Mexico before Columbus, but a more 
conservative estimate puts it at four million and some 
say only one million. Maybe there were only 12.5 mil- 
lion pre-Columbian Mexicans, not 25 million. Even so, 
we're talking 94 percent mortality for central Mexico, 
maybe 87 percent for the Americas overall, reducing the 
population from 80 million in 1500 to 10 million 50 
years later. One can make a good case that it was 
European germs rather than European military prowess 
that conquered the New World. One can also argue that 
disease led to the African slave trade. The conquista- 
dores would have been happy to enslave local labor, 
except that it was dead. 

Why were the natives so vulnerable? The best guess is 
that Europe had been a crossroads for war and com- 
merce for millennia and so had encountered an extraor- 
dinary number of pestilences, while the Americas were 
isolated and had not. As a consequence, Europeans had 
developed some resistance to disease, but Native 
Americans hadn't. 

That’s not to say Europeans were immune. Though 
millions of Native Americans died of European dis- 
eases, millions of Europeans died of European dis- 
eases, too. In fact, one reason the natives suffered such 
catastrophic mortality was that Europeans arriving in 
the New World were walking petri dishes. In some 
years, 25 percent of European immigrants died at sea, 
often of diseases, such as typhus, that they’d picked up 
in ports they’d just left. Epidemics were common in 
Europe. It was not unusual for a town to lose a third of 
its population to some new outbreak. Armies invariably 
lost more soldiers to disease than to combat. (Judging 
from US figures, we think this remained true up until 
World War II.) 

Compared to Europeans, historian Thomas Berger 
says, Native Americans were remarkably healthy. Most 
lived not in unsanitary cities, but “in small, isolated 
bands, and were therefore less likely to spread diseases 
over large geographical areas. They kept few domesti- 
cated animals to attract parasites.” Berger even claims 
that the few germs they carried with them during the 
original migration across the Bering land bridge didn’t 
survive the arctic “cold screen” — a little hard to 
believe since the humans made it through okay. 

However Edenic the New World may have been, it 
may have harbored one disease that did kill a lot of 
Europeans: syphilis. The first known case of syphilis 
turned up in Italy in 1494 — and we know what hap- 
pened in 1492. Many believe the Spanish contracted the 
disease on Hispaniola (now Haiti and the Dominican 
Republic) and gave it to the Italians and French at the 
siege of Naples. Supporting this view, scientists have 
seen bone damage characteristic of syphilis on skeletons 
found at pre-Columbian New World archaeological sites. 
But others say syphilis was merely an old European dis- 
ease that, prior to 1500, had been improperly diagnosed. 
Even if it did originate in the Americas, syphilis was little 
payback for the disaster visited on the original inhabi- 
tants of the Americas by the subsequent ones.

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Prozac NATION IS THE STORY OF A YOUNG WOMAN WHO 
had everything going for her — intelligence, loads of 
charm, a captivating face, and the ability to land the kind 
of writing assignments most writers salivate over. (See re- 
view on page 8 of this week’s Phoenix Literary Section.) 
Elizabeth Wurtzel got into Harvard, received the 1986 
Rolling Stone College Journalism Award for essay writing 
at the Harvard Crimson, and subsequently became the 
popular-music critic for both New York and the New York- 
er. She’s the kind of person who has so much going for 
her that part of you secretly hopes she’s a bitch so you can 
have a valid reason to dislike her. 

Wurtzel reveals a lot of anguish beneath the trompe 
lV’oeil of success; you wouldn’t want to exchange your life 
for hers. Her parents divorced when she was two, and her 
father disappeared from her life when she was 14. She be- 
came suicidal at age 12 and remained that way until she 
was 20, when Prozac was approved by the FDA and put 
on the market. Actually, she still gets suicidal sometimes 
even today, seven years after being put on the drug. 

At Harvard she got smashed often and did drugs to 
such excess that even her druggie friends were worried 
about her. “The thing is, there was never any pleasure, no 
element of partying in any of the drug use and abuse I was 
involved with. It was all so pathetic, so sad, so psychotic,” 
she writes. “For me it was all desperation. It wasn’t just 
recreational drug use.” 

Wurtzel attributes her chronic depression to her dys- 
functional family. With no siblings, she and her mother 
were on their own, and it was rough. Her father never gave 
a damn, didn’t even bother signing his name to a bunch of 
insurance forms so that his daughter could afford therapy. 
Wurtzel suggests that many young people are depressed 
for similar reasons, that her story is not at all unique. 

So, you’re probably thinking, who doesn’t have a dys- 
functional family? It’s an all-too-familiar explanation, but 
it does deserve attention. Wurtzel, for her part, avoids the 
clichés you’d expect by adopting a witty, ironic tone. She 
has an engaging style that brings back a Proustian rush of 
childhood and adolescent memories. When you’re a kid, 
Wurtzel reminds us, all you really want is for your parents 
to love you unconditionally. When they can’t or don’t, in- 
security sets in — and for many people, a listlessness, 
general malaise, or full-blown depression follows. When 
your parents are waging a war in front of you, it’s not in- 
conceivable that death would seem preferable to life. 

Here are some thoughts she remembers having one 
summer at camp: “I no longer chose sides (some choice, 
like a criminal on death row who must opt for, say, the 
electric chair or lethal injection), and my depression 
turned into a militant rage. Depression has often been de- 
scribed as anger turned inward, so I can see how being in- 
furiated at my parents allowed me the luxury — or per- 
haps I should say, the salvation — of having that anger at 
long last turn outward. . . . [O]nce I had decided that I 
was going to commit an act of self-destruction, if that 
were necessary, I felt released from the harshness of the 
pain: I had found a way out. Damned if they wouldn’t 
learn themselves a lesson when I left the campground not 
by bus and not by car, but stretched out in an ambulance 
and heading for the emergency room.” 

When I met Wurtzel at her apartment in Manhattan to 
discuss Prozac Nation it was the day after her 27th birth- 
day. A restaurateur friend from Princeton had come down 
the night before to cook dinner for her and some friends, 
but clean-up wasn’t included. There was stuff everywhere. 
Wurtzel had just come out of the shower; her brown eyes 
looked huge, her nose-ring glinted, and her long, straight 
hair clung wetly to her back. In a flowered slip-dress and 
bare feet, she padded around her loft, which she happens 
to share with a psychotherapist. 

Before we made our way to a local café, Wurtzel ex-

cused herself so she could take her Prozac. “I’ve been de- 
pressed recently,” she said. On her left shoulder blade I 
noticed a tattoo: a skull and crossbones with the letters 
“FTW” for “fuck the world.” 


Q: I know that your book is not meant as a political 
manifesto, but I have to ask you about family values. 
Clearly you’re not a Dan Quayle groupie, and yet you as- 
sert the importance of a stable family unit. I’m wondering 
how you reconcile that. 

A: I think that there are lots of different kinds of families 
that can work, and people should choose one and stick with 
it. Two gay parents, for example, can make a stable family. 
It seems to me that anything is fine as long as the people re-

ally want to have kids and are committed to the idea of be- 
ing parents. The problem with our generation is that a lot of 
our parents had us by accident. That was what you did: you 
got married, you had kids. It’s fine that their marriages end- 
ed in divorce. I’m just saying that now we know better. 


Q: You say at one point, “I want so badly to have my life 
circumstances match the oppressiveness I feel internally.” 
Why was it so important to have material, tangible confir- 
mation in the outside world of the way you felt inside? 

A: When I was growing up, depression wasn’t consid- 
ered a real disease. There wasn’t anything I could point to. 
In fact, I wanted to be an alcoholic, a drug addict, because 
those were problems that people took seriously. Depres- 
sion is this ineffable thing. It’s like it doesn’t exist. The 
whole recovered-memory thing, with people discovering 
that they were incest victims — I think it all has some- 
thing to do with wanting material.confirmation for why 
you feel this way. You feel like you have to have a “real” 
reason. I think there’s a feeling that most people have that 
they need to legitimate how bad they feel. A lot of times 
people feel bad for no reason. People don’t realize how 
traumatized you can be from very little. 


Q: You talk about spending one summer with your 
cousin who, you found out later, also had had a series of 
depressions. Had someone clued you in, the two of you 
could have been a support system for each other — but it 
was such a stigma, or a non-event, that no one talked 
about it and the two of you just sat around watching Gen- 
eral Hospital. Do you still find depression a secretive thing? 

A: That was the reason I really wanted to write this book. 
No one even used the word “depression” with me when I 
was a teenager. It was like the problem that has no name. 
The scenes in my book where my mom would come run- 
ning into my room saying, “I can’t stand this, what’s wrong 
with you?” — that was the level we were functioning at. 


Q: You make a distinction between people who do drugs 
because they want to party and those who do drugs because 
they’re trying to escape unbearable pain. Isn’t anyone who 
does drugs to an extreme degree trying to escape some- 
thing? 

A: It may be unfair of me. But I did feel that there were 
certain people at Harvard who really were just partying. 
There are people who really are just party animals. Of 
course I might not know what intense, miserable pain 
drove some of the people to be like that. And there are a 
lot of people who start out just partying, and then after a 
number of years it becomes alcoholism. It is a way to 
avoid self-reflection. I will say that, for me, the drugs were 
a way to get more into myself and into my head — espe- 
cially when I did Ecstasy. 





Q: You were sexual at an early age, and felt guilty about 
it even though you knew there was nothing really wrong 
with it. You'd always been a good girl, you'd always got 
good grades, and then your mother found your birth-con- 
trol pills and it was a disaster. How did your sexuality im- 
pact on your depression? 

A: Well, sex was the one thing I really liked. 


Q: For the physical pleasure or the emotional release? 

A: For both. But I still feel like there are always emo- 
tional issues wrapped up in it. It’s never just physical, at 
least not for me — and probably not for most women. 
That has been something I’ve struggled with, and it’s part 
of what has depressed me. Because it’s so hard to make 
men understand how much sex can mean — while at the 
same time wanting to say that it doesn’t mean we have to 
love each other forever. It’s hard to convey simply that it’s 
special and exciting. 


Q: What about the rescue fantasies you describe in the 
book, when you would attach so much importance to 
boyfriends that they would feel trapped? 

A: But that wasn’t sex. That would happen with people I 
never slept with, too. Those fantasies were just part of the 
sickness of being depressed. I never enjoyed feeling that 
way. Wanting to be with someone is quite different from 
feeling desperate and scared. I used to meet some guy and 
wouldn’t know anything about him, and already I’d be 
plotting out the rest of our lives together. I felt that he 
would take me away from everything. Of course, no one 
could take me away. There’s no person who can take away 
depression. It would be nice if it worked that way. 


Q: When your psychiatrist decided that you should be put 
on medication, in your senior year at Harvard, the first thing 
She tried was Mellaril. How did you feel when you were on 
Mellaril, and how does it compare with being on Prozac? 

A: They’re nothing alike. Mellaril is an antipsychotic. 
They give it to people who are hallucinating to get them to 
stop hallucinating. 


Q: Why did they put you on it? 

A: I had been in a state of terror, and when you give it 
to someone, that state goes away. In fact, everything goes 
away. It’s like Thorazine. At that point, they were experi- 
menting, giving it to people in a low dosage as an antide- 
pressant. But as an experiment, it really failed. After a 
while, I was still just as depressed, but I was more sub- 
dued. Mellaril helped initially, but in the long term it was 
just terrible. 


Q: When you were put on Prozac, you were diagnosed 
with “atypical” depression. What does that mean? 

A: A “typical” depression is when something happens in 
your life that throws you into a state. And somehow you 
end up slipping. It’s like what William Styron has de- 
scribed. Through therapy or medication or both, you get 
better. It has a natural history. “Atypical” depression is 
chronic; it goes on and on. It reacts to things occasionally 
— if you get good news, you can cheer up. It’s not like 
you’re not capable of being happy. It also gets worse in re- 
sponse to things, like rejection. On the whole, it doesn’t 
ever seem to run its course. 


Q: Did your psychiatrist look at depression in a new way 
because Prozac was newly available? 

A: Even before Prozac was on the market, I was already 
aggressively in treatment. I had a really great therapist. I’d 
like to think that even if Prozac hadn’t been invented, 
eventually we would have chanced on some medication

that would have done the trick. But in gen- 
eral, there are more people walking 
around now thinking that their problem is 
depression because there is a drug for it. 

Q: Being depressed was how you identi- 
fied yourself. You were concerned that 
Prozac would remove your personality, 
which you felt was very much tied to being 
a depressed person. 

A: You know the song “Born Under a 
Bad Sign”? The words are really apt: “If it 
wasn’t for bad luck, I’d have no luck at 
all.” But so much of my life could be ex- 
plained by my depression. The good things 
would happen in spite of it, and the bad 
things were because of it. 


Q: It reminds me of how it feels to lose a 
lot of weight. You feel like you’re not the 
same person, which is one reason why so 
many people gain all their weight back. 

A: Yeah, it’s the same thing. It’s better 
to not be depressed, but then what will be 
your excuse for when you fuck something 
up? Apparently a lot of people who lose a 
lot of weight go crazy in the aftermath, be- 
cause it doesn’t necessarily mean that the 
boys will come running or that your life 
will change. 

I realized that depression is a way of 
coping, and that it’s addictive. It’s a way of 
withdrawing into yourself instead of work- 
ing things through. If I were suddenly 
equipped to handle all kinds of problems, 
it would be a lot of work. It would be very 
complicated. When I was little and was at 
camp, I used to write letters to my mother 
that said, “I’m okay, but don’t stop worry- 
ing.” It’s a scary thing to let go of, having 
people worry about you. 


Q: You mentioned to me earlier that 
you've been depressed recently. 

A: It’s nothing like the way it used to be. 
I don’t think it could ever be that bad 
again. But then again, Anne Sexton and 
Sylvia Plath and a lot of other depressed 
writers went through years when they felt 
okay. Then eventually they killed them- 
selves. The Prozac and the lithium never 
work as well as I wish they would. There’s 
still a lot to struggle with. 


Q: Prozac isn’t a magic cure, despite 
conventional wisdom? 
A: God, no. 


Q: So you don’t agree with Peter 
Kramer’s assessment that Prozac is a per- 
sonality-transforming drug? 

A: For me it wasn’t ever about that. It 
was about getting un-depressed. Of 
course, that is a personality transforma- 
tion. Any antidepressant would have a 
transformative effect. When you’ve been 
living under a shadow, and then the shad- 
Ow goes away, it’s a major change. 

I had an incident a few years ago, when I 
had been on Prozac already for a few years. 
I was depressed, and I was at a friend’s 
house, and I ended up keeping some people 
there in holy terror for several hours as I sat 
there with a grapefruit knife buried in my 
wrist. It was an episode of slipping. These 
things just happen from time to time. 
Prozac doesn’t work that well, although. it 
works pretty well. Although now when I 
slip, it feels more temporary. 

Only a week ago, there was nothing 
wrong, and I suddenly started to think, “I 
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really wish I were dead.” But here I had 
written this book, and there are all these 
things I should be happy about, and I’m 
still not happier than I ever was. I was on 
the phone with my editor, and told her that 
I wanted to die, and that I just couldn’t 
imagine how I was going to live through 
the next few months. She said, “Elizabeth, 
you sound scary. Are you sure you’re 
okay?” I said, “No, I’m not. If I were in- 
sured, I’d check myself into a hospital.” In- 
stead, I ended up going on a higher dose of 
Prozac. But the thing is that I’m fine now. I 
had a few horrible days, and now I’m okay. 
It doesn’t ever really go away. 


Q: I do know many Prozac success stories. 
A: But I am much better. It saved my life. 
The scary thing is that this is a success sto- 
ry. I’ve been on it for six or seven years. 
That it has kept me on the level is a miracle. 


Q: Why are so many people so suspicious 
of Prozac? I’m thinking of that Newsweek 
cover story that trivialized it, saying that 
“folks are using it for just about everything 
but hangnails.” 

A: I think that we’re at a scary point in 
terms of depression awareness. At one 
point nobody talked about being de- 
pressed, and I was trying to work my way 
into becoming a drug addict just so that I 
could have something real to complain 
about. Now, it’s out of control how many 
people feel kind of down and think they 
should go on Zoloft, Prozac, or Paxil, not 
realizing that these are serious drugs, and 
not vitamin pills. There is some risk in- 
volved. It shouldn’t be the kind of thing 
that people go on with such ease. I have 
friends who have walked into a psychia- 
trist’s office and on the first visit have 
worked out what drug they’ll be on. “Be- 
fore we even start working on your issues, 
we have to get you on a drug.” I don’t 
know how I feel about that. 

Adolescence goes on now from age 12 
to age 40. It used to be a simple period 
from 13 to 18. Now it’s been extended, 
which may be necessary to keep from en- 
tering into marriages that are a mistake. 
Hardly anyone I know has a job. There’s 
so much randomness and arbitrariness to 
our lives, and I think it could drive anyone 
crazy. And a lot of these people don’t have 
real families, and don’t have the feeling 
that they can go home and feel solid. So 
with so little to be anchored to, there’s a 
lot of depression in a low-grade way. 
That’s why a lot of people go on these 
drugs, and with little incentive: they 
haven’t tried to kill themselves and aren’t 
unable to get out of bed — but they do 
feel lousy. Part of me says that that is 
wrong, that that’s overprescribing. But an- 
other part of me says: who am I to judge? 

But one thing that really gets me is the 
whole complaint about Prozac and sex — 
that it has a side effect making it difficult 
for some people to achieve orgasm. If peo- 
ple feel that they have the luxury to worry 
about orgasms, then they’re not sick 
enough to be on Prozac. If you feel like it’s 
anything less than salvation, don’t go on it. 

These drugs raise a lot of troubling ques- 
tions. What if you’re a psychiatrist and you 
have a patient who wants to go on Prozac. 
Let’s say you say, “Let’s try therapy first,” 
and a week later he kills himself. How do 
you feel? You could have helped him, but 
you wanted to try conventional means first. 
At the same time, a lot of people on it right 
now are not in serious need of it, but 
they’re in some need. If I were a medical 
ethicist right now, I'd be suicidal. Q

THE BOSTON PHOENIX ° 


From soup to pine nuts, a winner

ven if you don’t think Biba 

is the best restaurant in 

Boston, it’s certainly the 

most something. Probably 

the most of several some- 
things. Biba is such an ambitious project, 
so fully the expression of owner/chef Ly- 
dia Shire, that it left us wondering what 
she would do for an encore in her new 
restaurant, Pignoli. She must have won- 
dered herself, since she took her time 
opening up the new place, and only grad- 
ually unveiled the ideas that Pignoli would 
be cheaper than Biba, and focused on 
Italian food. 

I went, I dined, and my report is that 
Pignoli has many excellences that do not 
always add up to an overall impression. 
All Lydia’s talent and all Lydia’s resources 
do not put Pignoli together again. It of- 
fers moderately expensive, Italian, some- 
times-elegant food in a weirdly overdeco- 
rated room. Lots of fun — if you don’t 
mind not knowing what kind of fun 
you’re having at any given moment. 

The only clear statement is the bread 
course, executed by former Boston maga- 
zine restaurant critic René 
Becker, and highlighted in a 
connected Pignoli bakery- 
behind-glass. 

What the bread course 
says, brilliantly, is: “I am 
amazing! I can trump Biba’s 
ace!” The breadbasket has 
one of the greatest things 
you can eat this summer — 
crisp, meltingly delicious, 
flatbread stuffed, like an In- 
dian nan, with ricotta, scal- 
lions, and garlic. The other 
thing in the basket is a little 
triangular roll designed to 
show off a pesto dip. The 
pesto is actually a white 
paste, presumably garlic and 
cheese, in a puddle of deep- 
green basil oil, with a few 
pine nuts (Italian: pignoli) 
on the side. This kind of de- 
construction is a hallmark 
of Biba, a postmodern ex- 
plosion of a dish into com- 
ponents for the diner to ap- 
portion in each bite. 

So where do we go from there? Well, 
lots of places that don’t quite reach the 
same intensity. A mixed antipasto ($9), 
assembled from a handsome cold table, is 
the old concept of assembled-unusual- 
bites. The two most unusual are fresh 
“white” anchovies, with the flavor and 
richness of herring; and “lobster mush- 
rooms,” slices of red-skinned fungi. Some 
other samples our night: a sliced salad of 
tomato, fennel, and beet; a Sicilian or- 
anges-nuts salad; a couple of artichoke- 
heart nuggets. You get a better idea of the 
lobster mushrooms in the warm salad, 
where they are mixed with white aspara- 
gus, chanterelles, and a wonderful collage 
of greens. 

This theme of tiny, select morsels con- 
tinues with the grilled squid ($7), a plate of 
two tiny squids with enough grill flavor for 
20, offsetting a melting loaf of what may 
have started as polenta but reaches the 
table as a kind of potato-leek precious ore. 

Biba made a whole menu category out 
of starchy plates — and so does Pignoli, 
in the guise of a pasta menu. Risotto isn’t 
a pasta, but it is a way of making special 
short-grain rice go to carbohydrate heav- 
en. Risotto verde with basil ($9) is a per- 
fect glob of rice (still slightly chewy at the 
centers) with chopped vegetables mixed 
in and a glorious pour of that deep-green, 
deep-flavored basil oil. The ravioli of arti- 
choke, asparagus, and “nepitella” ($8) is

even more green. It hinges on nepitella, 
an herb our server couldn’t identify. The 
name suggests catnip (Latin: nepeta), but 
the flavor of the thick, puréed, green 
sauce in our bowl was just grassy. Some- 
times the quest for novelty just goes too 
far. The ravioli were otherwise lovely and 
delicious. Cavatappi with crabmeat ($9) 
was delicious but pedestrian, as the hol- 
low spirals picked up more interest from 
the crunchy bread crumbs than from the 
red sauce with bits of crabmeat. (Or was 
that crunchy stuff the crabmeat?) 

If a restaurant is going with the unusu- 
al-morsel strategy, grilled rouget with 
fennel and radicchio ($22) is a great un- 
usual morsel: the Mediterranean red mul- 
let is one of the tastiest of all fish. Unfor- 
tunately ours was a couple of overdone 
fillets, saved by two nifty sauces — one of 
radicchio cooked up like sweet-and-sour 
red cabbage and the other of sautéed fen- 
nel. 

Quail in agrodolce ($21) revives an- 
cient and medieval Italian cooking in a 
sweet-and-sour sauce that still suits game 
birds awfully well, as do the garnishes of a 
sheet of bacon, cut-up sour plum, and 
three elegantly placed blueberries. At the 
other end of the chic-homey spectrum, 
chicken under a brick 
($18) is simply a tender, 
flattened breast of chicken 
with a leek-and-pancetta 
tart as rich as quiche and a 
swell side of buttery col- 
lards. 

The wine list is Italian, 
which means you have to 
careful on the whites. But 
it’s also expensive, so you 
don’t have to be too care- 
ful. Our ’92 Bertoluzzi 
Pinot Grigio ($27) was 
surprisingly aromatic and 
elegant. 

Desserts are good, but 
not overwhelming. Choco- 
late tart with pignoli cookie 
($8) is a nice enough 
chocolate-pudding pie, but 
the translucent cookie with 
pine nuts is a visual sym- 
bol, not something that 
tastes good with chocolate. 
There are two great choco- 
late wafers on the panna 
cotta al caffé ($7), but the basic item is a 
gelatinized no-egg flan with a good coffee 
flavor. Pound cake ($7) tastes like buttery 
cotton candy, and goes well with coffee, 
which was fine on the regular ($1.75), 
burnt on the decaf ($1.75), burnt on the 
cappuccino ($3.35), and fine on the decaf 
cappuccino ($3.35). Go figure. 

A lot of money went into decorating 
this place, but not much came out. The 
ceiling treatment involves paper zeppelins. 
The wall art is postmodern, except for 
some bronze stuff that might be Neptune. 
So maybe we are under the sea, and the 
lozenge-shaped panels on the ceiling are 
supposed to be lily pads? Tying all this 
together (vaguely) is a squiggle motif that 
must represent a pig’s tail, a play on the 
name Pignoli. It appears on the menus, 
the doors, etched-glass dividers, and 
lamps. 

The room is noisy (so is Biba), but 
more seriously compromised by bad ven- 
tilation. Aromas of perfume and smoke 
waft by as one tries to taste some impor- 
tant food. Service, though good, was a lit- 
tle slow our night (as Biba’s service can 
be). The owner circulated among the ta- 
bles — a fine practice. But when my 
guests told her how we enjoyed the meal 
and how they’ve always enjoyed Biba, she 
said, “And be sure to come back to Biba.” 
This is probably not the right thing to 
worry about when launching a new 
restaurant. QO

Rasmus West Bistro, in the Fenway, is a smaller incarnation of the old 
Café Rasmus, which was located near Symphony Hall on Mass Ave. A 
sunny café-style restaurant with welcoming yellow and blue walls and 
large front windows, Rasmus West is an amiable environment for a low- 
cost lunch or light dinner. 

At first glance, it seems surprising that a restaurant that gives off such 


a bohemian vibe doesn’t offer much in the way of vegetarian options, un-

menu. The dinner menu does offer a variety of pastas in the $8-to-$10

($2.50 and up) on the lunch 


range, including shrimp scampi and Mediterranean pizzaiola. Also avail- 
able: a wide range of pizza, with an equally wide range of toppings, start- 
ing at $7.75. But if you’re a carnivore, you'll drool over Rasmus’s burgers. 
Rather than being thrown on top as an afterthought, the extras are blend- 
ed right in with the meat. Try the Original Rasmus burger, which com- 
bines ground beef with garlic, teriyaki sauce, mushroom, peppers, and 
onions. For about $6, you can try some unusual sandwiches — prosciutto 
with Brie, sardines with onions — as well as old favorites like tuna salad. 
A fair range of chicken entrees, such as chicken marsala ($9.95), spice up 
the dinner menu. Overall, this is a comfortable place to catch an inexpen- 
sive bite. 

Rasmus West Bistro, located in the Fenway, at 129 Jersey Street, in 
Boston, is open Monday through Friday from 11 a.m. to 10 p.m., and 
Saturday and Sunday from 10 a.m. to 11 p.m. Call 266-2928.

through the Mass General Hospital building that 
houses the infamous “etherdome.”

And you won’t 
be stopping by the food plaza at Faneuil Hall for a bite 
to eat because that area of town was all under water 
back in 1629, when Governor John Winthrop passed a 
decree naming the Shawmut Peninsula “Boston.”

of Boston will once again be transformed. “It’s exciting 
to take a last look at what that area looks like before it 
gets changed.” 

Bockler designed the tour section by section using 
old maps of Boston to trace the original shoreline. Na- 
ture, thoughtfully, provided him with a built-in margin 
of error. “Boston has a 10-to-12-foot vertical tidal 
change that can account for differences of a hundred 
feet or more horizontally. So we follow as much of the 
shoreline as we can without getting our feet too wet. 
When I give this tour to students, they’re always 
amazed by the fact that the streets and sidewalks are 
built over what used to be ocean. That’s something you 
don’t think about when you’re walking or driving.” 

Boston by Foot’s “Tracing the Colonial Shoreline” 
tour departs from the Dartmouth Street entrance to the 
Back Bay/South Station Orange line stop at 10 a.m. on 
Monday September 5. Admission is $10; reservations 
are not required. Call 367-2345.

he Adventures of Priscilla, 

Queen of the Desert gives 

new meaning to the phrase 

“camping out.” It’s a hilari- 

ous culture-clash comedy/ 
road movie/musical whose heroines are 
| three Sydney drag queens who travel 
across the arid plains of Australia. But the 
real stars are costume designers Lizzy 
Gardiner and Tim Chappel, who turn the 
| protagonists into extravagant desert vi- 
sions, mirages that will pop the eyes of 
even the most jaded viewers. 

Priscilla herself is the lavender bus 
that carries our heroines through the 
Outback. She’s less dependable than the 
bus in Speed but more garish (in music 
and color) than the Partridge Family’s 
coach. You haven’t truly traveled until 
you've seen Felicia, a/k/a Adam (Guy 
Pearce), with the glittering silver lamé 
train of her gown fluttering in the breeze 
| for yards, perched atop a titanic sling- 
backed pump mounted on the speeding 


back that would seem to offer a Freudian 
explanations for her current behavior, 
but then he sabotages each flashback 
with a joke. 

Indeed, Elliott is determined to avoid 
messages and politics. Although the back- 
country locals (both whites and Aborig- 
ines) treat the besequined androgynes 
like interstellar travelers, creating a cou- 
ple of ugly homophobic incidents, the 
cross-dressers manage to overcome prej- 
udice through sheer panache, ultimately 
winning over most of the people they en- 
counter. Besides, they’re no more out- 
landish than Cynthia, a mail-order bride 
who demonstrates in a crowded pub her 
unique talent for flinging ping-pong balls 
without using her hands — something 
she learned in the fleshpots of Bangkok. 
No wonder husband Bob (Bill Hunter), 
the middle-aged mechanic who comes to 
Priscilla’s rescue and an archetypally 
rugged Australian man, feels more com- 
fortable spending the second half of the 
film with the girls on the bus, where he 
takes a special liking to Bernadette. 

Anyway, the film’s raison d’étre is not 
politics but campy fun, which comes from 
the bitchy dialogue, the elaborate cos- 
tumes (you'll flip for a gown of Mitzi’s 
that’s made entirely from foam-rubber 
beach thongs), and the production num- 
bers that give the trio frequent excuses to 
dance and lip-synch to ’70s favorites 
(dispelling any doubt that an ABBA re-

Driving Priscilla 


efore Australian writer/director Stephan Elliott shot The Adventures of 
= ee Queen of the Desert, his road movie/musical comedy about 

three drag queens on a bus tour of the Outback, he made Frauds, a lit- 
tle-seen black comedy whose buzz at Cannes earned him a trip to Hollywood. 
“Pieces of shit,” says the outspoken Elliott about the high-concept scripts the 
“dickhead executives” offered him. “It’s worse than The Player. It’s insane.” He 
got his revenge, though, on the quake-shaken suits. “I’d sit there in the middle of 
a studio meeting, and I would start going like that [rattles his cup on the table], 
and people would run out of the room. I'd say, ‘Just kidding!’ Very funny.” 

Imitation is the sincerest form of Hollywood, as Elliott learned when he heard 
about the Steven Spielberg—produced To Wong Foo, Thanks for Everything, 
Julie Newmar, to be released next year, in which three drag queens (Wesley 
Snipes, Patrick Swayze, and John Leguizamo) drive across the Midwest. “Bo- 
ring!” he dismisses. “I got a bit panicked. Then I read it, and it’s a completely 
different movie. The idea’s a straight steal, but it was just somebody working on 
the same idea at the same time. But theirs is the all-lovely, all-charming, 
singing, dancing drag queens, and no one swears, and everyone loves them. 
Come on! Have you ever met a drag queen who doesn’t swear? I haven’t. And I 
know these drag queens don’t swear because I’ve read their script. So that'll be 
the Hollywood-ized version. It'll probably do very well. Let’s see what they get 
away with. But compromise is the biggest problem. For Priscilla, I worked un- 
compromisingly. We went whole hog.” 

Still, Priscilla is careful not to offend heterosexual moviegoers. “I tried to soften 
the blow. I was uncompromising, but I was conscious of my audience. For the first 
30 minutes of this film, they’re not characters, they’re caricatures. That allows any- 
one to come laugh at the freak show, the crazy old drag queens. It’s unthreatening. 
If right from the beginning I'd had positive, sympathetic characters, we would have 
lost three-quarters of the audience because they’d know going in they’d have to be 
sympathetic. Most people aren’t. 

“Then they meet Bob, the real key to getting a hetero audience through it. He 
comes at that point when I start characterizing them, making them human beings. 
People need this completely ordinary man to hang on to at that point or they’re 
going to drown. 

“By the last third, you’re laughing with them. I have seen viewers who have had 
absolutely no contact with this world who are touched. It worked better than | 
thought it would. We have a good chance of crossing over.” 

Elliott’s deliberate courting of straight viewers has angered some gay American 
critics, though he says gay audiences like the film. “The gay scene here is so polit- 
ically minded. The press were all going for the jugular about how we haven't dealt 
with AIDS and homophobia. My answer is, ‘Come on, guys, relax.’ Every time 
there’s a gay-themed film, they shove these issues down people’s throats, scream-

To Elliott, Priscilla revives the old-fashioned musical 
comedy, with “production numbers every couple of min- 
utes. The musical is my favorite genre of filmmaking. 
You could suddenly jump into extraordinary sets, color,

It's not surprising, then, that the Priscilla soundtrack serves up a generous help- 
ing of tried-and-true disco anthems (and remixes), from Alicia Bridges (“I Love 
the Nightlife”), Peaches and Herb (“Shake Your Groove Thing”), and the Village 
People (“Go West”) to disco’s ultimate drag queen, Gloria Gaynor (“I Will Sur- 
vive”).

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Natural Born Killers is 
Oliver Stone’s comic debut

t’s a scary concept — Oliver Stone 
with a sense of humor. Not that the 
master of earnest excess hasn’t 
made his share of howlers — The 
Doors might well be the best come- 
dy of 1991. But Natural Born Killers is the 
first film in which Stone has tried to be de- 
liberately funny (okay, Talk Radio, maybe, 
but the laughs were all supplied by Eric 
Bogosian). 

How’s this for starters: Mickey (Woody 
Harrelson, a long way from Cheers) and 
Mallory (Juliette Lewis, who gets to throw 
her 97-pound bulk into one of the meanest 
left jabs in movie history) dispatch a café 
full of rednecks with a ruthless glee remi- 
niscent of an identical scene in Kathryn 
Bigelow’s Near Dark. They leap into their 
convertible and drive off onto a rear-pro- 
jected phantasmagoria of American land- 
scapes and pop-cultural icons. The car 
and its giddy occupants fly through a 
kaleidoscope of fireworks, nature films, 
shopping malls, deserts, and old TV 
shows. This can’t be the beginning of an 
Oliver Stone movie — it’s the beginning 
of Naked Gun. 

With Natural Born Killers, Stone seems 
to have recognized that his trademark hy- 
perbole is actually comic genius, that ex- 
cess in the defense of inanity is strictly for 
laughs. He’s taken one of the basic ac- 
tion-movie premises — boy meets girl, 
boy and girl amass an arsenal, jump in a 
car, and kill people — and applied to it 
the razzle-dazzle technique that he used 
to construct an insanely complex paranoid 
conspiracy in JFK. This time, he really 
goes crazy, employing black and white 
footage, videotape, slow-motion, comput- 
er opticals, crazy camera angles, a 





seething soundtrack, and breakneck edit- 
ing that makes JFK look like Bresson. 
Like Ulysses, it’s a visual and aural 
palimpsest woven of the detritus of a de- 
ranged and bankrupt culture. It’s a film 
with layers — not of meaning so much as 
of meaninglessness. 

Mickey and Mallory are serial mass 
murderers: they repeatedly kill large 
groups of people. The origins of their hob- 
by are made clear in one of Stone’s many 
lapses into abysmal taste. In a segment ti- 
tled “I Love Mallory,” he depicts his hero- 
ine’s family background as a parody of 
Married with Children. Essentially it’s 
Badlands as a sit-com, with Rodney Dan- 
gerfield as her gross, sexually abusive fa- 
ther and Mickey, a meat delivery boy, as 
her liberator. Armed with a tire iron, an 
aquarium, and a can of lighter fluid the 
couple leave Mallory’s home a bloody in- 
ferno and pledge themselves to each other, 
and to killing everyone else. 

So far it’s Forty Funerals and a 
Wedding, or a cartoon version of the al- 
ready cartoonish True Romance (which 
was scripted by Quentin Tarantino, who 
wrote the original draft of this film), but 
there’s one flaw in this chaos, and it’s a se- 
rious one. Stone insists that this movie 
makes a point. If the point had been that 
killing is good for you, it might at least 
have been honest. Instead, Stone beats /on 
that hackneyed hobby-horse, the media — 
here represented by Wayne Gale (Robert 
Downey Jr., sporting a beard and a Robin 
Leach accent), host of American Maniacs, 
a Hard Copy clone that features profiles of 
killers. Gale’s ratings soar along with 
Mickey and Mallory’s body count, and the 
pair are cheered by legions of fans. To 
augment their image they always leave be- 
hind a single witness. 

If Stone is suggesting that the media 
virtually create the violence they sell, he’s 
on thin ice. What has he been doing him- 
self for the past 20 years? Neither is it 
smart to supply ammunition to the forces 
of censorship who would love to see artists 
like Stone silenced. Besides, this has been 
done before and more effectively by John 
Waters in Serial Mom and Pedro Almod6- 
var in Kika. Worst of all, the pompous 
pedantry dulls the film’s chief virtues — 
its outrageousness and kinetic energy.

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The movie likewise finds itself on thin 
ice when the killers go to jail (after killing 
the requisite spiritual Native American, 
played by Russell Means).

Violence everywhere .. . 


ontroversial, outrageous, unforgettable, Os- 
car-winning — Oliver Stone’s films have al- 
ways been these things, but until the failure of 
The Doors and last year’s Between Heaven and Earth, 
they’ve always made money. So Stone has been more 
than usually concerned with how well his most outra- 
geous and controversial new film is being received. 

“Pretty good,” he says over the phone from his Los 
Angeles office. “We've got a wonderful-looking ad that 
I’m looking at right now for this Sunday’s papers. 
Heavy quotes; tough critics. So it seems to be received 
with interest. 

“True, it hasn’t opened yet, obviously. The tracking is 
good, the studio wants it to open wide. Actually, I wasn’t 
really crazy about that idea. I thought we should open in 
the cities to build. The grammar is fast, some freaked- 
out images, so, I don’t know, goes over some heads.” 

Even those heads it doesn’t go over might be con- 
fused. Has Stone been taken to task yet for criticizing 
media violence while at the same time indulging it? 

“Somewhat, yeah,” he admits. “Obviously there’s a 
group, you know. But I don’t know how else to do it. If 
you’re going to show a landscape of violence like this, 
you have to get in and imitate the techniques as much as 
possible that are around us.” 

Killers doesn’t just show the violence, it also seems to 
point a finger of blame — specifically at the character of 
Wayne Gale, played by Robert Downey Jr., who repre- 
sents the trend in tabloid TV from Hard Copy to the 
O.]. Simpson trial. Again, doesn’t Stone think there 
might be an element of hypocrisy in this, since the same 
accusation of manipulation of reality into entertainment 
might be leveled at JFK? 

“I don’t think so, do you? I think JFK made a vivid 






counterattack on 30 years of establishment theory about 
the killing. I mean, it was out there in documentaries and 
books, you know, these people whose stories are repre- 
sented had never been allowed to be seen. I mean, there 
were counter press and alternative press, but very buried. 
So I think it was an important blow, as a counter-myth 
that we don’t have all the facts of the case. I didn’t set up 
to make a documentary but to open people’s minds.” 
As he also wants to do with this movie, Stone insists. 

“If it’s an effective movie as a satire, it makes you 
think. Through a combination of exaggeration, distor- 
tion, laughter, shock, it makes you think about the vio- 


lence in this nation, the landscape we’re in. There’s ag- 
gression in media, there’s aggression in the prison sys- 
tem, there’s aggression in the cop system, there’s fascism 
everywhere. It’s also in the universe in terms of the bugs 
eating the bugs, the fathers and the mothers coming 
down on their children. It’s in the century, too, we’ve got 
a representation of Hitler and Stalin. Most of life is con- 
spiracy. Most of life is violence and aggression. I think 
the centerpiece for me is the interview where Mickey tells 
Wayne, ‘You know I was born in this, what do you ex- 
pect? This is what it is.’ ” 

So violence is therapeutic — the way to overcome a 
violent universe? 

“No, I condemn it. But these two kids were nightmar- 
ish products of a century. It’s how they’re responsi- 
ble . . . you certainly have to understand where violence 
comes from, it’s all around. Mass murders come from 
adversity. At that point I think Mickey says that. Mallory 
is teaching him to come to love, that love is the only way 

to beat the demon.” 
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Perhaps Stone is following that injunc- 
tion in his own life — he’s been “inculcat- 
ed” into Buddhism, which he describes as 
a “disorganized religion.” And his film also 
had a positive, even family-values effect on 
one of its stars, Woody Harrelson, who 
plays Mickey. 

“He’s a natural,” the director explains.

MY LIFE’S IN TURNAROUND 
Eric Schaeffer and Donal Lardner Ward 
are two guys who wanted to be filmmak- 
ers. So they made a movie about two guys 
— named Splick and Jason — who want 
to make a movie. That’s the story behind 
My Life’s in Turnaround, a good-natured 
independent film that pokes fun at the no- 
tion that everyone thinks he or she can 
make a movie. 

Splick (Schaeffer), a lovelorn cab driv- 
er, and Jason (Ward), a sometime bar- 
tender, not only don’t have the slightest 
idea how to make a movie, they haven’t 
got a story they want to tell. With help 
from their friend Sarah, a talent agent, 
they take meetings. They also court stars. 
When Splick picks up Phoebe Cates in 
his cab, and then he and Jason spot 
Martha Plympton in a coffee shop, it 
seems things are coming together. “Is 
there a script?”, Cates asks. “Oh, no,” 
replies Splick, “I can guarantee you 
there’s nothing like that.” (Both actresses 
play themselves; filmmaker John Sayles 
plays a producer who disses independent 
films.) 

Without an idea, Splick and Jason ap- 
proach their newfound career as though it 
were a large-scale scavenger hunt. It’s 
easy to like these two characters, who 
have always assumed inspiration would 
help them out someday and are aston- 
ished to find they have no real talent. And 
their antics are easy to sit through. So 
maybe anyone can make a movie. Still, 
there’s something dispiriting about a film 
that tells us that, when it comes to art, 
having a money is more important than 
a good idea. At the Coolidge Corner 
Theatre.

Babes in Toyland: can a

ow many times have you 

picked up a review of 

some indie band’s major- 

label debut and found the 

critic complaining that 

the band’s sound has been softened to 

make them more commercially palatable? 

How many times have you heard some 

still-struggling indie band slag colleagues 

who’ve made the transition to a major la- 
bel and are starting to sell albums? 

“Sellout” is a term so freely bandied 

about by rock critics and musicians that, 

after a while, it comes off as shorthand for 

that old saw about how nothing popular 

can be good — or as just plain old sour 

grapes. The question Neal Karlen raises in 

his Babes in Toyland: The Making and 

Selling of a Rock and Roll Band is whether 

it’s possible for any band to achieve main- 


band sell without selling out? 


his modest approach would seem to allow. 

Karlen balances the Babes’ fears that 
they’re selling out (and the readiness of | 
some of their colleagues to say they are) 
with a detailed depiction of how damnably 
hard it is for an indie band to survive. By 
the time the Babes are offered their deal 
with Warners, you can’t blame them for 
being ready to take it, and you can’t help 
feeling they’ve earned it. And as Karlen 
chronicles the efforts of Tim Carr (the 
Warners A&R man who signed them) to | 
get Warners to throw their support behind | 
the band, you become aware of just how | 
precarious this opportunity is. Karlen 
knows that Warners wouldn’t have looked 
twice at the Babes if Nirvana’s Nevermind 
hadn’t been such a hit. But he’s guilty of 
making the Warners execs too benevolent. 
The book would have been stronger if he’d 
suggested their likely reaction in the event 
Fontanelle had stiffed. 

What makes the book heartbreaking as 
well as canny is the way Karlen charts the 
dissolution of the easy camaraderie that 
forged the band. Tensions arise when Carr 
upsets the band’s balance by targeting lead 
singer and guitarist Kat Bjelland as the

stream success — even to admit that they 
might want it — without being branded

Karlen hasn’t set out to write an exposé of 
the music business or a tale of art corrupted 
by commerce. Picking up the story of the 
Minneapolis trio Babes in Toyland just be- 


| fore they’re signed to Warner Bros., he fol- 


lows them through the recording and re- 
lease of their debut for the label, Fontanelle. 
And he describes how the switch from indie 
heroines to corporate signees, though it 
leaves their music intact, changes the all-for- 
one dynamic that brought them together in 
the first place. There are times when Karlen 
could be tougher and more thorough. There 


| are times, I suspect, when the bond he obvi- 
| ously formed with the band during the three 
| years he traveled with them has led him to 
| want to protect them and not give us the full 


story. 
But Karlen isn’t writing PR, and being 
on the band’s side has its advantages. The 


| obvious affection he has for the Babes is 


catching, and it not only provides the book 
with built-in suspense but gives us an 
emotional stake in the outcome. Karlen 
doesn’t editorialize or judge. He sets out 


| to tell a story, and though it’s a good one, 


he doesn’t pretend it’s any bigger than it 
is. But by the end, in his clear-eyed, un- 
fussy style, he’s managed a fuller portrait 
of the alternative-rock scene and the cur- 


| rent workings of the music. business than 


group’s star. When Bjelland marries a 
scruffy Australian punker none of her band- 
mates can stand. When bassist Michelle 
Leon departs (on the verge of recording 
Fontanelle) after the murder of her 
boyfriend in Los Angeles and her replace- 
ment, Maureen Howard, feels insecure 
about her standing in the group. And when 
drummer Lori Barbero starts to feel slightly 
lost after her friendship with Bjelland starts 
coming apart and her longtime job taking 
care of the band’s business matters is 
usurped by their new corporate handlers. 
Karlen’s portrait of Barbero, particularly 
her reconciliation with her estranged father, 
is the emotional center of the book. It’s 
Barbero — a welcoming, gregarious wom- 
an so nonplussed at the idea of being a rock 
star that she takes a Polaroid of herself with 
any fan who asks for an autograph (not for 
their scrapbook but for hers) — who strug- 
gles hardest with the realization that the 
band isn’t just for fun anymore but is now 
her career. Karlen might have subtitled his 
book “The Coming of Age of a Rock and 
Roll Band.” Certainly he could have used 
the way the Babes didn’t fall apart as a 
cliché’d testament to the persistence of rock 
and roll. Instead he comes up with some- 
thing darker and tougher: an acknowledg- 
ment that art that’s worth its salt comes out 
of loss and compromise and all those other 
things that rock and roll is supposed to pro- 
tect you from. C

ender is the fight, in Israel 

Horovitz’s new play, between 

an Ike Age teen and the re- 

pressed, irrational father he 

seems marked to become. 
That is, until an act of “unexpected ten- 
derness,” which is also an act of family vi- 
olence, saves him from an apparently 
hereditary taint. A damaging taint it is, 
too, passed down through a line of bel- 
ligerent, paranoid males who can’t seem to 
trust their women further than they can 
slap ’em. 

The prolific Horovitz — noting that few 
lives are stageworthy exactly as lived and 
that “this play is full of my best lies” — 
has nonetheless described Unexpected 
Tenderness as semi-autobiographical. And 
indeed, it depicts a Jewish boy’s struggle 
toward selfhood, in the 1950s, in a small 
New England town that could be Wake- 
field, in an Ozzie and Harriet home that is 
also Cape Fear. But, this being Horovitz 
and not, say, This Boy’s Life (and where is 
the Jewish De Niro when we need him?), 
the reminiscence combines folksy period 
realism with the notion that the past is 
both inescapable and Absurd. 

The Horovitz figure, Roddy Stern, nar- 
rates the piece as both his adolescent and 
his adult self, doubling in the latter guise 
as his insecure and volatile dad. Archie 
Stern is a guy who has difficulty letting go 
— of his illusion of a perfect, if strident, 
family, in which everyone sits down to 
scrambies every morning and does a lot of 
kissing, and of his paranoid delusion that 
the women close to him are having “meet- 
ings” of a sexual nature. The suspicion ex- 


tends not only to his wife, whom he keeps 
a virtual prisoner, but also to his 13-year- 
old daughter, who he thinks is doing the 
nasty with a Boy Scout. Arch doesn’t seem 
to harbor these fantasies about his elderly 
mother, but that’s okay because his stut- 
tering, stroke-ridden dad already did. 
Remember, this connubial crackpottery — 
which manifests itself in tyranny — is 
inherited. 

What all of this means in terms of 
Horovitz’s psychology (he’s the one who 
says the piece is one big autobiographical 
whopper) I would not venture to guess. 
But young Rod is, not unlike Eugene Mor- 
ris Jerome, Neil Simon’s more smart-ass 
alter ego (and the narrator of his autobio- 
graphical trilogy, of which UT is some-

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times reminiscent), a burgeoning artist of 
sorts. He is occupied not only with real 
fear — of his violent father, of the family’s 
coming apart — but also by the theoretical 
terror exemplified by the quote “We have 
nothing to fear but fear itself,” which he 
chirpily attributes to a “crippled president 
who hated Jews” and around which he is 
building the speech he hopes will win a 
Red Feather Oratory contest and take his 
mind off this mess. 

Instead, what saves Roddy is what I take 
to be a deliberate, alienating act by his sag- 
ging dad — a final blow, so to speak, that 


enables the kid, in the wake of his parents’ - 


divorce, to cut himself off from Arch and, 
by extension, the family curse. This, how- 
ever, is far from clear in a play that, by 
way of its narration, keeps telling us that 
things of profound and shattering impor- 
tance are about to take place, then stinting 
the actual enactment. 

I had hopes for Unexpected Tenderness 
at intermission (despite the fact that its 
first act is only 40 minutes long). Horovitz 
both sets up and wryly comments on the 
tension between 50s veneer — “sweet, 
nice little family, ethnic comedy, New 
Englandy” — and the absurdist terror that 
lurks, like the weasel under Pinter’s cock- 
tail cabinet, beneath. Archie is both a 
ridiculous figure, unable to get in his truck 
and go to work without taking a run 
through the shrubbery to peer in all the 
windows, and a frightening one. The scene 
in which he shows up mid-morning to in- 
terrogate his wife about absolutely nothing 
is comedy-by-Kafka. And I liked the inter- 
play between the chipper if bewildered 
kids, Ben Webster’s Roddy and Jessica Se- 
meraro’s Sylvie, a straggly, vulnerable Girl 
Scout bothered by a recurrent dream in 
which Dad appears as a Nazi and she sics 
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The Last Man in Europe proves 
it’s never too late for Orwell

t’s been a decade since the date by 
which George Orwell thought Big 
Brother would have made us all one 
big dysfunctional family. The demise 
of totalitarianism in Russia and the 
| rise of democracy in Eastern Europe suggest 
| that he has some explaining to do — and 
| that Aldous Huxley’s alternative fictional 
| dystopia, Brave New World, may have had it 
| right. Civilization will die of an excess of 


consumer pleasure rather than of paranoia. 

But even if some of his apocalyptic fears 
have dated, Orwell’s political writing re- 
mains nonpareil. I think his essays (rather 
than his novels) are his masterpieces — 
they’re incisive examinations of ideology 
and literature whose combination of com- 
mon sense and passion make their author 
the foremost 20th-century inheritor of a 
tradition of polemical prose that includes 
English masters Swift and Hobbes. His 
greatest talent was his fearless knack for 
excoriating the left when it deviated from 
its own ideals. 

Tastefully culled from Orwell’s collected 
works and letters, Mark Weston’s one-man 
show The Last Man in Europe — which re- 
cently received its world premiere at the 
Miniature Theatre of Chester, with British 
actor Michael Allinson as Orwell — is nev- 


er less than literate entertainment, a placid 
celebration of Orwell as radical wordsmith. 
The piece flashes back from the BBC’s an- 
nouncement of Orwell’s death in 1950 to a 
radio address he gave in 1948 after finish- 
ing 1984. The writer talks about his hellish 
time at the snobbish boarding school St. 
Cyprian’s, where Orwell claims he was 
publicly caned for bed-wetting. 

After a disillusioning stint in Burma as a 
policeman, he returned to England deter- 
mined to become a writer, his social con- 
science evolving from documentary evoca- 
tions of the lives of the poor (Down and 
Out in Paris, The Road to Wigan Pier) into 
the anti-Stalinist fervor of Homage to Cat- 
alonia and Animal Farm. Weston sprinkles 
in personal details from Orwell’s life, such 
as his love for his adopted son and first 
wife, to round out a portrait of a decent 
man whose commitment to the working 
class was rooted in a commitment to justice, 
economic and political, for the individual. 

Weston seems less interested in Orwell’s 
controversial politics than in his humanity, 
which turns the writer into a bit of a plaster 
saint. It’s a pigeon perch Orwell would 
have been the first denounce. The Last 
Man in Europe never makes the connec- 
tion, as Orwell did, between style and poli- 
tics: “To write in plain, vigorous language, 
one has to think fearlessly and if one thinks 
fearlessly one cannot be politically ortho- 
dox.” The unorthodox Orwell is nowhere 
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him with “troops.” 

But Archie, particularly as portrayed as 
a menacing loser by Will LeBow, is such 
an obvious lunatic, assaulting his family 
and then blubbering for forgiveness, that 
you don’t know why the whole clan hasn’t 
divorced him before intermission. Neither 
is the relationship of the parents — who, 
apparently, when they aren’t being mutu- 
ally tortured by Archie’s obsession, dance 
cheek to cheek to Frank Sinatra — pre- | 
sented in its complexity. (Archie’s forbid- 
ding his wife to play the piano, which | 
thought would turn out to be some kind of | 
“Rosebud,” is never explained.) 

Moreover, the situation that sends Arch 
over the edge is as implausible as it is in- 
evitable: Horovitz gives this seething sexu- 
al paranoid an employee, a walking gland | 
named (naturally) Willie, whom Archie | 
won't allow near his family but whom he | 
accompanies daily on his “sex fiend’s er- 
rands.” Do we really believe Arch would | 
employ this guy, or that Willie would not | 
ignite the crazy jealousy always a-bubble | 
on the boss’s back burner? | 

The performances in this world-pre- | 
miere production are credible, with the ap- 
pealing Paula Plum managing to wield 
both a knife and her trademark giggle as | 
harassed wife Molly, a woman groping for | 
her dignity as if it were the car keys. Patri- | 
cia Pellows, as the wryly collected grand- | 
mother, dispenses a slightly addled wis- | 
dom, and Barry Zaslove, as the incapaci- | 
tated granddad, is both funny and sad. But | 
director Grey Johnson has not come up | 
with a way, in the GSC’s intimate playing 
space, to make the play’s multiple slap- | 
pings and punchings realistic. Like Unex- 
pected Tenderness itself, the blows keep 
saying “crack” and “pow” without actually 
hitting anything. O |

to be found in The Last Man in Europe, 
neither the eccentric introvert who over- 
looked the ill health of his first wife nor the 
radical who believed that those who were | 
part of the Home Front troops during 
World War II would form the nucleus of a 
revolutionary army after the war. 

Neither does the portrait point out that 
1984 condemns the rampant materialism of 
America as well as the senseless violence in 
Russia. A few years ago, neo-conservatives 
attempted to claim (on the strength of 
1984) that Orwell would have been one of 
their own had he lived. And indeed nothing 
in the namby-pamby The Last Man in | 
Europe protects him from right-wing | 
kidnapping. 

As Orwell, Allinson is certainly tall | 
enough for the part, and he’s always suave, | 
his voice a splashing fount of sweet oration. | 
Wounded in the neck during the Spanish | 
Civil War, Orwell was in reality a mono- 
tone. But I didn’t mind Allinson’s tonal | 
panache as much as his decision not to 
sport a moustache, which was an Orwellian 
trademark. Still, the actor is stirring, and 
The Last Man in Europe, though it doesn’t 
so much climax as peter out, is an enjoy- 
able dose of lefty culture made comfy. If 
only playwright Weston would forget his | 
hero worship and revel in Orwell’s icono- 
clastic brand of freedom — “Liberty is 
telling people what they do not want to | 
hear.” 0 |

Boston’s classical community 
begins to get its due on CD 


by Lloyd Schwartz 


or years, Boston was repre- 

sented on records primarily 

by the Boston Symphony 

Orchestra (or the Pops). Not 

such a bad thing. But only 

recently has the true wealth and variety of 

the musical life here begun to surface on 

disc. Peter Sellars’s challenging, contro- 

versial, illuminating productions of Mozart 

and Handel might never have gotten to stir 

| up the international opera waters had he 

not heard Boston-based conductor Craig 

| Smith and his extraordinary ensemble of 

| actor-singers at Emmanuel Church. 

| (Videos of his productions are now com- 

mercially available.) Violinists, cellists (Yo- 

Yo Ma, to name only the most conspicu- 

| ous), clarinettists, flute, horn, harp, and 

marimba players, a keyboardful of pianists, 

| singers, choral groups, early-music spe- 

cialists (Christopher Hogwood, to name 

only the most famous), new-music groups, 

| and composers who are associated with 

this area have begun to swell the cata- 

logues and CD bins. Observers of the local 

| scene have long been convinced that Bos- 

| ton has, per capita, the richest musical life 

| in the country. Here are just a few of the 

| too-numerous-to-mention recent discs 
| that back up the truth of that view. 

Let’s start with the piano. There’ve been 
indispensable recordings by such diverse 
artists as Russell Sherman (especially his 
revelatory Liszt), Virginia Eskin (her mar- 
velous album of piano rags), and Luise 
Vosgerchian, one of the earliest Boston 
artists to record 20th-century music (her 
stunning, insightful Schumann/Schubert 
disc on Titanic released last year showed 
her still at the top of her form). 

Among the newer releases are a superla- 
tive disc by New England Conservatory’s 
resident iconoclast and champion of new 
music, Stephen Drury. His New Albion 
recording of Frederic Rzewski’s monu- 
mental hour-long 36 variations on the 

| Chilean protest song “The People United 
Will Never Be Defeated” perhaps edges 
out even the impressive performance by 
| Rzewski himself, or that by his other great 
champion, Ursula Oppens. Drury’s 
| thrilling flexibility (which includes singing 
and whistling) and rhythmic subtlety allow 
him to emphasize the inclusiveness that 
both the composer and the patriots see as 
the essence of political unity. 

What’s more, he exploits Rzewski’s di- 
versity of style, texture, and weight, play- 
ing the gossamer Webern-like variations as 
if they were by Webern, the Debussyan 
variations as if they were real Debussy, the 
Stockhausen as if they were Stockhausen 
— and the most straightforward variations 
with aching simplicity. Yet I’ve never felt 
so thoroughly the sophisticated order — 
the continuity — of this massive work. 
Drury makes the theme itself sound a little 
like Schumann, so the variations suggest 
| not only the large scale of Bach’s Goldberg 
or Beethoven’s Diabelli Variations, but 
| also such Schumann masterpieces as Car- 
naval and, especially, Davidsbiindlertdnze, 
| works in short sections whose expressive 
range doesn’t suggest variations at all. A 
| special bonus is the disc’s first cut: a live 
| recording of the political song itself made 
| in Chile in 1975 by Quilapayun, the group 
| who first sang it two years earlier. 

More Rzewski turns up on another 
splendid piano recording by another new- 
| music champion (in both senses of the 

word), Kathleen Supové, a one-time Sher- 

man student who has just established her- 
| self in the Big Apple after her stint in the 
| Athens of America. The knockout piece on 
“Figure 88” (CRI’s Emergency Music se- 


ries) is Rzewski’s Four North American 
Ballads, a little like Ives updated to 1978. 
Rzewski looks at “Down by the Riverside,” 
the third Ballad, from over, under, and in- 
side out. In the fourth Ballad, “Winnsboro 
Cotton Mill Blues,” one of the 20th-centu- 
ry’s most riveting (in both senses of the 
word) pieces of piano music, the piano it- 
self becomes a pounding, driving cotton 
mill. Hitting those tone clusters with her 
entire forearm, Supové captures the 
moody, minimalist monotony as well as 
the surging power of the mill. 

All her selections here are compelling, 
especially Randall Woolf's five captivating, 
crystalline Dancétudes, which amalgamate 
Bach (Allemande, Courante, Sarabande) 
and Eubie Blake (“Rag” — with echoes of 
Shostakovich — and “Shuffle”), and the 
twisted 12-tone minimalism of Lukas 
Foss’s Solo. She plays them for all they’re 
worth, with a nonstop energy and preci- 
sion that never sacrifice elegance. 

Janice Weber (who is also a wickedly 
witty novelist) excels in forgotten power- 
house music of a different era. Her album 
of Rachmaninov transcriptions (IMP Clas- 
sics) is one of the most sheerly enjoyable 
and exuberant piano recitals around. 
These are intended to be virtuoso pieces, 
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and Weber obviously has a field day with 
her bold, broad, and bravura playing. Two 
Webers (overdubbed) are even better than 
one in Rachmaninov’s two-piano version 
(with trumpet!) of his Italian Polka. But 
she can also give herself over to warmth 
and tenderness (as in the Tchaikovsky 
Lullaby, Rachmaninov’s very last score). 
There’s a fascinating variety here. The 
original composers range from Bach and 
Mendelssohn to Liszt (imagine a Rach- 
maninov cadenza for Liszt’s Second Hun- 
garian Rhapsody — as if Liszt alone 
weren’t hard enough), Kreisler, and Rach- 
maninov himself. Weber educates us as 
much in late-19th-century taste as in 
Rachmaninov’s genius for invention. 

There’s one more recent piano record- 
ing I’d like to call to your attention. 
Christopher Taylor, another Russell Sher- 
man protégé (and a Harvard graduate in 
math), won the Bronze Medal at the 1993 
Van Cliburn Ninth International Competi- 
tion. On a Philips disc recorded live in 
Fort Worth, one he shares with Silver 
Medalist Valery Kuleshov (who plays 
Liszt, Scarlatti, and Morton Gould), he 
gives stunning, rhythmically alert, impres- 
sively musical performances of Messiaen’s 
“Regard de l’esprit de joie” (from Vingt re- 
gards sur l’Enfant-Jésus) and Pierre 
Boulez’s eerie, monstrously difficult Sec- 
ond Sonata. The liner notes include a page 
of bios of the winners (including the first- 
prize winner, Simone Pedroni, who 
doesn’t perform on this disc yet still gets a 
full-page photo) and seven columns about 
the Cliburn competition itself. But there’s 
not a word about the music, as if that were 
the last thing anyone listening to this disc 
wanted to think about. 

Two performers and teachers who had a 
profound influence on the high level of 
musicmaking in Boston were members of 
the legendary Kolisch String Quartet: vio- 
linist Rudolf Kolisch and BSO violist Eu- 
gene Lehner. Some of that Quartet’s 
recordings, made before any of its mem- 
bers came to live in this country, have be- 
gun to appear on CD. Kolisch was an inti- 
mate of Schoenberg, and the Kolisch 
Quartet versions of Schoenberg’s four 
quartets, the last two of which they pre- 
miered, are among the most important, 
most beautiful, and rarest recordings of 


20th-century music ever made. Thank 
goodness they are finally available (on 
Archiphon, distributed by Albany 
Records). The latest Kolisch disc includes 
two glorious Mozart quartets (played im- | 
peccably, probably from memory, and with | 
unforced understanding of Mozart’s true 
depth), the most hilariously deadpan ver- 
sion I’ve ever heard of Mozart’s Musical 
Joke, and a gorgeous Schumann Piano 
Quartet. Don’t let them slip away. 

In 1923 Kolisch played in the very first 
public performance of Berg’s anagram- 
matical, palindromic Chamber Concerto. 
GM has released a live 1972 performance 
with Kolisch’s heartbreaking violin once 
again spelling out the name “Arnold 
Schoenberg” in musical code. The corus- 
cating pianist (whose notes spell “Anton 
Webern”) is Russell Sherman, whose 
teacher, Edward Steuermann, also played 
in that world premiere. Gunther Schuller 
conducts the superb ensemble from the 
New England Conservatory. (Stravinsky’s 
Le sacre du printemps completes this ex- 
traordinary disc.) 

Boston’s most endearing current resi- 
dent Quartet, the Lydian, has two new 
discs. A long-awaited Schubert album 
(Centaur) includes a rapt, almost feverish 
version of the Death and the Maiden Quar- 
tet; the song that gives the quartet its name 
and provides the theme of its second move- 
ment (sung by the warmhearted mezzo-so- 
prano Mary Westbrook-Geha); and the 
early but already mature B-flat Quartet, 
No. 8. The other disc (on Harmonia Mun- 
di) is less exciting but more surprising: 
three quartets by William Schuman, the 
late president of the Juilliard School and 
the first president of Lincoln Center, a 
composer I’ve always regarded as a bit gray 
and tweedy. But the three works — early, 
early-middle, and very late — are lively, at- 
tractive, and if not exactly high-profile of- 
ten quite moving (most moving when 
they’re most melancholy, or fighting 
melancholy). Number 5 (1987), with its 
17th-century Dutch carol, is the gem. The 
Lyds play them all with glowing conviction. 

“An American Collage” (Albany), an al- 
bum of music for solo voice and chorus by 
a number of Schuman’s contemporaries 
(and juniors), features Bucknell Universi- 
ty’s Rooke Chapel Choir and one of its 
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GUNTHER SCHULLER: fresh from his Pulitzer, he’s released three of his own concertos.

BOSTON CAMERATA: 
a swirling vortex of Iberian, 
Native American, and 
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most distinguished alumnae, who also 
happens to be one of Boston’s most widely 
admired mezzo-sopranos, D’Anna Fortu- 
nato. The major work is In the Beginning, 
Aaron Copland’s 14-minute 1947 setting 
of the opening of the Book of Genesis. 
The lustrous copper of Fortunato’s voice 
shines over and through the chorus in fer- 
vent annunciation. Several pieces were 
composed for that very voice; they are 
both a tribute to it and a showcase for it. 
The relentless conservatism of the music, 
however, gets a little numbing in large 
doses. Oh, for a bar of dissonance! 

The bright edge of Fortunato’s tone 
finds greater rewards in Handel. It’s a 
treat to hear her in the title role of Han- 
del’s Sosarme, a new period-instrument 
recording on Newport Classics, well if not 
brilliantly conducted by Johannes Somary 
| and very well sung by tenor John Aler, so- 
| prano Julianne Baird, and countertenor 
| Drew Minter, with Fortunato and the stir- 
| ring bass Nathaniel Watson also providing 
| drama and character. The opera has much 
memorable music, some of it reminiscent 
| of the greater Giulio Cesare, which was 
written eight years earlier. The internecine 
plot, which takes place in ancient Sardis 
(Sardi’s? what might that suggest to Peter 
Sellars?), is extremely confusing. A short 
synopsis would have helped, but maybe no 
one connected with the recording could 
figure out what was going on either. 

Some four centuries before Handel, 
Guillaume de Machaut wrote his Reméde 
| de Fortune, a long poem deliquescing on 
| the rules of courtly love. A quarter of the 
| poem has musical annotation. Ensemble 
| Project Ars Nova has an eloquent, haunt- 
ing new recording (on New Albion) of 
these formally complex songs as well as 
other music by the 14th-century master. 
Passion and refinement combine here in 
convincing balance. Machaut’s advice not 
to trust Fortune still rings painfully true. 

Every year Joel Cohen and the Boston 
Camerata seem to supply early-music 
lovers with the perfect Christmas gift. Last 
year it was “An American Christmas: Car- 
ols, Hymns, and Spirituals, 1770-1870.” 
Their most recent album is “Nueva Es- 
pafia: Close Encounters in the New World, 
1590-1690” (Erato), an enchanting, exu- 
berant collection of Spanish colonial music 
mainly composed in this hemisphere for 
religious purposes — a swirling vortex of 
Iberian, Native American, and African 
tunes, rhythms, and instruments in many 
vernaculars and in both Renaissance and 
Baroque styles. 

At the other chronological extreme, there 
are outstanding discs of recent music by 
two of our most distinguished composers. 
John Harbison’s Oboe Concerto (1992) 
and Second Symphony (1987) get vivid 
performances from Herbert Blomstedt and 
the San Francisco Symphony (London), 

the orchestra that premiered all three 


works on this disc — the third being the 
Second Symphony (1947) of Roger Ses- 
sions, Harbison’s most important teacher. 

Harbison has always written gorgeously 
for oboe, and this “apocalyptic swing 
number” for San Francisco’s expressive 
principal oboist, William Bennett, is no ex- 
ception. Irresistibly mercurial, the concer- 
to combines like quicksilver two of the 
major objects of Harbison’s affection: 
Bach and jazz. This is perhaps his most in- 
timate large-scale orchestral work since 
his 1980 Violin Concerto, which he wrote 
for his wife, Rose Mary Harbison. The 
four movements of the Second Symphony 
are a short day’s journey into a long “inex- 
orable” night. In the four 
continuous movements 
(Dawn, Daylight, Dusk, 
Darkness), I hear shades of 
Stravinsky’s threnodic 
Symphonies of Winds and 
even Petrushka-like trum- 
petings and polytonal wa- 
verings. But the voyage is 
Harbison’s own — the 
stentorian thunder always 
qualified by moving intro- 
spection. 

Surely 1994’s Composer 
of the Year, Gunther 
Schuller, fresh from his 
long-overdue Pulitzer, has 
just released (on GM, his 
own label) a disc of three of 
his own concertos (early, 
middle, and late), two of 
which he conducts himself. 
When he was 17, in 1943, 
Schuller became principal 
horn player of the Cincin- 
nati Symphony. The year 
before, he began his first 
concerto — for Horn and 
Orchestra. It has some of 
the moody tunefulness of 
Bernard Herrmann and the 
dazzling chops of Benjamin 
Britten’s 1942 Serenade for 
Tenor and Horn. (Could 
young Schuller have known 
it? Could Britten have 
known Schuller?) It’s as 
delightful and colorful a 
piece as Bizet’s early Sym- 
phony in C — derivative 
yet thoroughly in the com- 
poser’s own voice. Richard 
Todd, principal horn of the 
Los Angeles Chamber Or- 
chestra, is the superbly mu- 
sical soloist. 

Schuller’s 1962 Piano 
Concerto is a strong work 
of high serialism, complexly 
worked out in every detail 
of pitch, dynamics, rhythm, 
duration, tone color, and 
overall proportion 
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(Schuller’s own graphs accompany Dou- 
glas Briscoe’s excellent liner notes). The 
recording is of the actual premiere perfor- 
mance, with Max Rudolf conducting the 
Cincinnati Symphony and the late Jeanne 
Rosenblum Kirstein playing the heroic solo 
piano. 

For a bassoonist, Schuller’s 1985 Bas- 
soon Concerto must be a lark (in both 
senses of the word). Composed for the 
National Symphony’s Kenneth Pasmanick, 
who performs it brilliantly here with the 
Saarbriicken Radio Symphony Orchestra 
under Schuller, this concerto is as joyously 
songful and spontaneous as the Piano 
Concerto is knotty and determined. 


STEPHEN DRURY: 
superlative Rzewski by 
New England Conservato- 
ry’s resident iconoclast and 
champion of new music. 
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“Blues,” the smoky fourth of the five short 
movements and a perfect example of 
Schuller’s term “third stream,” includes | 
actual improvisation (Pasmanick sneaks in 
unwritten quotes from Peter and the Wolf 
and The Magic Flute). The mellow open- 
ing movements, “Ballade” and “Berceuse,” 
are unusually lyrical and poignant for bas- 
soon; yet in “Burlesca” and the concluding 
“Badinerie,” Pasmanick’s role is the tradi- 
tional, teasing clown-of-the-orchestra. 
This has instantly become my favorite 
Schuller piece, though I still haven’t heard 
this year’s prize-winning Of Reminiscences 
and Reflections, which has not yet been 
performed in Boston, or recorded. Q

‘Rhino’s The Doo Wop Box 
‘unlocks a forgotten genre

omp ba-ba-bomp, ba 
bomp ba bomp bomp, ba- 
ba bomp ba-ba bomp, da 
dang da-dang dang, da 
ding-a-dong ding — well, 
| yes, it’s been a while since you could begin 

a song with that kind of pop lyric. But in 

age of overpaid stars and overproduced 
| music, it’s a blessing to rediscover the ro- 
| mantic era of pop, when teenagers prac- 
| ticed their harmonies on street corners 
| and in subway stations and performed 
| without benefit of electricity. In its inno- 
| cence, doo-wop was never the hardest of 
| rockers; it was eclipsed in the 50s by Elvis 
| and in the ’60s by the Beatles. Now, how- 
| ever, the form is getting some overdue 
| recognition, with a handsomely packaged 
four-CD set from Rhino, The Doo Wop 
Box. 

There’s more to doo-wop than nonsense 
syllables, but they’re the key element. And 
they’re not as nonsensical, or as arbitrary, 
as they look. From the Five Satins’ “Shoo 
doo’din shoo-bi-doo” to Dion & the Bel- 
monts’ “Dun-dun-dun di-dun-dun-di- 
dun” to the Marcels’ “Bomp ba-ba bomp,” 
they created a language all their own (the 
Capris even made their "80s comeback 
with “Morse Code of Love”). Doo-wop 
said what couldn’t be expressed in ordi- 
nary lyrics, sometimes because it circum- 
vented would-be censors, sometimes be- 
cause what the singers felt simply went be- 
yond words. 

Besides, the words of doo-wop belong 
to an amorous tradition that goes back to 
the Provengal troubadours, and to the 
lyrics of Dante and Petrarch. The vocal 
| group — always a group, almost always 
| all-male, all-black at first, later Italian- 

American and integrated worship the 

ground she walks on, whether her name is 
| Gloria, Mary Lee, Lily Maebelle, Florence, 

Barbara Ann, Denise, Sherry, or, yes, 
| Rama Lama Ding Dong. In “Image of a 
| Girl,” the Safaris haven’t even met her, but 

it doesn’t matter, since they’re dealing in 

ideals, not reality: “And I know she'll al- 
ways bring me love/For she’s the image of 
the girl I love.” Pop, meet Plato. 

Back-up for all this was minimal — a 
guitar or two, bass, percussion, piano or 
organ, perhaps a saxophone for color. 
Rhythmic complexity was created by the 
ever-present piano triplets, whose tempo- 
rizing kept the standard 4/4 from moving 
forward too quickly. (Nothing is as dam- 
aging to doo-wop dreaming as the passage 
of real time.) Most of the harmony was 
provided by the singers, who from deep 

| bass to falsetto top spanned the spectrum 
of the male psyche, from super-macho to 

| feminine. The bass provided the nonsense- 

| syllable ground; the falsetto soared high 

| above, recalling the melismatic tradition of 

| church singing (from the Tudor Mass to 
20th-century gospel) and the castrato tra- 
dition of Italian opera. The bittersweet re- 
sult was leagues ahead of so-called white- 
bread pop. (Listen to the Crests’ “16 Can- 
dles” and then Neil Sedaka’s “Sweet Six- 
teen” and you'll see what I mean.) 

Doo-wop didn’t burst upon the music 
world full-blown, of course. Rhino’s Vol- 
ume One, “The Birth of Doo Wop (1948- 
1955),” catalogues its tentative beginnings 
in R&B vocal groups like the Orioles and 
the Ravens. There’s some debate over 
whether the Crows’ “Gee” or the Chords’ 
“Sh-Boom” represents the first true mar- 
riage of doo-wop and rock and roll: both 
peaked early in 1954. No question, 

| though, about the two classics that fol- 
| lowed later that year. The Cadillacs’ ver- 
| sion of “Gloria,” with the unmistakable 





lead of Earl “Speedo” Carroll and its clos- 
ing “But she’s not in love with me,” be- 
came the standard against which street- 
corner groups, black and white, would test 
themselves for years to come. “Earth An- 
gel,” by the Penguins (who got their name 
from the Kool cigarette icon), was record- 
ed in a garage in LA, with pillows muffling 
the drums, and went on to Billboard’s 
number eight spot; the title says everything 
about doo-wop’s need for love and yearn- 
ing for transcendence. 

Rhino’s Volume Two, “The Rock ’N’ 
Roll Explosion (1955-1957),” shows doo- 
wop moving into a more upbeat phase — 
it kicks off with the Cadillacs’ “Speedo” 
(“Well they call me Speedo but my real 
name is Mr. Earl”) and proceeds at once 
to the Teenagers’ “Why Do Fools Fall in 
Love” and “I Want You To Be My Girl,” 
with the soprano of 13-year-old Frankie 
Lymon (who looks unsettlingly like a cross 
between Michael Jackson and Jimmy Os- 
mond). Yet it was also the era of the Five 
Satins’ “In the Still of the Nite” (not to be 
confused with the Cole Porter standard), 
which was recorded in a New Haven 
church basement and has become one of 
the most popular oldies ever, with its 
falsetto and its shoo-bi-doos whistling off 
into the night. And Rhino gives us the 
original “Little Darlin’,” by the Gladiolas, 
rather than the more familiar version by 
the Diamonds (Canada’s white doo-wop 
cover boys). The Gladiolas’ West Indian 
accents may be disorienting at first, but a 
few listens will validate the logic of Rhino’s 
choice. 

No validation is needed for “Doo Wop’s 
Golden Age (1957-1959),” which kicks 
into gear with the Silhouettes’ “Get a Job” 
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(the song that gave Sha Na Na their 
name) and never looks back. It would be 
hard to find this much gold on any single 
pop CD, from the Monotones’ “Book of 
Love” to the Danleers’ “One Summer 
Night,” the Imperials’ “Tears on My Pil- 
low” (with Little Anthony), the Videos’ 
“Trickle, Trickle,” “16 Candles,” the Ge- 
nies’ “Who’s That Knocking” — there’s 
not a weak moment in the 25-track bunch. 
Doo-wop’s golden age was also the begin- 
ning of its white age. The Mello-Kings 
“Tonite, Tonite” had hit the Top 100 in 
1957, but it was the Bronx’s Dion & the 
Belmonts who put white doo-wop on the 
map in 1958 with “I Wonder Why,” Carlo 
Mastrangelo’s bass machine-gunning 
those opening syllables as if it were the St. 
Valentine’s Day massacre. Soon afterward 
Staten Island’s Elegants, with lead singer 
Vito Picone, took doo-wop to the top of 
the charts with “Little Star,” basic tune 
courtesy of Mozart, nursery-rhyme words 
as old as time. 

The revelation here, though, is two 
songs by the Students, whose lead singer, 
16-year-old Leroy King, is a Frankie Ly- 
mon sound-alike. His falsetto shows as- 
tonishing presence and personality in “I’m 
So Young,” whose closing stanza speaks 
for all of doo-wop: “Pretty soon now/TI’ll 
go to sea/Then my baby/Will have seen 
the last of me/So young/Can’t marry no 
one.” “Everyday of the Week” is the pre- 
cursor of the Dovells’ “Bristol Stomp”; 
even allowing for their tiny label, it’s hard 
to believe these two didn’t hit the pop 
charts. King’s career, like Lymon’s, ended 
in tragedy. Lymon died in 1968 of a hero- 
in overdose; King was institutionalized 
and apparently never came out. 

“The Doo Wop Revival (1959-1987),” 
Rhino’s final volume, shows the form 
struggling to recapture the relative inno- 
cence of the 50s. The Marcels gave pop a 
much-needed injection of energy early in 
1961 (its immediate predecessors at the 
top of the Billboard chart included 
Lawrence Welk’s “Calcutta” and Burt 
Kaempfert’s “Wonderland by Night”); you 
can see how New York DJ Murray the K 
might have played it 26 times in a row. But 
the other centerpiece, the Capris’ ineffable 
“There’s a Moon Out Tonight,” sounds 
vintage 1958 — and is, that’s when it was 
originally recorded. 

There are more gems here: the Jive 
Five’s “My True Story,” the Quotations’ 
“Imagination” (Jewish doo-wop from 
Brooklyn — bonus points to Rhino for re- 
membering this one), the Earls’ “Remem- 
ber Then,” Randy & the Rainbows’ 
“Denise.” Yet we also see doo-wop falling 
into mannerism (the Imperials’ “Shimmy, 
Shimmy, Ko-Ko-Pop”) and even outright 
parody (your first listen to Vito & the 
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Salutations’ triple-time “Unchained 
Melody” is apt to be your last). This final 
disc ends with a modest bang, the Crests’ 
Johnny Maestro fronting his new group, 
the Brooklyn Bridge, in a live version of 
“My Juanita,” for which he claims he:still 
has his $17.50 royalty check. 

Any anthology raises questions as to 
what’s in and what’s not; in his introduc- 
tion compiler Bob Hyde admits that “when 
I think of what we chose to leave off, par- 
ticularly knowing there might not be a se- 
quel box, my stomach twists into knots.” 
He explains that some songs — notably 
the Rays’ “Silhouettes” and the 4 Seasons’ 
“Sherry” and “Big Girls Don’t Cry” — are 
missing for contractual reasons. Unex- 
plained, however, are such early-’60s ab- 
sentees as the Statues’ “Blue Velvet” (for- 
get the Bobby Vinton remake), the Safaris’ 
“Image of a Girl,” the Majors’ “A Won- 
derful Dream,” the Paradons’ “Diamonds 
and Pearls,” the Duprees’ “You Belong to 
Me” and “My Own True Love,” the 
Jarmels’ “A Little Bit of Soap,” and Jay 
and the Americans’ “She Cried” — any of 
which would have strengthened the fourth 
CD. 

More room might have been found for 
groups with girl singers. The Chantels’ 
“Maybe” and the Skyliners’ “Since I Don’t 
Have You” made it, but not the Teddy 
Bears’ “To Know Him Is To Love Him” 
(with Phil Spector, no less, singing back- 
up), Rosie and the Originals’ “Angel 
Baby” (even though the Originals don’t 
sing, I bet it was considered doo-wop 
when it came out), Kathy Young & the In- 
nocents “A Thousand Stars,” the Fleet- 
woods’ “Come Softly to Me” and “Mr. 
Blue” (Billboard number ones), or the 
Shirelles’ “Will You Love Me Tomorrow?” 
(another Billboard number one). And what 
looks like a self-imposed limit of two 
songs per group has deprived us of the 
Imperials’ “Two Kinds of People” and 
Dion & the Belmonts’ “That’s My Desire,” 
where the falsetto singing reaches new 
heights. 

The Doo Wop Box is accompanied by a 
generous 80-page booklet that includes 
essays by Hyde, historian and compiler 
Billy Vera, writer David Hinckley, compil- 
er Wayne Stierle, and record-store owner 
Donn Fileti; “Significant Events in Doo 
Wop History”; annotation for each track; 
“The Doo Wop Quiz” (don’t miss this); 
and a bibliography. There’s no wasted 
space here, and yet the annotation only 
scratches the surface (you’ll have to look 
elsewhere to learn that Dion & the Bel- 
monts’ original groups, the Fordham Dag- 
gers and the Imperial Hoods, weren’t 
singing aggregations). Obviously it’s time 
for Mr. Hyde to start thinking about that 
sequel.

‘Luscious Jackson do it 
with Natural Ingredients

thought I was the first one to say 
‘duh,’ ” Luscious Jackson’s Kate 
Schellenbach claims. But bandmate 
Gabby Glaser insists it was she who 
inherited the utterance when Kelley 
Deal slapped her mockingly upside the head. 

Don’t let the girlish repartee, baggy 
jeans, and Beastie Girls label fool you. 
Luscious Jackson’s Natural Ingredients 
(Capitol), the impressive, crafty follow-up 
to the thrown-together fun of 1992’s In 
Search of Manny, mixes hip-hop with ev- 
erything from punk to salsa, a musical 
smorgasbord loaded with the lyrical poetry 
slam of Glaser and bassist Jill Cuniff. 

“Our approach is to mix up all different 
kinds of music, all the things that we listen 
to,” says Schellenbach. “We joke — 
‘Okay, we’re a melange or a cornucopia.’ I 
think that there’s elements of the Slits and 

















early hip-hop and even things like Joni 
Mitchell.” 

When rap, ska, and post-punk exploded 
onto the New York club scene in the early 
’80s, the pubescent Luscious.gals charmed 
bouncers into allowing them to be a part 
of it. “We just saw so many great bands, 
and met really interesting people 10 years 
older than us,” Glaser recalls. She and her 
pals were weaned on the turn-of-the- 
decade scene of the Mudd Club and 
Danceteria, shows by the Bad Brains, and 
riot grrrl progenitors like X-Ray Spex, the 
Slits, and the Raincoats. “I was so jaded. 
By the time I was 17 years old and work- 
ing in a clothing store uptown, me and my 
friend Diana were just like, “Wow, every- 
thing is so boring now.’ ” 

Glaser and Cuniff created a studio pro- 
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ject that became Jn Search of Manny. Bud- 
dy Mike D offered them an opening slot 
on a Beasties show and a contract with his 
newly formed Grand Royal label. Glaser 
and Cuniff enlisted former B Boys drum- 
mer Schellenbach and pianist Vivian Trim- 
ble, and Luscious Jackson were born. 
Manny’s success — and its radio hit, “Life 
of Leisure” — brought critical victory and 
a tour with the Breeders. 

Relative to much of the current riot grrrl 
crop, not to mention raw screamers like 
Courtney Love, Luscious Jackson’s femi- 
nism is philosophical, and it’s 
laced with humor. On Manny’s 
“Keep On Rockin’ It,” when 
Glaser confidently announces, 
“My wealth is my brain, my jew- 
els my eggs,” she’s celebrating 
her femininity rather than acting 
out victimhood or riot grrrl 
rage. Even Natural Ingredients’ 
male-bashing “Surprise” is leav- 
ened by the cool confidence of 
their singing and the pure funk 
of the instrumentation. 

Their basic philosophy, ac- 
cording to Glaser, is live and let 
live. That’s the Luscious POV: 
take it, leave it, or just ride the 
groove. Perhaps Cuniff’s fascina- 
tion with goddess religions is re- 
sponsible for the spiritual buoy- 
ancy reflected in each song. Al- 
though Glaser refers to Cuniff’s 
religious interests as “Jill’s thing,” 
she welcomes the feminist label. 
“It all depends on what your ex- 
planation of a feminist is,” she 
points out. “I think a feminist is 
just a woman who knows what 
she wants and does it.” 





New wavers 


Tsunami are determined to 
flow outside the mainstream

verybody complains about 
the state of rock radio, but 
not many bands do anything 
about it. Happy Mondays hit 
town, steal twice their weight 
in airplay, make all the ’zines, then crash 
down hard when Madchester’s bubble 
bursts. It’s all too easy for a band to follow 
a trend, ride its wave, then disappear in a 
cloud of their own hype. Tsunami have big- 
ger plans for the music industry. With two 
well-received albums under their collective 
belt — 1992’s Deep End and this year’s 
The Heart’s Tremolo (both on their Simple 
Machines label) — the foursome from Ar- 
lington, Virginia, are set for success, but on 
their terms. 

An oddity among modern indie rockers, 
Tsunami, who recently played the Middle 
East and who'll do an 18-plus show at 
Bowlers in Worcester next Thursday, are a 
punk combo who record slow, quiet, lyric- 





| heavy tunes — a political quartet who 








don’t draw distinctions between personal 
and public affairs. Nowhere has the band’s 
sonic splendor been so evident than on 
their new album. Deep End was character- 
ized by a scattershot attack of jittery per- 
cussion and hook-laden guitars; Tremolo is 
darker, more complex, and more focused. 
A lot has been made of Tsunami’s transi- 
tion from pop to pomp. After reading a 
number of reviews and checking out a de- 
bate about the two albums on America On- 
line’s alternative-rock forum, lead singer 
and guitarist Jenny Toomey confesses her- 


| self bemused by all the hoopla. “The 
| Heart’s Tremolo might be a step more seri- 
| ous and sadder, but the songs on the two 


albums aren’t distant cousins, they’re kiss- 
ing cousins,” she says from Simple Ma- 
chines’ Arlington headquarters. 
Engineered by Spiderland knob twirler 
Brian Paulson, Tremolo shows the band 
stretching out, mixing bass-driven melodies 
(“Fast Food Medicine”) and lurching math 
rock (“Slaw”) with their trademark rough 
guitars and the rich harmonies of Toomey 
and guitarist, Kristin Thomson. “The song 
structures on the first album were more 
simple, and we were mining more of a pop 
vein,” Toomey explains. “We weren’t nec- 
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And the feminism is no more or less a 
part of the band’s music than their idiosyn- 
cratic vision of New York City life. Club- 
hopping nights combined with the chaos, 
excitement, and poetry of the city inform 
Natural’s first single, “Citysong,” a bass- 
driven, hooded-sweat-shirt-wearin’ stroll 
through New York lead by Glaser, whose 
sultry voice lulls the horn honking noise — 
“There’s no place like home/Stone 
alone/In the city of bastard roots.” 

Natural Ingredients’ best moments are 
the sneaky harmonies between Glaser’s 
alto and Cuniff’s girlish soprano, moments 
laced with Trimble’s dripping keyboard 
riffs and Schellenbach’s funky percussion. 
In “Strongman,” where Cuniff challenges 
the male species not only to stand by their 
women but also to respect women’s earth- 
ly goddessness, a flute-infested verse is 
juxtaposed with Glaser’s hearty voice and 
Trimble’s empowering piano chord pro- 
gression. A swirling whammy guitar and 
conga/bongo percussion produce “Energy 
Sucker,” which has Cuniff growling, “Hey 
energy sucker/I’m a goddess/Not your 
mother.” The Latino bass of “Find Your

Mind” crawls up Schellenbach’s erratic 
percussion. That’s followed by “Pele 


Merengue,” with its combo Latino riff and 
high-pitched Missing Persons—style har- 
monies. 

Vivian Trimble, the CD’s instrumental 
star, gently glides us into “Rollin’ ” with

Toomey, who founded the band with 
Thomson, bassist Andrew Webster, and 
drummer John Pamer about four years 
ago, anticipated a negative reaction to 
Tremolo’s more serious and complex 
sound. On “Cowed by the Bla Bla,” one of 
the new album’s standout tracks, she 
sings: “They brought her to the adjective 
altar/Dressed her up in the words that no 
one is willing to spell/She is the new 
height of some critic’s devotion/Extreme 
claims beyond tomorrow’s retract.” She 
credits the lyrics to her own concerns 
about the band’s media image. “I knew 
that some of the people who liked Deep 
End liked it for what I thought were the 
wrong reasons, and I knew that the second 
album wouldn’t fall into that same vein. I 
was waiting for the backlash.” 

Yet reviews from critics and the record- 
buying public have been mostly positive. 
Several writers have gone so far as to peg 
the band as the next big thing, but Toomey 
is keeping her feet on the ground. “I think

the trend right now is to make something 
happen when it’s not really happening. 
There’s no patience. Guided by Voices 
have been recording for about 12 years, 
and Scrawl has been together for nine 
years, and they’ve only recently gotten 
recognition. If all you’re doing music for is 
for the media attention, then you’re not do- 
ing it for the right reasons.” 

Because of this fierce independence and 
the band’s DIY ethic, some listeners have 
lumped Tsunami in with the riot grrrl 
movement — even though half the band is 
male. In truth, Tsunami’s complex, moody 
sound owes more to the sonic craftsman- 
ship of My Dad Is Dead or American Mu- 
sic Club than the howling punk of most gr- 
rrl acts. “We have two women in the band,” 
Toomey points out. “We’re obviously out- 
spoken, we’re feminists, we run our own 
label, we do our own press, we book our 
own tours. 

“We are doing a lot of things that riot gr- 
rrl was encouraging younger girls to do,

wanting to publish, record, and release 
their own music. 

Toomey says she’s even considering a 
solo album. “I have no idea how long we'll 
be doing this. As long as it’s fun, I'll keep 
on with it. And I know I'll be writing songs 
and lyrics for rest of my life.” J

JIMMY SMITH: 
MASTER OF THE B-3 


Jimmy Smith and his Hammond B-3 
organ burst into the Blue Note 
Records stable and instant popularity 
in 1956. The novelty of the B-3 and 
its huge, enveloping sound certainly 
contributed to his notoriety. Smith, 
who had spent a year learning the in- 
strument in an empty Philadelphia 
warehouse, took the new technology, 
developed a new technique suited ex- 
pressly to it, and in the process in- 
vented the modern jazz organ combo. 
He became that rarest of artists: the 
innovator with wide popular appeal. 

The Complete February 1957 Jim- 
my Smith Blue Note Sessions (Mosa- 
ic) captures the first encounters be- 
tween Smith and three of his greatest 
collaborators — guitarist Kenny Bur- 
rell, drummer Art Blakey, and alto- 
saxophonist Lou Donaldson, as well 
as some unusual solo and duet exper- 
iments. Best of all, it shows Smith, 
one of the most exciting players in 
jazz history, in peak form. 

Smith’s unabashed love of a strong 
beat, plus the clarity and force of even 
his fastest and most complex lines, 
made his music readily accessible. 
Even as he burned through some daz- 
zling right-hand run punctuated with 
left-hand chords, he’d be pumping 
out bass lines on the Hammond’s foot 
pedals, perhaps the most remarkable 
aspect of his already stunning tech- 
nique and a signature of his style. Not 
just one-note drones but walking 
lines, too. And not just at slow tem- 
pos. He also manipulated the sound 
of the instrument with rarely equaled 
imagination, combining stops for 
some truly arresting and unusual tim- 
bres. This was both physically and in- 
tellectually demanding work, and the 
box’s cover photo of Smith’s contort- 
ed face and flying fingers says it all: 
he’s a man in hard-bop ecstasy. 

The Mosaic box offers three ses- 
sions — two informal jams and a 
working-band date, both featuring 
blues and standards. The highlight of 
the first day, essentially a Jazz Mes- 
sengers date with organ, is the instant 
rapport struck among Smith, Donald- 
son, and Blakey. Tenor saxophonist 
Hank Mobley plays well, but his pur- 
posely erratic and ornate lines don’t 
really jell with the Smith groove, and 
trumpeter Donald Byrd contributes 
little of note. Blakey and Donaldson, 
however, clearly feel they’ve found a 


long-lost brother. A vivid “Funk’s 
Oats” finds Donaldson mixing lean, 
clean Charlie Parker—inspired runs 
with fat, dirty blues riffs. Smith alter- 
nates long rolling swells with short, 
choppy wavelets in one of his most in- 
ventively varied solos of the day. 
Sparks really fly when Burrell re- 
places regular Smith guitarist Eddie 
McFadden on several tracks with 
Donaldson and Blakey on day two. 
“Billie’s Bounce” is a masterpiece of 
hard bop’s impatient joy, with every 
note played by the rhythm team but- 
tressing the merciless groove. And in 
the face of Blakey’s rock-slide tom- 
tom fills and mushroom-cloud cym- 
bal crashes, Donaldson remains un- 
perturbed, coolly uncoiling a soulful 
blues-soaked solo. “Yardbird Suite” 
features Smith’s best playing of the 
dates, every superbly paced and bal- 
anced chorus offering something 
fresh — sizzling fast runs played off 
against wailing held notes and bright 
chords, baroque rhythmic twists off- 
setting funky riffs. In its unaffected 
pairing of intelligence and pure phys- 
ical thrills, this is popular jazz that 
never plays down to its audience. 
Two unaccompanied solos provide 
the most provocative playing of the 
three-day marathon’ On “The Fight,” 
in a solo Sun Ra might have admired, 
Smith free-associates from one tempo 
to another, stretches harmony, and 
fiddles with dynamics and timbre. 
“The Duel,” a duet with Blakey, is 
similarly unpredictable and circuitous. 
Today, jazz organ is enjoying its 
first creative renaissance since Larry 
Young’s modal and free-jazz exploits 
of the late "60s. But as these sessions 
show, players like John Medeski, Dan 
Walls, and Jeff Palmer have a lot to 
live up to. Smith’s boundless drive, his 
control of the instrument’s sound and 
dynamics, and his openness to experi- 
mentation are just as emotionally and 
musically satisfying — and impressive 
— now as they were in 1957.

SHAWN COLVIN: 
UNDERCOVER 


For all its emphasis on self-examina- 
tion and intimate confessions, folk, as 
it’s commonly performed these days, 


may be the most repressive of all pop 
genres. It’s perfectly acceptable to ad- 
dress pain and suffering in a folk song 
— just don’t be too loud about it. 
Maybe that’s why Shawn Colvin has 
never fit all that comfortably into the 
role of folkie hero. Her marvelous 
1992 Fat City was folk with teeth, and 
with guts; her fearlessness, both as a 
singer and a songwriter, made the al- 
bum feel loud even when it wasn’t. 

But Colvin’s latest, Cover Girl 
(Columbia), is just too quiet, both lit- 
erally and figuratively. The album is 
her way of paying tribute to song- 
writers she loves, among them Bob 
Dylan, Jimmy Webb, and Robbie 
Robertson. Some of these numbers 
were taped from live performances; 
others were recorded in the studio 
with guests that include Jim Keltner, 
Benmont Tench, and Mary-Chapin 
Carpenter. And she’s just approach- 
ing the material with too much rever- 
ence. She doesn’t interpret these 
songs as much as lay them out for 
show, calling attention to their crafts- 
manship without ever finding a way 
to make them truly hers. When she 
does bring something new, she 
doesn’t always show the best judg- 
ment. She tries to turn the Police’s 
“Every Little Thing (He) Does Is 
Magic” into a stylish, jazzy little ditty 
— she keeps clipping her words 
short and snapping them out. It 
comes off strained, affected, and 
falsely cheery. 

And though Colvin’s voice — 
halfway between earthy and refined, 
like polished granite — is as lovely as 
ever, it can sound precious here. Her 
readings of Tom Waits’s “(Looking 
for) The Heart of Saturday Night” 
and Steve Earle’s “Someday” are re- 
spectful, but they never catch fire. 
Waits’s song in particular, about a 
woman who’s just dying to bust loose 
(“Now you combed your hair, shaved 
your legs, tryin’ to wipe out every 
trace of all the other days of the 
week”) is much too twee — Colvin 
sings it with a twinkle in her eye, 
when the heart of Saturday night 
ought to rock. It’s the sort of song 
she should understand inside and 
out. Why didn’t she turn it into a wild 
and crazy joyride and just drive the 
hell out of it? Overall, Cover Girl is a 
pretty enough album, but we already 
know how good Colvin’s intentions 
are. Next time out, she should just let 
“em rip.

Midwest Creole? 


Steve Ferguson creates 
a new tradition for R&B 


by Jake Guralnick 


teve Ferguson’s music is 

so original, it even comes 

replete with its own 

mythology. But the one- 

time NRBQ guitarist (it 
was he who, along with fellow Louisville 
native Terry Adams, founded the ’Q) has 
delved deeply enough into the oft-charted 
waters of rhythm and blues that what 
sounds completely strange is also utterly 
familiar. 

The mythology even helps explain it. His 
Midwest Creole Ensemble is named for the 
river culture of the Ohio Falls area — to 
Ferguson that means the black music he 
heard growing up, the Irish music of his 
heritage, and the local cuisine (including 
“jack salmon and derby sauce,” the local 
delicacy that is the name of his album on 
Schoolkids Records). “Most people tend to 
think of bluegrass when they think of Ken- 
tucky,” he explains, “but Louisville is a 
whole different environment. It’s a river 
town.” He compares it to New Orleans, 
where French and African-American cul- 
ture intertwined — but here it’s the 
Scotch-Irish Celtic tradition that took hold. 
“If you go looking for this, you’re not go- 
ing to find it,” he adds. His firm belief in 
the Midwest Creole concept (there’s even a 
legend about a Welsh prince journeying up 
the Mississippi in the 11th century and in- 
termarrying with the local Indians) has 
drawn him some fire from one local histo- 
rian — and support from many others. 

A few minutes of listening to him makes 
it clear that Ferguson has immersed him- 
self in the history and culture of the re- 
gion, just as he immersed himself in 
rhythm and blues growing up. He cites the 
gospel-drenched playing of Ohio guitar 
heroes Lonnie Mack and Robert Ward, as 
well as the racially mixed soul bands of 
Memphis and Muscle Shoals. Ferguson’s 
guitar playing straddles the line between 
blues and country — as he’s fond of say- 
ing, he plays with the right hand of a 
country player (as he snaps the strings of 
his Telecaster) but fingers blues scales and 
chords with his left — and is full of the 
descending, stuttering bends that ’60s stu- 
dio ace Reggie Young laid down on Joe 
Tex’s “Skinny Legs and All” — “I guess 
you could say that my style takes that gui- 
tar break to its most extreme extension.” 
The string popping is peppered with soul- 
ful double stops and chords that draw 
from R&B and gospel. His vocals are 
equally reluctant to pause on a note, slip- 
ping and sliding soulfully around the 
melody and beat. 


Jack Salmon and Derby Sauce kicks off 
with a brisk rockabilly beat and some 
snarling guitar as Ferguson rips into “Hot 
Walker Blues,” the tale of a racetrack 
horse walker. “I had a friend who walked 
horses at the track. I used to cut school 
and go out there and listen to James 
Brown Live at the Apollo.” He touches on 
soul ballads (“Soul Waltz”), breezy sweet 
soul (“Okie McDokie”), and 12-bar blues 
(“I Stand Accused”). Midwest Creole in- 
corporates the rolling rhythms and sing- 
song melodies usually associated with New 
Orleans (Ferguson is quick to claim them 
for the entire Mississippi River) and famil- 
iar to bands around the country that 
sprung up in the ’80s zydecajun-N’Or- 
leans craze. But just when you think he 
might be drifting along in a bar-band R&B 
groove, some strange twist will enter the 
picture — a string part, a Dixieland horn 
chart, or the sounds of the Omnichord, 
at one point the only instrument Fer- 
guson owned. 

“I didn’t have a guitar and amp for a 
couple of years. All I had was the little 
plastic Japanese instrument called the Om- 
nichord. It’s got chord buttons and an alu- 
minum strip that you rub like a harp. 
When I figured out how to bend the 
chords, I got a pedal-steel sound — bend- | 
ing the five chord up to the one.” Most in- 
teresting are the ways in which these ele- 
ments work against each other — a song 
like “We Be Go” mixes gospel vocals, a 
Celtic instrumental tag, and a New Or- 
leans parade rhythm into an irresist- 
ible stew. 

Jack Salmon’s nine tracks (plus a snip- 
pet of Ferguson teaching the sing-along ti- 
tle track to the band, and a blistering nine- 
minute version of the Bo Diddley—-esque | 
funk stomp “Hi Di Ho” recorded live on 
Mountain Stage) portray the evolution of 
a style. Ferguson is hard at work recording | 
a follow-up, which he promises will be | 
“more inner-city” and will feature guest 
shots by Terry Adams and former Chuck 
Berry sideman Johnnie Johnson (whose 
Adams—produced Elektra album featured 
Ferguson on seven cuts). 

Which leaves one final question: just 
what is jack salmon? “It’s a member of 
the pike family, like a walleye. There’s 
loads of them around the Ohio Falls. 
When I was 15 or 16, I used to sneak 
into the black clubs and sit in — after a 
gig — and then we’d all eat jack salmon 
fried up with loads of hot pepper in the 
batter.” QO

Jay Geils/Magic Dick tackle the classics

or a group who started 

as a relatively low-pro- 

file, low-pressure pro- 

ject, the Jay Geils/Mag- 

ic Dick band Bluestime 
have had a lot to prove. On one hand, 
there are still a lot of J. Geils Band 
fans out there who want their memo- 
ries rekindled, particularly since this 
group beat ex-bandmate Peter Wolf 
back to the clubs. by about a year. On 
the other, Bluestime is a tricky name 
to live up to: nothing can be more te- 
dious than an arena-rocker trying to 
get back to roots (does the name 
Gary Moore ring a bell?). And play- 
ing in a blues-influenced rock-and- 
roll band is still different from playing 
the stuff straight-up. 

By most accounts, the initial gigs 
two years ago were rocky ones, espe- 
cially for blues aficionados who heard 
a lack of authority in Magic Dick’s 
vocals and a general heavy-handed- 
ness in their playing. I caught up with 
the band six months later at the 
House of Blues, and what I heard 
wasn’t bad — but it wasn’t necessari- 
ly a blues band either. What they re- 
ally played that night was boogie, a 
style I'd define as blues/rock played 
with great sincerity but a total lack of 
finesse, and popularized in the ’70s 
by the likes of Foghat, Ten Years Af- 
ter, Savoy Brown, and yeah, the J. 
Geils Band. 

By that standard Bluestime sound- 
ed fine. When you’re out to boogie, 
there’s no such thing as too many 
guitar solos, and it’s always hard to 
resist a live version of “Whammer 
Jammer” (Magic Dick’s old harp 
showpiece, the only Geils Band song 
left in their repertoire). Still, that gig 
didn’t leave me particularly hungry 
for an album; it sounded like club 


music that you wouldn’t need to play 
at home. Besides, Dick’s vocals 
amounted to a good reminder of why 
Wolf got hired in the first place. 

Bluestime is set for release on 
Rounder this week, and it’s a pleas- 
ant surprise. Geils and Dick find 
their ex-rocker instincts are still in- 
tact, but now they’re delivering on 
initial promises that Bluestime would 
be a jazz-influenced band who’d 
know how to swing. So the sound 
takes on a lightness it doesn’t always 
have at club gigs, with the rhythm 
section shuffling more often than it 
pounds (drummer Steve Ramsay uses 
brushes on a few tracks, Michael 
“Mudcat” Ward favors acoustic bass 
over electric). Geils’s guitar leads 
have some newfound fluidity to show 
off — which doesn’t mean he won’t 
pull a barnstormer (like the slide solo 
in Muddy Waters’ “Iodine in My 
Coffee”) when the mood strikes. Al- 
though Dick’s playing remains flashy 
as all get-up, there’s control here too. 
The harp instrumental “Full Court 
Press” is this album’s answer to 
“Whammer Jammer”; instead of 
turning it into a pyrotechnics display 
he stays within the melody and car- 
ries it to parts unknown. 

Most improved is Dick’s singing. 
He still doesn’t have the world’s 
greatest pipes, but he’s learning to get 
by, and he’s developing the personali- 
ty (if not the range) of a good front- 
man. He handles the upbeat and com- 
ic numbers with a likable swagger 
(the original tune, “Coolest Cat’in this 
Car,” has a nice self-referential punch 
line), and even the ballad intro on the 
Waters tune “Stuff You Gotta Watch” 
comes off credibly. No, you won’t see 
Bluestime for the sake of the vocals, 
but Dick’s getting there — at the very 
least, his vocals are nowhere near as 
deadly as the ones (by various band 
members) on the one Wolf-less Geils 


Band album, You’re Gettin’ Even 
While I’m Gettin’ Odd. 

Reached by phone, Dick says he’s 
serious about being a lead singer, to 
the point that he’s avoiding booze to 
keep his voice in shape. “Yeah, if 
you're a singer, your instrument 
changes from day to day, so you’ve 
got to clean up your act.” (“More or 
less,” adds Geils from a separate 
phone line.) “It’s a decision I com- 
mitted to when we formed this band: 
that learning to be a singer would 
make me a better musician. It makes 
you focus on a lot of factors concern- 
ing sound, the lyrical content of the 
tunes, and communication in general. 
With the idols that I’ve patterned my- 
self after, such as Little Walter and 
Sonny Boy Williamson, there’s a con- 
nection between their singing and 
playing. There’s a continuity, where 
they’ll sing a phrase and then play a 
complementary phrase on the harp, 
and it’s all of one piece.” 

Both leaders admit that the band 
had to do a lot of growing since the 
first gigs. “That comes from the fact 
that we’re really a new band, and it 
takes a while for it to develop organi- 
cally,” says Geils — who’s now offi- 
cially known as Jay (not J.) Geils, after 
using his real first name, Jerome, for 
the last couple of years. “What you 
hear on the album is the conception 
we were going for since the beginning. 
It takes a while for everyone to learn 
to play together. Also, in the studio 
you don’t have to rock everything up 
as much as you do in a club.” 

That original concept had a lot to | 
do with Dick and Geils being rabid 
blues fans and collectors — their 
musicology goes beyond covering ob- 
vious standards or borrowing familiar 
licks. “Pontiac Blues” is their version 
of what might have happened if 
Charlie Christian had sat in with 
Sonny Boy Williamson. Dick points 
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| out that his first solo quotes Illinois 
| Jacquet’s “Flying Home” solo, and that he 


also quotes Charlie Parker’s “Cool Blues”

“I don’t have in- 
tentions of entering the rock field with 
Bluestime. But the music we’re playing is 
really the same thing that was half the 
roots of the Geils band — the other half 
being that Apollo Theater type of R&B. If 
you take the various aspects of rock and 
blues, the early versions of both are very 
close, and it’s important for audiences to 
be aware of that.”

Sonny Simmons finally 
comes in from the wings

Ito-saxophonist Sonny 

Simmons has jammed with 

Charlie Parker and sat in 

with Coltrane’s late sextet. 

He met Ornette Coleman 

| in the 50s in Los Angeles, recorded with 

Eric Dolphy and Sonny Rollins, and made 

substantial recordings himself. Yet he’s 

| lived in nearly total obscurity for most of 

| his career. “I was always the guy waiting 

| in the wings,” he says. “I was the guy 
| standing in the shadows.” 

Until now. With Ancient Ritual 
| (Qwest/Reprise), Sonny Simmons steps 
| out of the shadows with one of the year’s 
| best albums. His first major-label release is 
| a triumphant testimony to the most ne- 

glected jazz talent of the past 30 years. 

Simmons’s music is a brilliant and very 
| personal synthesis of the most important 
| developments in jazz since World War II, a 
| direct link between the bebop of Charlie 
| Parker and the explorations of Ornette 
| Coleman and John Coltrane. Combining 
| the vocal qualities of Coleman with the 
| sharp phrasing of Dolphy and Parker and 

the spiritual intensity of Coltrane, he 


wrenches it from the secret places where 
pain lies deeply buried and joy is unbearably 
keen. There are no superfluous notes or su- 
perficial feelings here; it’s the sound of a 
man baring his soul through his instrument. 

All but one of the album’s tunes, the bal- 
lad “Theme for Linda,” are taken at the 
same medium-fast tempo. But Simmons’s 
resourceful juggling of long twisting lines, 
short riffs, call-and-response patterns, and 
paraphrases of written material, combined 
with his wide spectrum of rich, saturated 
tone colors, prevents any monotony. 
“Reincarnation” mixes optimism and re- 
gret as deftly as it balances precisely artic- 
ulated linear phrases with finely shaded 
pure tones. On “The Other East,” “An- 
cient Ritual,” and “Sundown in Egypt” 
(on which he plays English horn), he 
proves his mastery of form in.extended 
improvisation, controlling tension and re- 
lease in solos with multiple emotional 
peaks. He’s ably backed by his son Zarak 
on drums and by bassist Charnett Moffett, 
who performs with both energy and focus. 

Simmons played tenor sax with the R&B 
bands of Lowell Fulson, Earl Bostic, and 
Charles Brown but gave it up at 17 after 
hearing Charlie Parker at the Oakland Au- 
ditorium with Jazz at the Philharmonic. “It

turned me around, changed my life,” he 
explains. “I said, ‘I will not play any more 
rhythm and blues for $10 a night in these 
funky joints.’ I devoted myself to practicing 
and going in the direction that Bird indi- 
cated with his music. Bird was then, and 
still is now for me, the father of the revolu- 
tion in music. I never have changed my di- 
rection since then, only progressed into a 
higher form of improvisation.” 

In the late 50s, Simmons had another 
formative encounter, this one with a young 
unknown named Ornette Coleman. “He 
was sounding great! But I was also going 
in that same direction, dealing with an in- 
tervallic trip — just taking a tone and cre- 
ating other tones from that first one, as 
opposed to a chordal expression. And 
when I heard Ornette, I thought, this guy’s 
beat me to the punch.”

In 1962, Simmons moved | 
to New York. “Things were 
happening all over the place. | 
didn’t always dig what the | 
cats were doing, because | 
some were playing a lot of | 
noise. I wanted to keep my | 
thing true to what it was; I 
stayed in my own vernacular.” 

Despite his best efforts, 
Simmons remained in the 
wings, scuffling for work and 
living in the lofts of new-mu- 
sic patrons. He made an un- 
released album with his friend 
and mentor Sonny Rollins, 
and two albums with Eric 
Dolphy, but he felt he needed 
to make an album of his own. 
The band he formed included | 
trumpeter Barbara Donald — 
“I had no qualms about a fe- 
male trumpet player as long 
as she could man her battle 
station.” They made the re- 
cently reissued Staying on the | 
Watch and Music from the | 
Spheres (both on ESP) and | 
an out-of-print masterpiece, 
Manhattan’ Egos, for | 
Arhoolie. Simmons and Don- | 
ald married and had Zarak; | 
subsequently they divorced. 

But the band worked little. | 
“There were so many great | 
players then, and there was only so much | 
space, so I was the guy who got pushed | 
out.” Stranded in California after a 1969 
engagement at Berkeley, and with a family 
to support, Simmons left jazz: “I was | 
shipwrecked.” After the 1971 Burning 
Spirits (Contemporary, also out of print), 
23 years of silence followed, broken 
only by a few poorly produced and dis- 
tributed recordings. 

At 61, Simmons may be down, but with 
this new CD, he’s certainly not out. “I’m 
not about to sell out and I’m not about to 
shrink away from what I believe in. You 
see, music is my religion. I believe in all 
the great artists who lived and died and 
fought for the greatest music in the 
world. And I will continue to be a soldier 
on the battlefield of this music and re- | 
main true to it.”

THE CUTTING EDGE OF ROCK 
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Harbor light 


Tony Bennett leaves his 
heart everywhere he sings

t doesn’t take long — maybe the 

space of a phrase or two — to find 

yourself enfolded, blissfully, in Tony 

Bennett’s big bear hug of a voice. 

Anyone who loves him will tell you 
that as a performer Bennett has real class, 
and that’s true. But as beautifully seasoned 
as his voice is, it’s also staunchly down-to- 
earth — there are traces of scruffy around 
the edges of its elegance. 

Bennett, with all his scuffed grace, 
turned in one terrific live performance at 
Harborlights last Friday, and if his fine 
MTV Unplugged recording (out on 
Columbia) is any indication, it must be 
that he just always puts on a sensational 
live show. Like all great performers, he’s 
energized by his audience. His first goal is 
to make sure the crowd has a good time, 
but it seems to be just as important to him 
to push himself — to make the reach for 
the difficult note seem as effortless as 
grabbing hold of the easy one, to pour all 
he’s got into a big finish for a song and 
make it seem like a crazy, spontaneous 
impulse. 

Part of the reason you know Bennett is 
working hard, even if you can’t see it, is 
that he chooses such fine sidemen. He be- 
gan working with Ralph Sharon in the late 
1950s — he credits Sharon with finding 
great songs for him to perform over the 
years; and though he never breaks a sweat, 
Sharon and his trio continually challenge 
him. Bennett is an unapologetic pop 
singer, and an amazing one; but Sharon, 
bassist Doug Richeson, and drummer 
Clayton Cameron are real jazz players, not 
easy-listening accompanists. Last Friday, 
you could hear them feeding Bennett 
phrases to bounce his own ideas off; in 
“The Girl I Love” (“The Man I Love” after 
the necessary gender adjustment) Sharon 
tucked miniature, understated spiraling 
lines between Bennett’s phrases. He wasn’t 
out to steal the singer’s thunder, but he’s 
no shrinking violet, either, and he knows 
how to enrich a song. 

If it’s obvious that Bennett loves work- 
ing with his trio, it certainly appears that 


| the trio love him right back, and it’s easy

to see why: he’s so charming without be- 
ing cloying, so salty. He favors big ges- 
tures — he reached full-steam on “Fly Me 
to the Moon” with arms outstretched, 
beckoning to the stars — and he seems so 
enthusiastic about facing an audience that 








you almost expect him to invite the whole 
bunch to sit down and eat a big plate of 
spaghetti with him. Before launching into 
“A Foggy Day,” he asked the audience to 
snap their fingers in time; once they got 
going, he paused a second to listen to the 
soft snap-snap rippling across the crowd 
and said, “Now that’s music!” It’s a stock 
phrase — you hear him say the same thing 
on the MTV Unplugged record — but he 
really does get a kick out of making the 
audience part of the song’s arrangement. 
It’s one way of acknowledging that if they 
weren’t there, he wouldn’t be either. 

Like any stylist worth his salt, Bennett 
owns every song he sings, from the big 
one that he made into a hit (“I Left My 
Heart in San Francisco”) to the lovely 
“When Joanna Loved Me.” “Joanna” 
could be dishearteningly melancholy 
(“When Joanna loved me, every town was 
Paris, every day was Sunday .. .”), but he 
doesn’t sing it that way. He’s breezy, al- 
most invincible-sounding, and at first it’s a 
little strange — isn’t he supposed to be all 
broken up? Then you lock into into what 
he’s doing. The mopy despair of the 
dashed love affair was most likely in full 
swing before the song started and no 
doubt will start up again after it’s over. But 
while the song is going on, while Bennett’s 
singing it, he’s grooving on the memory of 
Joanna’s love. For as long as the song 
lasts, it’s for real again — and he sings as 
if every town were Paris, as if every month 
were May, because until the song is over, 
he’s got to believe it. 

He isn’t consistently creative in perfor- 
mance — he doesn’t, for instance, have 
Sinatra’s knack for loopy phrasing (who 
could?). He tells the same jokes from 
show to show (you hear some of them on 
Unplugged, though the record is largely 
patter-free). And he’s fond of putting a 
big, glossy ending on many of his songs 
— through the years, that firestorm finish 
has become half stock Bennett cliché, half 
priceless Bennett trademark. 

But then, his voice can handle all that 
drama and handle it beautifully — so why 
shouldn’t he send a song out with a bang? 
Besides, each note he sings is true and in 
the pocket. You could call his style formu- 
laic. Or you could say he’s figured out 
how a magic carpet works and he’s going 
to fly on it for as long as he can. More 
power to him is all I can say. QO

Carter’s a young lion for sure, but 
his sax sound owes more to the 
modern gutbucket legacies of 
Rahsaan Roland Kirk, George 
Adams, and David Murray than to 
Coltrane’s exercise-book progeny. 
That means speed and bottomless 
lungs, but also funky squawks and 
squalls. Neither is Carter afraid to 
break the laws of the new tradi- 
tionalism by going outside the 
chord changes or dancing off into 
free time with his rhythm section 
when the tune calls for it. 

But there’s detail as well as 
bluster in his playing. Listen to the 
way that, on “Sophisticated Lady,” 
his baritone maintains its balance 
from the deepest lows to the most 
clarion highs. He takes unexpect- 
ed turns not only with his phrases 
but with individual notes — finish- 
ing them with trills or slurs, or just 
setting them free like balloons to 
watch where they'll float. In addi- 
tion to strong originals, he choos- 
es covers well: there’s Ellington 


| but also Don Byas (“Worried and 


Blues”), Sun Ra (“Hour of Parting 
Sun”), and John Hardee 


(“Lunatic”). The rhythm section 


includes pianist Craig Taborn and 
Carter’s fellow Detroiters bassist 
Jaribu Shahid and drummer Tani 
Tabbal.

*&*x* Rudy Linka, LIVE IT UP 
(Timeless). Rudy Linka belongs to 
the dry-martini school of jazz gui- 
tar: smooth going down, but with a 
definite kick. This collection of six 
pensive originals, three standards, 
and two spontaneous improvs was 
produced by John Abercrombie, 
and indeed Linka’s style bears a 
few similarities to Abercrombie’s. 
Whether on acoustic, electric or 
breathy guitar-synth, he plays with 
thoughtfulness and an understated 
elegance that sometimes belies 
his formidable technique. His take 
on “! Wish | Knew” features 
dreamy chord fills over the main 
melody and then switches to an 
impish solo constructed from two 
or three succinct phrases. 

Every tune here sparkles with 
such cerebral wit. Linka’s band- 
mates —-pianist Gil Goldstein, 
bassist Mike Formanek, drummer 
Adam Nussbaum — are just as 
playful, and they’re naturals at 
matching his moods. The two 
jams, “Live It Up I" and “Live It Up 
11,” demonstrate terrific group

* 1/2 Sir Mix-a-Lot, CHIEF BOOT 
KNOCKA (Rhyme Cartel/ Ameri- 
can). “Baby Got Back” was one 
small leer for mankind, one giant 
career boost for Sir Mix-a-Lot. 
That 1992 freak hit allowed this 
lightweight Seattle rapper to drop 
his struggle for full-blown identity 
and accept the simpler task of liv- 
ing up to his rep as one of the 
most salacious rappers to hit the 
Top 40. 

In some ways, this new album 
stakes his claim to this tiny turf 
with originality.

Festival in Owensboro, Kentucky, 
is a mantra to Bill Monroe, the 
grand old man of mandolin. It 
starts with a chilling rendition of 
“Gather at the River,” played by 
Peter Rowan and accompanied 
by the incomparable twang of 
Hazel Dickens (which folds you 
into the misty, foriorn world of 
bluegrass even if you have no 
interest in the subject). From there 
it wanders the corridors of 
Owensboro in search of all 
shades of bluegrass. Mugge 
shows us that — despite rumors 
of the music’s decline and its lack 
of one sure successor to Monroe 
— there’s a bushelful of extraordi- 
narily talented musicians who can 
carry on the tradition very nicely, 
including Del McCoury, Tim 
O’Brien, and the Johnson 
Mountain Boys. But this film rais- 
es one nagging question: where 
were all the powerful, lyrical 
women players at the festival? 
Mugge’s version of bluegrass is 
performed only by stiff white men 
in suits.

**x%*GO FISH (1994). is Go Fish 
the movie that will make main- 
stream cinema safe for lesbian- 
ism? Everyone in the film’s coterie 
of Chicago women is out and well 
adjusted, thank you, and has 
moved on to the more pressing 
problem of finding Ms. Right, or at 
least Ms. Right Now. But do white 
homegirl Max (played by co- 
screenwriter Guinevere Turner), 
with her strategically pierced body 
parts, and crunchy hippie Ely 
(V.S. Brodie), with her 100 differ- 
ent kinds of decaffeinated tea, 
have anything in common? 
Director Rose Troche is aware of 
the conventions of her girl-meets- 
girl, girl-loses-girl, girl-gets-girl 
plot, but she tweaks them enough 
to keep them interesting.

Sean Penn directs but does not 
act in this adaptation of Bruce 
Springsteen’s song “Highway 
Patrolman.” David Morse is the 
cop, Viggo Mortensen is his no- 
good brother (he was antisocial 
before he went to Vietnam), and 
Sandy Dennis and Charles 
Bronson are their parents. Despite 
affecting work by the principals 
(notably, Patricia Arquette as 
Mortensen’s childlike girlfriend), 
the film sinks beneath the weight 
of a plodding, cliché-ridden story 
and leaden direction.

Robert Mugge’s docu- 
mentary focuses on the passing of 
the zydeco crown held by the late, 
great Clifton Chenier, with Boozoo 
Chavis and Beau Jocque filmed in 
a battle of the bands for zydeco’s 
supremacy. Characters abound: 
fierce musicians, gun-toting club 
owners, fast-talking DJs, loyal 
Louisiana sons, nervous wives.

Who knows what evil lurks in the 
hearts of men?

It’s based on 
the hoary radio show, and Alec 
Baldwin puts in a game perfor- 
mance as Lamont Cranston, a 
man with a bad conscience that 
goes way back — to the killing 
fields of Genghis Khan, in which 
he was one of the more energetic 
generals.

Soon the bus and the 
movie are going in circles — the 
former around the runways of 
LAX, the latter around hackneyed 
action thriller clichés.

***1/2 SUNDAY’S CHILDREN 
(1994). Written by Ingmar 
Bergman and confidently directed 
by his son Daniel, this is the most 
recent, and loveliest, attempt by 
the elder Bergman to delve into 
his family life, his relationship with 
his parents and their deaths. The 
film’s title comes from the super- 
stition that a child born on Sunday 
can see visions and apparitions, 
but the story — which centers on 
Pu, the little boy who would grow 
up to be Ingmar Bergman — finds 
the director coming to terms with 
real-life ghosts. Most especially 
that of his father, a stern Lutheran 
preacher (Thommy Berggren), 
also a Sunday’s child, whom Pu 
regards with equal parts wonder 
and fear.

**x*x*x THIRTY TWO SHORT 
FILMS ABOUT GLENN GOULD 
(1994). French-Canadian director 
Frangois Girard has accomplished 
a near-perfect evocation of Glenn 
Gould, the late keyboardist, poly- 
math, and legendary eccentric. 
Structured after Bach's Goldberg 
Variations, one of Gould's first 
and last recordings, this series of 
lapidary vignettes regards the 
forms of films and music with wry 
detachment and mirth, much as 
Gould regarded his work and 
thought. Each film is a perfect 
fragment with its own twist of mys- 
tery; yet it’s linked to its neigh- 
bors. The first is “Aria,” in which a 
tiny black spot on the horizon 
slowly nears the camera. It 
becomes Colm Feore, the 
Shakespearean actor who por- 
trays Gould; his voice is of the 
same crystalline timbre as Gould’s 
playing. At one point, the pianist 
dismisses his talents as good only 
for certain minutiae. That is the 
genius of both the film and the 
man: the ability to express the 
heartbreaking truth of the world in 
the minutiae of notes and images.

James Cameron fare is the best 
James Bond movie ever made — 
partly because there’s no James 
Bond in it, partly because the 
state-of-the-art special effects 
include Arnold Schwarzenegger 
dancing the tango in a tuxedo.

Tasker, the hulking, graceless 
Arnold is no less implausible than 
as the nerdy computer salesman 
that is his cover identity. Harry’s 
wife, Helen (Jamie Lee Curtis, 
who metamorphoses breathtak- 
ingly from mouse to fox), doesn’t 
know his true occupation; she 
takes up with a used-car sales- 
man (Bill Paxton) while Harry is 
trying to stop the Crimson Jihad, a 
fanatical Arab splinter group led 
by Art Malik and Tia Carrere.

The undersized, hypersensitive Israeli 
| pre-adolescent Aron Kleinfeld is the hero 
| of David Grossman’s new novel, set just 

before Israel’s 1967 Six Day War. A liter- 
| ary cousin to the youngster Momik of 
| Grossman’s previous novel, See Under: 
| Love, Aron, a child of survivors, yearns to 
| grasp the inscrutable world he inhabits. 
| But the lens through which he views the 
| world is a harsh and often distorting one. 
| For Aron, the simple act of peeling a pota- 
| to leads to phantasmagoric visions. A map 
| of Israel frightens him, as he imagines it 
| shrinking even more, “because of the re- 

cession,” or because its neighbors are 

“swelling up around it.” To top things off, 
| there is the worry that his “laugh center 


| has pooped out” on him, that his glands 


| are out of control, and that his soul, now 
| subservient to his body, “has to throw it- 
| self at it all the time and beg for attention, 
and the body just ignores it.” 

| An incessant worrier, Aron wonders if 
| God goofs up and has accidents, and wor- 
| ries about the spiritual cost of becoming 
| normal, adjusting somehow to the “phony 
| world,” where he would have to abandon 
| the mystical internal grammar that he feels 
| is the essence of his selfhood. 

| Interspersed among Aron’s bizarre neu- 
| roses, ceaseless introspection, and heartfelt 
| tribulations are a series of masterfully 
| etched scenes that burst with suppressed 
| eroticism and heartbreakingly odd hilarity. 
| Grossman’s depictions of the ties of family 
| are particularly astute. An uncle at Aron’s 
| bar mitzvah bursts the bounds of family 
| etiquette, screaming “through the lump of 
| anguish that stuck in everybody’s throat.” 
| Aron suspects there is something in his 
| home that “cramped his soul and stifled 
| him.” And it’s hard to disagree as we watch 
| his mother squeezing his pimples and pick- 
| ing his ear, all the while deriding him for 
| his smallness and immaturity; she appears 
| to “lock him into the future and dangle the 
| keys before his face.” Yet, behind this fami- 
| ly’s anxiety, betrayal, and half-truths, 
| Aron/Grossman discovers “a delicate 
| beauty, even compassion, because here ev- 
| eryone was a hostage in someone else’s 
| hands, at their mercy or their cruelty.”

Those X-radio airwaves fell hushed 
on the sage when Pancho Villa died. 


Grossman (author of The Smile of the 
Lamb, and two acclaimed journalistic ac- 
counts of Palestinians living in Israel, The 
Yellow Wind and Sleeping on a Wire) has a 
preternatural sensitivity to the confusing, 
traumatic world of children, with its teeter- 
ing insecurities, its innocence and opti- 
mism. In a recent interview in Jerusalem, 
Grossman reflected, “Everything I write 
about explores the sense of the fragility of 
normality, the sense that we are treading a 
very fragile surface in everything that we 
do, in all of our connections, even family 
connections.” In The Book of Intimate 
Grammar, Grossman penetrates the fragili- 
ty of the human heart — and the human 
comedy — with wisdom and poignancy.

PEACE ON EARTH, by Stanislaw Lem. 
Translated from the Polish by Elinor 
Ford with Michael Kandel. Harcourt, 
Brace and Company, 234 pages, $19.95. 

Stanislaw Lem, the Polish writer interna- 
tionally admired for his philosophical sci- 
ence fiction, has written a futuristic version 
of Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde with his latest 
delightful novel, Peace on Earth. One of 
Lem’s recurring characters, the unflappable 
travel writer Ijon Tichy, narrates despite a 
macabre handicap: while on a top-secret 
mission to the moon to check up on an 
arms race waged by super robots, he’s 
zapped by a weapon that slices his corpus 
callosum in half, separating the right side of 
his brain from his left. The right side of his 
body can’t always control the left, which 
seems to have developed a mischievous 
mind of its own: “I’m writing this . . . with 
great difficulty, typing with the right hand. 
The left I had to tie to the arm of the chair 
because it kept tearing the paper out of the 
machine. It wouldn’t listen to reason, and 
while I was immobilizing it, # punched me 
in the eye.” With his psyche skewered, 
Tichy’s normal emotions and robust sanity 
seem like pathetically fragile epiphenomena. 

Written in 1987, Peace on Earth shows 
no signs that Lem’s speculative fancy is 
slowing down as he hits his late 60s — his 
interest in long-term trends toward global 
destruction, his fascination with the inter- 
section of computer hardware and human 
software, and his pun-filled brand of farce 
are as vibrant as ever. After comically 
meditating on the metaphysics of identity 
(is Tichy now one, two, or three separate 
selves?), the novel adds some thrills by 
having our hero go on the run from the 
world’s intelligence agencies, all of which

want to find out what happened on the 
moon. Tichy can’t remember anything af- 
ter his brain is severed — the right half of 
his noggin lacks the use of language — 
but his inarticulate side might know some- 
thing that may or may not confirm fears 
that the killing machines, put on the moon 
to continue the arms race, are planning to 
wipe out humanity. Holed up in an asylum 
for dotty millionaires, Tichy has to get to 
the truth before he’s rubbed out by the 
various agents on his tail. 

Lem deals with a number of paradoxes, 
political as well as scientific, the most seri- 
ous being a frantic desire for national pro- 
tection, an aggression that computers en- 
hance to the point of self-destruction. His 
satire of the arms race may seem a bit dat- 
ed, but Peace on Earth’s sardonic jabs at 
man’s dark side keep the novel lively, par- 
ticularly since humanity is saved from its 
technological monsters in an ending imp- 
ishly reminiscent of the climax of H.G. 
Wells’s War of the Worlds. Like Wells, 
Verne, and Borges, Lem writes scientific 
romances rather than science fiction, 
imaginative fables whose roots are sunk 
deep in myth and, despite his obvious 
Olympian good humor, a sense of desola- 
tion. Lem accepts the fated limits of ap- 
parently limitless possibility.

SHELTER, by Jayne Anne Phillips. 
Houghton Mifflin, 279 pages, $21.95. 

It’s a seething Faulknerian pit of re- 
pressed sexuality, violence, and emotion 
down in Shelter County, West Virginia, 
the site of Phillips’s first novel since Ma- 
chine Dreams (1984). 

On one side of the fence there are sis- 
ters Lenny and Alma, along with Cap and 
Delia — four Girl Guide campers stuck in 
the woods for the summer, with little to do 
but fantasize about a handsome camp em- 
ployee named Frank and work on their 
adolescent bonding. 

On the other side — beyond the world 
of the girls’ camp — lurks a decidedly 
Flannery O’Connor-ish cast of hunters 
and prey. Carmody, a vicious ex-con, re- 
peatedly abuses both his wife and his step- 
son Buddy, a wraithlike boy who roams 
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the woods mysteriously. Further up the 
food chain there’s Parson, a pipe layer, re- 
ligious fanatic, and former cellmate of 
Carmody’s, who stalks the ex-con with the 
tenacity of a bobcat. 

It takes the better part of the book for 
Phillips to bring her backwoods entourage 
together for a violent confrontation at a 
nearby swimming hole. The tale itself is 
compelling enough, but Phillips tries to 
develop far too many characters for a rela- 
tively brief, focused narrative. 

That’s a shame, because the same lumi- 
nous prose and tight, sensitive interiority 
that drive many of Phillips’s short stories, 
and that make Machine Dreams such a 
stunning work, are on full display through- 
out. The empathic writing on the ravages 
of childhood, always a Phillips strength, is 
uniformly excellent, and the material about 
adolescent girls exploring their sexuality is 
fascinating. 

But there’s simply too much going on, 
and it happens over too short a time span 
for the narrative structure to absorb it. Un- 
like the multigenerational Machine Dreams, 
this story, set in the summer of 1963, takes 
place in a matter of days. Switching voices 
every 10 pages or so, Phillips pours out rev- 
elations about affairs and abuse at a relent- 
less pace, making the character list included 
at the beginning of the book indispensable. 
Though these passages don’t detract from 
the narrative tension, they do get turgid on 
occasion (the symbol of the snake is partic- 
ularly overworked), and they wreak havoc 
on the delicate interplay of voices that char- 
acterizes Phillips’s best work. 

Although it seems churlish to complain | 
about a new novel from a writer who ap- 
pears in print all too infrequently, Shelter 
is essentially an unbalanced work in which 
the proportions between story and charac- 
ter are skewed to favor the latter. Hard- | 
core Phillips fans may take solace in Shel- | 
ter, but many readers will walk away wish- | 
ing for either fewer characters or a longer | 
novel with a more extended narrative.

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Alexander Theroux takes in the 
view, and out comes living color

t’s August in Nebraska, or maybe 
it’s Brazil, and a diffident maiden 
aunt named Catherine is sitting un- 
der a lamp shade eating gumdrops 
and listening to Nat King Cole’s 
“China Gate.” If you were the synesthetic 
sort, you might see color in these words. 
And if you were Alexander Theroux — 
novelist, poet, and author of a new nonfic- 
tion book, The Primary Colors (Holt, 160 
pages, $17.95) — this quiet little scene 
would surely scream yellow. It would 
strike Theroux as even yellower if it in- 
cluded the letter “H,” debt, political com- 
promise, lewd suggestions, insurance 
agents, wagon wheels, the US Congress, 
whispering, and the faculty of the Yale En- 
glish department. 

It’s August in Cambridge, and Theroux 
is sitting in a back pew at St. Paul’s 
Catholic Church, talking in hushed and al- 
most prayerful tones about saints, scan- 
dals, academia, literature, his novels, his 
new book, eccentrics, and his love of lists. 
(It’s infectious.) Gesturing up toward the 
stained-glass saints that line the nave, he 
argues that saints were among “the most 
original people in the world.” 

“I remember reading a biography of St. 
Catherine of Sienna,” he recalls. “She was 
an incredibly weird, difficult, intransigent 
visionary. But all these people were. And 
they’re scary. And I think it’s the same 
with original personalities, original writers, 
dynamic people.” 

Clearly, Theroux counts himself in all 
three categories, as well he should, though 
he doesn’t seem particularly scary on first 
meeting. An animated and intense man 
with longish hair and flashing eyes, Ther- 
oux has a rapid-fire way of talking. But his 
voice is soft and melodic; his easy inflec- 
tion hints at extensive travel but is still 
heavily marked by his early years in Med- 
ford. Fifty-six years in, he’s had a colorful 
life so far. After growing up in a large 
Catholic family that produced three re-

spected writers — his brothers Paul and 
Peter are noted authors as well — Ther- 
oux decided to become a priest and en- 
rolled at St. Joseph’s Abbey in Spencer, 
Massachusetts. Within two 
years, however, he realized 
that his life’s work lay else- 
where, so he went to col- 
lege and then on to gradu- 
ate school, where he stud- 
ied literature and earned 
his PhD in 1968. After 
stints in Paris and London 
— where he wrote Three 
Wogs (1972), a collection 
of comic novellas about 
bigotry — he returned to 
the US to begin the teach- 
ing career that he hoped 
would bankroll his writing. 
While teaching at Phillips 
Academy, Andover, Har- 
vard, Yale, and the like, he 
found time to write some 
fables and other short fic- 
tion, a collection of poetry 
(The Lollipop Trollops, 
1992) and the novels Dar- 
conville’s Cat (1981) and 
An Adultery (1987). 

Although these highly 
imaginative books add up 
to millions of words, Ther- 
oux is best known for a 
single, ill-chosen noun that 
he included in an irate letter to the Boston 
Globe about four years ago. That word 
was “monkeys,” and he used it to refer to 
the young men who had just raped and 
nearly killed a friend of his, known in the 
press as “the Central Park jogger.” 

Even before that, Theroux was consid- 
ered politically suspect in certain circles. 
(His first novel includes a major character 
who is misogynistic in the extreme.) After 
the “monkeys” letter, he was publicly ac- 
cused of racism, and people started picket- 
ing his classes at Yale. Soon, the national 
media latched onto the story. (“I used to 
go to my class and there’d be AP photog- 
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raphers there,” he recalls.) In 1991, he left 
Yale, and he’s been writing full-time from 
his home in West Barnstable. 

It’s too bad he wasn’t able to devote 
himself wholly to writing much sooner. 
Alexander Theroux is an exceptionally gift- 
ed writer, and his first novel —Dar- 
conville’s Cat — is absolutely brilliant. An 
erudite and often hilarious examination of 
love and hate, the novel centers on a hy- 
per-aesthetic writer/academic named Dar- 
conville, who tends to confuse life with lit- 
erature. When he falls in love with a prosa- 
ic young woman named Isabel, for exam- 
ple, he imbues her with charms and virtues 
lifted from the Romantics. And after she 
throws him over, he plunges into a bitter 
despair inspired by dark moments in world 
literature. But Darconville doesn’t stop 
idealizing Isabel until he falls under the 
sway of a monomaniacally misogynistic 
Harvard scholar called Crucifer, who sug- 
gests countless plans for killing her in a 
manner most cruel. (Crucifer’s unholy list 
of tortures is surely one of the weirdest 
passages ever to appear in print.) In the 
end, Darconville faces up to the twisted 
way he’s mixed up art and life, and re- 
treats to Venice with the idea that he must 
choose one or the other. 

Although there’s nothing particularly 





surprising about his choice, nearly every- 
thing else about the novel is highly original. 
Theroux quotes, parodies, and plays with 
the work of Poe, Mann, Joyce, and James, 
to name just a few. And he’s obviously a 
big fan of Lawrence Sterne’s masterwork, 
Tristram Shandy. (There’s even a digres- 
sion on ears.) But the book as a whole is 
like nothing else: learned and insightful yet 
immensely funny, thematically ambitious 
and stylistically baroque but a ripping good 
read. In short, it’s a work of genius. 

Still at St. Paul’s, across the street from 
the Harvard building where Crucifer 
hatched his accursed schemes, Theroux 
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again looks up at the saint-strewn win- 
dows. But by now his thoughts have 
turned from the plight of eccentrics to the 
way color seems to strike different people 
differently. “There’s a vibration to color,” 
he observes, “and a protean quality, too. 
You can transfigure colors by what you 
feel and what you bring to the color.” 

It’s oddly unsurprising that The Primary 
Colors isn’t really about the primary col- 
ors at all. Though it’s divided into three 
essays entitled “Blue,” “Yellow,” and 
“Red” — the first two originally written 
for Arts and Antiques and Harper’s, re- 
spectively — the book is an unruly com- 
pendium of facts, surmises, and reflec- 
tions that are loosely linked to these col- 
ors, and it’s all refracted through the 
twirling prism of Theroux’s capacious 
imagination. Drawing from childhood 
memories, music, movies, philosophy, lit- 
erature, science, and more, The Primary 
Colors is a mess, with a fair number of 
contradictions and repetitions. But it’s an 
exquisite mess: informative, passionate, 
and often downright inspired.

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Diminishing returns 


A short-story collection 
takes minimalism too far

ccording to its literary cheerleaders, 
the American short story is in the 
middle of a renaissance. The sup- 
posed revival was kicked off in the 
’70s with the sawed-off prose of 
Raymond Carver and Ann Beattie. 

Celebrated short-story writer Tobias 

Wolff, editor of The Vintage Book of Con- 
temporary American Short Stories, puts a 
diplomatic spin on what could be seen as 
the hubristic notion of a renaissance. Ex- 
cept for the ’60s, when tales became post- 
modern — “resolutely nonrealistic, 
scholastic, selfconscious” — the history of 
the story, he suggests in his introduction, 
has been wave after wave of excellence. 
The form has “reliably inspired brilliant 
performances by our best writers, in a line 
unbroken since the time of Poe.” A writer- 
in-residence at Syracuse University, Wolff 
delivers an aesthetic sales pitch that leaves 
everybody happy. 

His round-up of American short stories 
from the past 15 years, though, seems de- 
signed more to shore up literary reputa- 
tions than to recognize the diversity and 
quality of contemporary short fiction. 
Frankly, an anthology of this type would 
have to range far and wide to find imagi- 
native force or moral complexity amid to- 
day’s banal, micro-tooled prose, which is 
touted by reviewers (often fellow minimal- 
ists), creative writing programs from Iowa 
to Timbuktu (which find it easy to teach), 
and publishers anxious for topical EZ-

Reading. Yet The Vintage Book bestows its 
blessing on a particular group amid the 
herd of independent scribblers who — 
with the encouragement of many main- 
stream magazine editors — think less is 
more. About one-third of the 33 tales in 
the collection are from authors published 
by Random House, Knopf, and Vintage — 
all subsidiaries of Random House, Inc. 
You wouldn’t know from The Vintage 
Book that there’s been an explosion of 
small publishers over the past 20 years, or 
that there are American writers who see 
the short story as more than a branch of 
social work or existential therapy. 

The stylistic alternatives the collection 
ignores, both in and out of the minimalist 
’80s orbit, are multiple. None of the young 
Brat Packers spawned by controversial ed- 
itor Gordon Lish (Amy Hempel, David 
Leavitt, Peter Cameron, Susan Minot, 
Elizabeth Tallent); none of the punkers ex- 
cept for Mary Gaitskill (Gary Indiana, 
Patrick McGrath, Kathy Acker); none 
from the experimental wing (Guy Daven- 
port, William Vollmann, Robert Coover, 
Robert Kelly, David Foster Wallace); none 
of the old guard (Grace Paley, I.B. Singer, 
John Updike, Stephen Dixon, Saul Bel- 
low); no wild cards (T. Coraghessan 
Boyle, Joseph Epstein, Mary Robison, 
Janet Kauffmann). Even for those who like 
their stories nasty, brutal, and naturalistic, 
The Vintage Book ranks as a pretty strait- 
jacketed view of the modern American 
tale, a minimal view of minimalism that at- 
tempts to consolidate the reputation of 
Wolff's generation (Carver and Beattie) 
before the current “blank generation” and 
multi-culturalists replace them. The ironic 
truth is that Beattie and company may be 
“contemporary,” but their mannered 
melancholy is already beginning to date. 

The major lights — Carver, Beattie, 
Richard Ford, and Jayne Anne Phillips — 
appear in The Vintage Book, along with 
such lower-watt bulbs as Dorothy Allison, 
Ralph Lombreglia, Chris Offut, Mona 
Simpson, and Susan Power. Wolff never 
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tells us if his picks are the era’s best or are 
simply representative, “stories about peo- 
ple who led lives neither admirable nor de- 
praved, but so convincing in their portray- 
al that the reader had to acknowledge kin- 
ship.” In fact, the kinship among the sto- 
ries is stronger than their characters’ de- 
mand on the reader’s sympathies. Just 
about every tale in the volume features 
short, short sentences, few adjectives, an 
obsessive focus on domestic subject mat-

The ennui is so ruthlessly automatic that 
aesthetics alone won’t account for it. Just 
about all the stories in the anthology are 
culled from the Reagan/Bush years (only 
the ones by Phillips and Leonard Michaels 
date from the late ’70s), and suggest sub- 
terranean links between the rise of ’80s 
conservatism and the popularity of the 
minimalists, who represented a lukewarm 
liberal riposte. Almost all the stories deal 
with the impossibility of accepting either 
the vapid normalcy of suburban or urban 
life or a counterculture alternative, a 
tempting engagement with asocial thrills, 
generally involving drugs, sex, and crime. 
You’re damned if you engage in conspicu- 
ous consumption, damned if you don’t; 
story after story strands its muddled char- 
acters between deadening convention and 
self-destructive confusion. A typical 
story line has the title © JE 
character in Andre 
Dubus’s “The Fat 
Girl” losing weight in 
order to get married, 
but putting the pounds - 
back on when she can 2 
no longer take her 
small-minded family and 
hubby. 

Essentially, The Vin- 
tage Book mirrors the 
lefty paralysis of the time, 
expressing an intellectual 
passivity so complete it 
cripples imaginative possi- 
bility. The omnipresence of 
commercial brand names, 
along with the rarity of strik- 
ing imagery, represents an 
embrace rather than a rejec- 
tion of the era’s listlessness. 
Modernist fragmentation 
dwindles into chic baby-talk: 
“The water felt strange and icy. © 
It was was nothing like she ex- 
pected. There were shadows on 
the far side of the pool. The shadows were 
hideous. There was nothing ambiguous 
about them. The water beneath the shad- 
ows looked remote’and troubled and 
green.” (Braverman, “Tall Tales From the. 












Mekong Delta”). As Wolff says in his in- : 


troduction, minimalists reacted against the 
utopian extremes of the counterculture, 
but their carefully crafted-tejoinders and 
clipped narrativés and seéntences were 
an artistic retreat, a-celébration of 
diminishment. 

The Vintage Book is stuffed to the mar- 
gins with cultural stereotypes: middle-aged 
men are self-pitying alcoholics on the edge 
of violence (Robert Stone’s “Helping,” 
Richard Bausch’s “All the Way in 
Flagstaff, Arizona”), a macho man de- 
meaning his gay son (Allan Gurganus’s 
“Minor Heroism”), a clergyman who loves 
God but isn’t too crazy about people 
(L’Heureux’s “Departures”), or an obses- 
sive creep putting the 
make on his college-age 
daughter (Mona Simp- 
son’s “Lawns”). Young 
women are generally at- 
tempting, unsuccessful- 
ly, to overcome the 
damage wrought upon 
them by brutal males, 
who carouse through 
life in a druggy 
and/or alcoholic haze 
(Denis Johnson’s 
“Emergency,” Barry 
Hannah’s “Testimo- 
ny of Pilot”) or to 
resist the pressure 
for sex (Joyce Car- 
ol Oates’s “Where 
Are You Going, 
Where Have You 
Been”). In a 
book short on eroticism 
and adult sensibility, it is the stories 
narrated by children that, ironically, pro- 
vide a wan semblance of maturity. There’s 
the savvy observer of adult absurdity in Joy 
Williams’s “Dog Heaven,” the put-upon 
daughter in Amy Tan’s “Rules of the 
Game,” and Edward T. Jones’s tot’s-eye 
view of an illiterate mother signing her kid 
up for school in “First Day.” 

Some of the stories don’t trade in nick- 
el-plated alienation. Raymond Carver’s late 
tale “Cathedral” turns out to be one of the 
most satisfying stories in the collection; it 
tenderly describes a blind man and a rela- 
tive stranger achieving a moment of com- 
munion. Near the end of his life Carver 
was throwing off the neurotic tics others, 
impressed by his success, slavishly adopt- 
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the merit of a jittery, colorful prose style 
and a foreign setting — it’s the only piece 
in this unnecessarily insular collection that 
doesn’t take place in America. John Edgar 
Wideman’s “Daddy Garbage” rocks with 
the writer’s customary rhythmic vitality, 
and Stuart Dybek’s “The Darling,” which 
is about a female mass murderer marrying 
another homicidal lunatic, has the virtue of 
an over-the-top deadpan that might be a 
burlesque of the minimalist mentality. The 
majority of the stories in The Vintage Book 
are extremely earnest about America’s 
dark side; the problem isn’t that they deal 
with unpleasant subjects, but the tales slide 
over them so superficially. Even Mary 
Gaitskill’s satiric take on sado-masochism, 
“A Romantic Weekend,” settles for puri- 
tanical disapproval. 

The flip side of alienation is unearned 
sentiment, and women reaching their gold- 
en years are invariably the 
custodians of wisdom in The 
Vintage Book. Carol Bly’s 

“Talk of Heroes” and Susan 

Power’s “Moonwalk” salute 

matriarchs who have out- 

lived their men, have little 
patience for their batty 
kids, and are bucking for 
sainthood. Published 
within the past couple of 
years, Power’s story 
shows how minimalism 
is metamorphosing into 
multi-culturalism for 
the 90s; the new mod- 
el weds undernour- 
ished prose to political 
preaching. A dying 
Indian grandmother 
rediscovers her tribal 
beliefs as man takes 
his first steps on the 
moon. One of her 
daughters is sort of 
mystical (she never 
speaks); the other’s a typi- 
cally nervous product of contemporary 
society. Grandma triumphs when, after 
death, she contacts her teenage grandson 
while her spirit’s on the moon with the as- 
tronauts. This piece, along with Tan’s 
“Rules of the Game,” hints that the next 
wave of American stories will still give us 
‘empty-souled Americans, but they will 
have the option of redemption if they bear- 
hug their cultural roots. 

Given. minimalism’s ideological revamp- 
ing, the movement, which was open to 
charges of negativism, is here to stay. 
What’s more, the fraternity of critics, writ- 
ers, and creative-writing schools plumping 
for authorial anemia forms a powerful liter- 
ary lobby, a combination of taste-makers 
and marketers few established reviewers 
are willing to challenge. Critic Bruce Bawer 
takes on what he calls “detail-heavy, 
lightweight workshop prose” in his essay 
collection Diminishing Fictions; John 
Aldridge’s book-length Talents and Tech- 
nicians is an extremely flawed, but still 
nervy, attempt to show that “verisimilitude 
is not the equivalent of imaginative re-cre- 
ation.” Edward Hoagland

article entitled “Shhh! 
Our Writers Are Sleep- 
ing” that much contem- 
porary writing has lost 
moral force. He wonders if 
the grants and tenured uni- 
versity jobs lapped up by 
the minimalists throughout 
the ’80s haven’t separated 
the writers from their materi- 
al. Rebelling against rebellion, 
disgusted with the greed of 
the ’80s, Hoagland suggests 
that the group has become a 
smug expression of the middle- 
class sensibility they routinely 
condemn in their stories. 

Ultimately, the most reveal- 
ing comment about this collec- 
tion comes from Wolff's intro- 
duction, when he offers one of 

the decade’s most overused quotes on the 
power of literature: “Kafka spoke of liter- 
ature as an ax, with which to break ‘the 
frozen sea within us.’ ” Kafka the enig- 
matic political and religious thinker, the 
gnomic prose stylist, represents an ex- 
pansive sense of the creative sensibility 
you won’t find in the impeccably 
groomed littleness of The Vintage Book. 
And Kafka’s metaphor of the ax is curi- 
ous but apt — the imagination has to be 
sharp enough to cut its way through the 
ice of human indifference. The Vintage 
Book of Contemporary American Short 
Stories presents the spectacle of writers 
hacking away at the frozen tundra with 
very blunt instruments. Q

id Louise Gliick’s father, 
as I’ve been told, invent 
the Exacto knife?

two-year troughs of silence and sloughs of 
despond she does so in stoic and mea- 
sured terms, preferring not to speak of 
struggle and spiritual growth when stylistic 
experiment and regrouping between books 
was a dominant concern. Since she never 
felt exiled or marginal when reading 
Shakespeare, Blake, Yeats, Keats, or Eliot, 
Gliick casts a cold eye on the feminist 
model of a woman poet’s growth, the “for- 
mula” in which “a young girl is rescued by 
good fortune or energetic labor from the 
coffin of gender, meaning supervision by 
men”; and she winces at the way recent 
books by Linda McCarriston and Sharon 
Olds display “the felt obligation of the 
woman writer to give encouraging voice to 
the life force (for want of a better term).” 
Gliick’s quarrel isn’t with feminism per 
se. Rather, she wrestles received opinion, 
for the limited repertoire of “appropriate 
attitudes” it sponsors won’t yield exacting 
or exciting poetry. As editor of The Best 
American Poetry 1993, she writes, she 
looked for pieces that were “alert, resis- 
tant, resisting dogma and fashion, resist- 
ing the greater danger of personal convic- 
tion.” This last is a welcome contrariant 
impulse in a time when being morally en- 
gaged is once again taken as a sign of lit- 
erary importance. What a pleasure to 
watch her carve such sacred cows as the 
life force, sincerity, maternal love (“ap- 
palling, though I felt it”), myths of the 
poet as a “lawless outsider” and of criti- 
cism as a “dialogue.” And, above all, the 
shibboleth of courage, a term applied 
promiscuously to poets who risk real phys- 
ical harm by writing and to those who 
merely expose some “dark truth” about 
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themselves while confident of our fascina- 
tion and, more, of our sympathy. With an 
Eliotic faith in the distance between the 
person who feels and the poet who writes, 
Gliick insists on the “ecstatic detachment” 
and “revenge on circumstance” allowed 
through composition. “The poet engaged 
in the act of writing feels giddy exhilara- 
tion,” she declares. “No occasion in the 
life calls less for courage than this.” 

Gliick professes not to trust prose, and 
tenses up at its invitation to ramble. At 
best, this gives her style an aphoristic bite. 
Robinson Jeffers is “a poet other poets 
chastise eloquently”; to read Eliot is “to 
feel the presence of the abyss,” but 
“to read Rilke is to sense the mat- 
tress under the window.” Often, 
though, these pieces seem 
cropped and cramped, agora- 
phobic notes toward the rang- 
ier essay I wanted to read. 

Gliick defends the ideal of 
aesthetic economy against | 
complaints of “rigidity, 
miserliness, insufficiencies 
... faculties either atro- © 
phied or checked”; and I 

am prepared to believe that 
its poetic results may be® 
“bold, severe, mysterious, in- 
tense, serene,” although her 
illustrative quotes from George ® 
Oppen leave me cold. And 
sometimes Gliick’s own econo- 
mizing instinct goes too far. It’s 
penny-wise to reprint essays of 
your own work from others’ 
anthologies, but it’s pound- 
foolish not to include the po- 
ems being discussed. 

Proofs and Theories ends 
with “On Impoverish- 
ment,” a baccalaureate 
address Gliick gave at 
Williams College last 
year. As it closes, the 
poet pictures herself as 
“the bad fairy at the 
cradle,” wishing 
“desolation” on the 
departing senior 
class. Since it 
seems Gliick goes 
through a period 
of stylistic re- 
consideration 
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between her poetry collections — this 
book comes after last year’s Pulitzer Prize- 
winning The Wild Iris — I'll take this op- 
portunity to wish Gliick an additional dash | 
of lightness: a gift of father-wit to leaven 
her inheritance of stern maternal judgment 
and moral high seriousness. I don’t want 
her to turn into Frank O’Hara or the Eliot 
of Old Possum’s Book of Practical Cats. 
But what Emerson called “the levity of in- 
tellect” would suit her well, and honor her 
sense that “whatever the truth is, to speak 
it is a great adventure.” QO

Filmmaker Greenaway gathers 
prints and prose, and takes off

efore he became a film- 
maker, Peter Greenaway 
studied painting under 
Pop artist Peter Blake, 
and his interest in the vi- 


sual arts has never waned. 


The architectural drawings he complet- 
ed as props for one film were later exhibit- 
ed at the Venice Biennale. Scraps of post- 


| cards used in another film have appeared 
| in an exhibition of Greenaway’s collages. 


He used a reproduction of an immense 
painting by Baroque artist Frans Hals as 
the visual centerpiece for The Cook, the 
Thief, His Wife & Her Lover — the 1989 
project that sealed his international repu- 
tation as a man who makes disturbingly 
violent films with informed artistic taste. 

Recently, Greenaway’s interest in the vi- 
sual arts has taken a curatorial twist. In 
1991, Rotterdam’s Boymans-van Beunin- 
gen Museum hosted an exhibition he orga- 
nized on body types. There, some of the 
models who posed as living nudes report- 
edly developed chills and had to withdraw 
from the installation. The Hosburg Palace, 
where Greenaway also curated an exhibi- 
tion, was heavily damaged by fire shortly 


| after the show closed.

the Louvre had reason to smile when an 
exhibition Greenaway designed for them 
in 1992 came off without a hitch. Based 
on the Louvre show, Flying Out of This 
World is Greenaway’s investigation of 
imagined flight. 

This volume is the second in a series on 
exhibitions curated at the Louvre by signif- 
icant cultural figures. Jacques Derrida’s 
1993 Memoirs of the Blind: The Self-Por- 
trait and Other Ruins was the first. Critic 
Jean Starobinski will curate the next exhi- 
bition. Guest curators combine works they 
select from the Louvre’s massive art col- 
lection with their own prose. (The series 
has been breaking attendance records; 
when Greenaway spoke during the run of 
his show, 600 visitors stampeded the mu- 
seum auditorium.) 

Typically, art books feature a text that 
describes reproductions of artworks or re- 
productions that support an argument ad- 
vanced by the text. In Flying Out of This 
World, text and art are both so powerful 
that they exist as equals. 

After noting in the introduction that im- 
ages of flight have been part of Western 
culture for 3000 years, Greenaway writes 
that he intends to use some of them to 
trace “the trajectory of a thrown stone. . . 
a graph-line through a grey, blue, and then 
a grey again, sky.” 

Dividing his journey into nine parts, he 
begins by exploring the nature of gravity. 
He moves quickly toward the realm of 
unassisted flight by discussing lift-offs, lift- 
ups, and even the forced lifting of women 
that has preceded rape. He contemplates 
what man would find were he to rise above 
the clouds. Then, he tackles man’s in- 
evitable fall. 


In addition to merging information from 
fields as diverse as meteorology, philology, 
mythology, and theology into a coherent 
text, Greenaway reveals his own associa- 
tions with the phenomena he describes. 

Consider his thoughts on the color blue 
in the chapter on skies: “blue eyes, irises, 
forget-me-nots, plumbago, woad, flax. . . 
lapis lazuli.” Discussing a watercolor of a 
cloudy sky, he refers to its “hammer- 
headed cumulus cloud, foretaste of sum- 
mer storm, shaped like a. . . head of 
cauliflower.” 

Greenaway selects art that differs 
greatly in period and style. In a chapter 
on the lower heavens, he includes an 
18th-century watercolor completed in the

style of Francesco Primaticcio. Titled 
Dance of the Hours, it shows female fig- 
ures cavorting in a warm atmosphere that 
creates the illusion of a vaulting, limitless 
space. In marked contrast to this painter- 
ly work, he turns to linear art when, 
shackled by physical forces, man re-ap- 
pears on earth. 

When the exhibition was installed at the 
Louvre, Greenaway reportedly used film 
techniques to surround a statue of Iris, 
messenger to the gods, with clouds. Unfor- 
tunately, the book includes no photographs 
of that display. Still, this handsome volume 
offers enough images and phrases to make 
any reader’s imagination soar. 

Another work on flight in Greenaway’s 
expressive repertoire is The 
Falls (1978), which he calls 
a “film catalogue.” Released 
as a novel in this country, it 
presents capsule biographies 
of 92 of the 19 million vic- | 
tims of the fictional Violent | 
Unknown Event, or VUE. 

The phonetic equivalent of 
VUE — view — refers to | 
the envy some of the victims | 
have for birds, which can fly | 
above the world. The last | 
names of all the victims be- | 
gin with the letters F-A-L-L | 
(hence, the title), and, pre- | 
‘dictably, many come to an | 
untimely end. Even the num- | 
ber ‘92 — the atomic num- | 
ber of uranium — adds an | 
eerie implication of nuclear 
disaster. 

Greenaway incorporates | 
that number in Flying Out of 
This World. He finds it in the | 
corner of a watercolor by 
Francisco de Goya. But, by | 
and large, the word games | 
and absurdist fantasies that | 
fill the earlier work play no 
part here. 

Also absent are Green- | 
away’s characteristically | 
dense layering of metaphor | 
and raw, gratuitous violence. 
One wonders why he never 
before considered the idea 
that less is more.

PROZAC NATION, by Elizabeth Wur- 
tzel.

ith apologies to Tol- 

stoy, each unhappy 

person is unhappy in 

her own way. As the 

title of Elizabeth 
Wurtzel’s memoir Prozac Nation implies, 
atypical depression, the disease she has 
struggled against for most of her life, is 
not that atypical. Though each depres- 
sive’s hell is private, inexplicable to those 
outside, Wurtzel has done a valiant job of 
explaining hers, making her death-wish 
years come paradoxically, vibrantly alive. 

Wurtzel avoids the easy pop-psych trap 
of blaming her depression on her dysfunc- 
tional family (her father moved out when 
she was a toddler); the reality is more 
complex. She theorizes a vicious cycle of 
biology and environment. “Depression 
does run in my family,” she notes, “but 
that might just be because we're all subject 
to being raised by other depressives.” 
Around age 11, she started to feel self- 

loathing: such an inability to be the happy, 
pretty, popular, accomplished girl she had 
been that she started mutilating herself in 
the girls’ locker room. She also felt guilty; 
what right did she have, so gifted and priv- 
ileged, to feel so miserable? Both the de- 
pression and the guilt continued through 
high school and Harvard.

Then, as now, Wurtzel lived her depres- 
sion from both inside and out. She alter- 
nates passages about her feelings at the 
time (how she couldn’t bear to endure 
such bleakness for even another minute, 
even if she knew there was a possibility of 
relief ahead) and about her self-destructive 
behavior patterns. She knew — and 
knows — the crannies of her mental 
labyrinth as well as anyone could, yet she 
felt powerless to escape. 

Not that she didn’t try. Besides therapy, 
she tried work, sex, drugs (prescribed and 
illicit), and trips to distant and exotic 
cities, but she couldn’t escape from her- 
self. When she became one of the first pa- 
tients to try Prozac in 1988, she attempted 
suicide because she had nurtured and slept 
with her depression for so long that she 
was afraid of having to cope with life with- 
out it, afraid to forge a new identity. 
Prozac, along with other drugs, kept her 
depression in check and made her life 
bearable at last. Still, today she has misgiv- 
ings about an existence (and a culture) so 
dependent on pills, and about a therapeu- 
tic process that’s paralyzed until the pa- 
tient proves she needs help by doing some- 
thing desperate. 

I knew Elizabeth Wurtzel at Harvard. 
We were in the same class and joined the 
staff of the Harvard Crimson together. I 
edited some of her music reviews. (After 
college, she would have brief stints as a 
pop-music critic for New York and the 
New Yorker.) She had a reputation as an 
Ecstasy popper and a party girl (confirmed 
by the book), yet I had no idea how truly 
fucked up she was. At the Crimson, she 
hid her demons behind a cool, mysterious 
hauteur that she either cultivated or did 



































at my age would be considered a 
_ tragedy, surely worthy of a full-length 
_ feature in some publication, maybe the 
__ Boston Phoenix or New York, where I'd 
been an intern during my senior year 
__ of high school. I knew perfectly how 
the story would go: She was so full of 
potential, Harvard, a dancer, a writer, 
blah blah blah. And then the reporter 
would try to figure out what it says 
about our society when a promising 
young person with so many options 
chooses to do herself in. I could see it 
all: My life would suddenly be infused 
with all sorts of symbolism and mean- 
ing that it simply did not have as long 
as I was alive.

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nothing to dispel; I see now that she was just doing work 
that kept her sane and businesslike. Her hero was Lou 
Reed, about whom she wrote an essay that won her the 
Rolling Stone College Journalism Award. His 
despairing/exultant music apparently articulated her feel- 
ings, and I imagine that for a while, as Reed once sang, 
“her life was saved by rock and roll.” 

It was always rumored that she was working on a Bret 
Easton Ellis-style roman a clef about casual sex and drugs 
among the pretty and vacant at a northeastern college. In 
fact, the bulk of the book is exactly that. (Wurtzel has 
changed most of the names and glossed over a few secrets, 
but otherwise, Prozac is a confession bleeding with can- 
dor.) But Prozac is less Ellis than J.D. Salinger, with the 
author as Holden Caulfield. 

Certainly, Wurtzel’s voice is at least as authentic, and 
even as funny, as that of Salinger’s fictional but equally hy- 
persensitive and damaged hero. And Prozac reads as com- 
pellingly as any airplane novel. It’s clearly the book she was 
meant to write, both because writing it probably saved her 
life (she’s been working on it since 1986, when she was a 
sophomore) and because she has always been the subject 
of her own most vivid writing, even when she was review- 
ing music. Her work has always danced — no, moshed — 
on the line between courageous self-exposure and shame- 
less self-indulgence. If there is any irony in, say, the con- 
trast between her refusal to exploit her life story by dis- 
cussing her estrangement from her father on Oprah, and 
the publishing of the book itself — with its accompanying 
national tour and media exposure — she’s not apologizing. 
After all, though her experiences are hers alone, they do 
have some instructive value. As her title and subtitle (Young 
and Depressed in America) suggest, there are a lot of walk- 
ing wounded 27-year-olds out there, whether they’re Har- 
vard overachievers or Seattle songwriters. I’m glad she’s 
survived the temptation of the abyss long enough to de- 
scribe it, but she’s still staring into it, and the abyss is still 
staring back at her, as it is at many others.

History meets fiction on an 
island where empires clash

CORELLI’S MANDOLIN, by Louis de 
Berniéres. Pantheon Books, 448 pages, 
$24. 


man is baffled at writing a 

history. That’s the fitting 

opening of Louis de 

Berniéres’s Corelli’s Man- 

dolin, and the fitting end- 
ing to all eras and all lives. Here it is Dr. 
Iannis, the unlicensed physician for the 
Greek island of Cephallonia, who’s just re- 
stored the hearing of an old man named 
Stamatis and now confronts the task of 
writing the history of his island. It 


was proving to be a problem; it seemed 
impossible to write without the intru- 
sion of his own feelings and prejudices. 
Objectivity seemed to be quite unattain- 
able. . . . The voice that emerged was 
intractably his own; it was never histor- 
ical. It lacked grandeur and impartiali- 
ty. It was not Olympian. 


It’s also the voice of de Berniéres, who 


| acknowledges and takes advantage of all 
| the limitations of the human voice in relat- 


ously, he invades Greece, and it’s not long 
before his twisted ambitions are felt in 
Cephallonia. 

These events are told from perspectives 
that include a clownish Mussolini; a 
shamefaced Italian diplomat; a valorous, 
witty, homosexual foot soldier named Car- 
lo; and the disdained but ultimately gallant 
Greek dictator Metaxas. Still on the fringe 
of things are the doctor; his beautiful, 
well-educated daughter; her handsome but 
illiterate beloved Mandras; and an assort- 
ment of other eccentric Cephallonians. 

They are preoccupied by such affairs as 
saving the life of a pine marten trapped in 
a fence, swinging from an olive tree, 
dreaming of wedded bliss. When the Ital- 
ians invade, their little lives begin to unrav- 
el. The men — including Mandras — are 
shipped off to the front. Those that remain 
must once again confront a world that has 
always dealt with them harshly. They won- 
der whether Britain will save them, as 
promised, or Germany will invade them, | 
as threatened. 

Actually, the Italians come not a mo- 
ment too soon — the love story at this | 
point is verging on treacle. A chapter ti- | 
tled “Pelagia and Mandras,” which con- 
sists of alternating stream-of-conscious | 
ramblings from the besotted pair, contains

ing the enormities of history. Corelli’s 
Mandolin is a collage of his and his char- 
acters’ voices, a tapestry of narratives re- 
creating the nightmare from which we 
never wake up. 

There are a few tangled threads — de 
Berniéres lapses occasionally into the con- 
trived whimsy and mawkish cutesiness that 
give magic realism a bad name — but the 
mordant, mock-heroic language always re- 
deems them. De Berniéres has a light 
touch with both comedy and tragedy, and 
near-perfect control of the various points 
of view of his massive cast. The cumulative 
effect is epic; like the great poets, de 
Berniéres has the gift of turning the bloody 
mindlessness of great events into myth. 

For Dr. Iannis, the problems of writing 
The New History of Cephallonia are just 
beginning. As he has pointed out im his 
text, the island’s hucolic beauty is decep- 


tive; Cephallonia lies-at the crossroads of 


empires and has been regularly and often 
brutally occupied by such conquerors as 
the Romans, the Turks, the French, the 
British. It “lies on both a geographical and 
cultural fault line that separates east from 
west,” he writes. “The island betrays its 
own people in the mere act of existing.” 
They are about to be betrayed: again. 
It’s 1940, and Il Duce wants a piece of 
the world that Hitler is taking. Treacher-

such unfortunate musings as “it’s a pretty 
day today, as pretty as Pelagia,” and “Let 
there be Mandras standing at the entrance 
of the yard with a fish in his hands.” War 
may be hell, but it builds characters and 
toughens writing. It allows de Berniéres to 
wax Homeric — Pelagia daily sews and 
undoes a bedcover for Mandras, and 
when he returns he’s recognized only by 
the family pet. Unlike that of Odysseus 
and Penelope, though, their reunion is not 
a happy one. 

The war also introduces the title charac- 
ter and his instrument. He’s Captain Anto- 
nio Corelli, part of the Italian force sent to 
occupy the island. Naturally, he’s billeted 
in Dr. Iannis’s house, is given Pelagia’s 
bed, and after initial hostility from her, 
they fall in love. 

At first Corelli's antics and musical ob- 
sessions threaten to turn the book into the

comedy Mediterraneo. But this is history, 
not fantasy (De Berniéres’s research is re- 
lentlessly thorough). There are Germans 
on the island, too, and the spirit of betray- 
al and atrocity prevails. Corelli’s whimsy 
and Pelagia’s spirit harden into a rare and 
genuine courage and humanity, and the 
book follows suit. The war is only half of 
it; the rest is dénouement and one of the 
most graceful, satisfying twists in fiction. 
Corelli’s Mandolin is more a symphony 
than a solo piece, a multi-voiced triumph 
over history. Q

Plotting the rise and fall of 
a dictator and his narrator

EUMESWIL, by Ernst Jiinger. Translat- 
ed by Joachim Neugroschel.

rnst Jiinger at 99 threatens 
to become an even more 
arresting icon than his 
work. He ran away from 
school to join the French 
Foreign Legion and became an officer in 
the German army in World War I, many 
times wounded and highly decorated. In 
the next war he was a Wehrmacht captain, 
charged with maintaining protocol at exe- 
cutions of deserters and then assigned to 
the occupation of France, where he got to 
know Céline, Cocteau, and Picasso, 
among others — as well as some of the 
principals in the 1944 Stauffenberg plot 
to kill Hitler. Always a believer in war’s 
virtue, and its value to the human spirit, 
he never missed the commemorative cere- 
monies held in Berlin by those honored 
with the order of the Blue Max for valor 
(Pour le mérite). After the war, he retired 
to the Black Forest and resumed his stud- 
ies in entomology and botany. 

He has emerged a controversial conser- 
vative and nationalist, as obsessed with 
language as with sadism and cannibalism; 
he’s a literary dandy, a misanthrope at the 
microscope, closer to notables of the 
French decadence — Huysmans, Léon 
Bloy, Octave Mirbeau, Montherlant — 
than to anyone German, and addicted to 
florid erotica. Not a nice man, as some 
have said, but a cool clinical observer of 
the human rampage, and a specimen per- 
durable as the roach, unchanged since the 
Age of Coal. 

I first read Jiinger as an undergraduate, 
turning to Continental writers as a relief 
from too much Scott, Sidney, and George 
Eliot. Jiinger (as well as Camus, Sartre, 
Malraux) had the big picture, a knack for

ideology and myth, and a highly devel- 
oped sense of what literature could make 
happen. Jiinger himself had completed On 
the Marble Cliffs on August 12, 1939, and 
by spring of the following year some 
35,000 copies were in print. Often cited 
as an anti-Nazi allegory, that short, bare 
novel is hardly an act of prophetic resis- 
tance; as always, Jiinger enjoys the vio- 
lence he seeks to deplore. Jiinger the man 
refused to join the Stauffenberg plotters 
and Jiinger the novelist deals ambivalently 
with what’s loathsome, surrendering in- 
stead to some delicious conceit of national 
destiny, as if he were poring over silk- 
worms. Fatalism and nihilism facilitate his 
retreats into successive antique utopias 
where the botanist and herbalist can ply 
their trade without moral misgivings. 
Jiinger the army officer attended a final 
meeting of local Nazis in 1945, but with- 
out rage or indignation; when the war 
ended, he refused to appear before a Ger- 
man “de-Nazification” tribunal and re- 
ceived amnesty in 1948, a master of omis- 
sion, of abstention. Perhaps being unagi- 
tated for so long is what gets you to 100. 
These thoughts come to mind with 
each Jiinger book. What fascinates him is 
the image of a sophisticated man using 
the panoply of power in order to secede 
so that he can revel in the tricks of na- 
ture. In Eumeswil, first published in Ger- 
many in 1977, Condor, a general who 
has become a dictator, rules his utopian 
state from a hilltop citadel called the Cas- 
bah. The narrator, Martin Venator, a his- 
torian who works as the Condor’s night 
steward, sees almost everything: a volu- 
minous voyeur who keeps a secret jour- 
nal, his mind forever glancing away to the 
mountain retreat he is building for him- 
self. In other words, he looks forward to 
being severed and sequestered from Con- 
dor’s kingdom, and, presumably, also 
from the so-called “luminar,” a sublime 
gadget that can summon up holographi- 
cally any event in history. It’s as if Hugh 
Trevor-Roper, a severely compromised 
historian, were speechwriter to Perén of 
Argentina. Venator’s appointment is tem- 
porary, but only Venator (“the hunter”) 
knows that; the Condor, of course, can 
dispose of him whenever he wants and 
that might be just the very day when Ve- 
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nator decides to quit. So the moral of the 
book may be that the ax will never fall so 
long as you keep troughing on compro- 
mise (see Rommel, for instance). 

It’s an absorbing idea, colorful in its 
North African setting, and Venator — 
who personifies Jiinger’s notion of the 
“anarch,” a conscientious radical — 
comes through as a meditative, elegant 
free-thinker reminiscent of Emperor 
Marcus Aurelius, author of To Himself. 

In the long run, of course (and Eu- 
meswil is a long, slow run), the novel 
sinks or rises by the writerly virtues of its 
narrator. Does he have a witty, well-

sporadically to life: he wears no 
underwear; frequents cabarets 
down by the wharves; his embraces 
with his Ingrid are “Icelandic”; his 
pied-a-terre in the city is the attic 
of an old seaside house where he 
empties his chamberpot through 
the window; when the Yellow Khan 
visits, he waits tables and does cab- 
in service; his totemic animal is the 
muscardin, “a kinsman of the dor- 
mouse”; he has a deep tan; he was, 
he says, “in the dungeon with 
Boethius and in the temple with 
Marie Antoinette when her hair 
turned white.” 

I do, however, miss what Dreiser 
would have called the deeper 
“chemism” of this man: if, say, he 
suffers from migraines, hives, 
cracked heels; swallows too much 
air with his food; or has an aversion 
to fruit. These could have been the 
inadvertently exposed details that 
brought Venator (and others) home 
to us irresistibly. Eumeswil reminds

The 
revolution happens, the tyrant falls, 
and Venator the narrator with him 
— his brother does the epilogue, 
with a final tribute to what he calls 
“an archivist’s conscience.” A lam- 
bent, patient, serpentine novel, this, 
worth careful study by anyone 
whom government offends. Q

t’s an ordinary night in Tina’s after- 
hours bar. Over in a dark corner, a 
transvestite hustler is rubbing shoul- 
ders (and various other body parts) 
with a suited businessman who has 
just snuck in for a walk on the wild side. 
And Mercedes is trolling the room for 
tricks. She moves like a queen among 
queens — in “foot-high beehive wig, gold 
lamé halter with heavy-duty cleavage, 
black leather miniskirt, and stiletto ankle- 
strap pumps with gold metal heels.” 
Everybody in Tina’s is floating on some 
kind of high; if booze isn’t enough for you, 
there’s usually someone around who can 
score you a little smack, or crack, or Di- 
laudid. And of course, there’s sex — ev- 
eryone’s drug of choice. 
In User, a novel by Bruce Benderson, 
Tina’s is home away from home for the 


| transvestites, junkies, and other denizens 
| of Times Square who come out only at 
| night. 





User focuses on the life of Apollo, a 
heroin-addicted hustler and ex-con. As the 
story opens, Apollo is working as a nude 
dancer at a porn theater. His “dancing” 
consists of striking a few indifferent poses 
on stage before hopping down to wander 
the aisles and whisper his offer of a “pri- 
vate show” into the ears of the men scat- 
tered through the theater.

Downstairs, stationed outside the the- 
ater’s rest room, “He lifts his head to gaze 
in a dull come-on at [a] fat man fumbling 
toward him and parting his lips in a soft 
popping sound like some marine creature.” 

Apollo’s life is an endless round of hard 
drugs and sex for hire. But one night, ev- 
erything changes. Riding a Dilaudid high, 
he gets into a fight with the bouncer, 
whom he leaves lying bloody and uncon- 
scious at the bottom of a stairwell. He 
runs away in panic, but not before a wit- 
ness IDs him to the police. 

From then on, Apollo’s life is a desperate 
struggle to avoid the police while he hustles 
tricks to buy the dope he needs to stave off 
withdrawal. The only person left to turn to 
is a man with AIDS who wrote to Apollo 
while he was in prison and sent him gifts. 
Their relationship is tenuous and some- 
times strained, but it’s the closest thing to a 
friendship he has, and for a few weeks 
Apollo hides out in the man’s apartment 
and helps with his medical care. He tries to 
kick his habit, but his ultimate loyalty is to 
heroin and he winds up back on the street. 

Benderson follows this downward spiral 
in excruciating detail. When Apollo wan- 
ders the street, looking to score with mon- 
ey just wheedled from his friend, “His 
sneakers inhale the freezing water like a 
sponge. He can feel the cold, slick twenty- 
dollar bill caressing his heel like an aged 
trick’s clammy hand.” 

And when he finally scores, he examines 
the little glassine bag with a sort of be- 
mused fatalism. “It was like a charm you 
bought at some magic place or sacred 
shrine. At some point later in the trip you 
unclasped your hand and found a piece of 
stone or a cheap little bell.” He knows he’s 
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being a sucker for shooting up again, but 
he’s beyond caring. 

Benderson brings Apollo’s world to life 
with disturbing realism. User is filled with 
unforgettable characters: Tina, owner of 
the after-hours bar and grande dame of 
local transvestites; Casio, the bouncer, a 
former gang-banger who never fully re- 
covers from his fight with Apollo; and 
Baby Pop, Casio’s brilliant teenage son 
whose potential is tragically wasted on the 
streets. 

User shines a spotlight into a corner of 
society most people never see — a world 
where stoned junkies wander the streets 
with needles hanging out of their arms, and 
12-year-old children who live in cardboard 
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BENDE g6n, 


boxes trade sex for 
a hit of crack. 

Benderson has 
obviously spent a 
lot of time observ- 
ing the world of 
which he writes; 
his portrayals of 
the rituals of 
prostitution, 
prison life, and 
the drug culture 
are thoroughly 
convincing. But 
no matter how in- 
tense and graphic 
Benderson’s de- 
scriptions of the 
hustler under- 
world might be, 
his work bears no 
trace of voyeurism 
or contempt: on 
the contrary, he 
treats his charac- 
ters with remark- 
able respect and 
compassion. 

Apollo isn’t evil; 
despite his violent 
outbursts and all 
his hustles and 
cons, most of the 
damage he does is 
to himself. He’s 
trapped in the ad- 
dict’s no-win 
game of trying to 
fill an empty space with something that 
only creates more emptiness. As he admits 
in a rare lucid moment, “Being on the 
edge is the only thing that makes me feel 
alive.” 

Bruce Benderson has been nominated 
twice for the Pushcart Prize and has writ- 
ten the screenplay for an underground 
film, My Father Is Coming. His work is in 
the tradition of Hubert Selby Jr., Jean 
Genet, and John Rechy — writers who 
capture the language of the prisons and 
the urban underworld. 

The power of Benderson’s work is that 
it speaks for people whose voices are never 
heard, and it reminds us that every one of 
these living ‘shadows is a human being. QO

Alzheimer ache: A man watches 
his mother vanish from her life

SCAR TISSUE, by Michael Ignatieff. Far- 
rar, Straus and Giroux, 208 pages, $21. 


car Tissue begins with a 
desperate optimism: 
“There must be some 
way to redeem this,” the 
narrator writes, “some 
way to believe that the banal heartlessness 
of it all was not for nothing. . . . There 
must be some way back to the unscarred 
beginnings. . . . That is what I must rescue 
from her dying, if such a thing can be 
done.” 

Named for the microscopic tangles and 
“dark starbursts of cells” associated with 
Alzheimer’s, Scar Tissue delves into philo- 
| sophical questions with aplomb. The novel 
| is narrated by a middle-aged philosophy 

professor who lives the examined life al- 

most to the point of parody (“I did not so 
| much live my life as spend it. wondering 
whether any of it was really mine”). In- 
tended as a “time capsule,” Scar Tissue is 
| a cathartic memoir of the Alzheimer’s dis- 
| ease that afflicts the narrator’s mother and 
| through which he hopes to confront his 
fears and reassess the meaning of his in- 
| creasingly perplexing life. 
| Highly praised in England, where it was 
nominated for the Booker Prize, Scar Tis- 
| sue abounds with medical data and disqui- 
| eting inquiries into the essence of con- 
| sciousness, memory, and identity. Borrow- 
ing from the genres of lit crit, thriller, hor-

ror story, family drama, and medical mys- 
tery, Ignatieff deftly probes the meaning of 
Alzheimer’s at the molecular, psychologi- 
cal, and moral levels. 

The book shuttles between melancholy 
memories of the narrator’s childhood and 
his troubled present. Ignatieff, a published 
historian, has a keen understanding of in- 
terpersonal relationships — as he demon- 
strated in his nonfiction memoir, A Rus- 
sian Album, and in Blood and Belonging, a 
psychological study of nationalism. (He is 
also the author of one other novel, Asya.) 

The narrator in Scar Tissue explores the 
dynamics of the marriage between his fa- 
ther, a practical exile with a degree in soil 
chemistry, and his mother, a dreamer and 
artist. As she slips into a realm her loved 
ones can neither enter nor fully compre- 
hend, her sons employ different coping 
strategies. The narrator’s brother, a neu- 
ropathologist, finds himself astonished 
that his mother still knows who he is. The 
narrator turns his mother into a philo- 
sophical problem: what is the relation be- 
tween selfhood and memory? 

Manically tracking down instances of 
people who “vanished” from their own 
lives — in literature (Tolstoy) and in art 
(de Kooning) — the philosopher-narrator 
seeks to make sense of those who lost con- 
sciousness while still among the living. He 
wonders if and when he will be afflicted 
with this disease; he longs to know its neu- 
rochemistry and how it’s passed on geneti- 
cally like an “inheritance, the family silver.” 

To be understood, a person will do al- 
most anything, he reflects. “They will even 
pull their life apart so that what was not 
understood can at last be seen, like a

Aging is not as sexy as some 
insist, a former kitten finds

orget the waif look, the art- 
ful cultivation of youth and 
vulnerability. It’s passé. The 
hottest fashion trend these 
days is middle age. “The 
Woman of the ’90s will be in her 50s,” 
psychojournalist Gail Sheehy announced 
in a peppy Vanity Fair article last fall, cel- 
ebrating the “Flaming Fifties” as the start 
of a “second adulthood” more glorious 
than the first. Gloria Steinem, who just 
turned 60, is equally enthusiastic about 
| her age: “More and more I’m beginning 
to see that life after fifty or sixty is itself 
| another country, as different as adoles- 
cence is from childhood, or the central 
| years of life are from adolescence — and 
| just as adventurous.” Some old farts 
| might regard aging as an unfortunate side 
| effect of the passage of time, but Gloria is 
| enjoying her journey into the Country of 
the Old, feeling the excitement of “enter- 
ing new territory with the wind whistling 
past my ears.” Some women have even 
begun to celebrate menopause: “Women 
don’t have hot flashes,” the slogan goes. 
“They have power surges.” 

Oh, grow up. Forgive me for being a 
young curmudgeon, but something about 
this celebration of age reeks of denial. If

niority, why does she appear on the cover 
of her new book dressed in jeans and cow- 
boy boots in a bad parody of a hip teenag- 
er circa 1972? (And why does she write 
like a gushing adolescent?) Perhaps I’m 
being unfair; after all, | haven’t yet made it 
out of my “tumultuous 20s” (or whatever 
it is that Sheehy calls them), and I’ve only 
recently gotten around to thinking that a 
first adulthood would be a good idea. But 
I’m not the only one to wonder if aging is 
really the most wonderful adventure of all. 

Jong, now 52, is dubious as well. “Fifty 
is fabulous, we hear,” she notes skeptical- 
ly in the introduction to Fear of Fifty, her 
new memoir. 


We should wear hemorrhoid cream 
on our wrinkles and march off into 
the sunset popping Premarin. We 
should forget centuries of oppression 
in exchange for a new hat with ‘Fab- 
ulous Fifty’ embroidered on the 
brim. . . . Let’s be clear: These pep 
talks insult our intelligence. 


Like Jong’s novels, Fear of Fifty is a mix 
of autobiography and opinion, a meander- 
ing monoiogue on the subjects that have 
always obsessed her: sex, men, her family, 
celebrity, the creative process — and 
above all, herself. (She’s added a few new 
ones this time: motherhood, for example.) 
Age may have given her a certain serenity, 
but it hasn’t increased her attention span. 
Her paragraphs are shorter than ever, her 
free associations more and more free and 
less and less associated. But always she 
comes back to the question of age — and 
its subsidiary concerns, such as the “eter- 
nal question: to lift or not to lift.” (She

has consequences in every area of his life

tapped capacity to do harm, discovering 
“reservoirs of gratuitous destructiveness.” 
“No antidote to fear compares with 
knowledge,” he avers, trying to arrest the 
pathological cascade we sense awaits him 
as he records and analyzes the minutiae of 
his mother’s degeneration. Once an avid 
painter, she suffers fragmentation in all as- 
pects of her being: “Her primary language, 
the language of her hand and eye, was in- 
tact, yet it was floating loose inside her 
mind, like some piece of satellite debris 
tumbling over and over in space.” Teach- 


decides not to.) 

It’s not hard to imagine why Jong, who 
made her reputation as a youthful sexual 
adventuress some 21 years ago in Fear of 
Flying, would find it hard to adjust. “I 
am no longer the youngest person in the 
room, nor the cutest,” she sadly realizes. 
“I will never be Madonna or Tina Brown 
or Julia Roberts.” This is a passage more 
revealing than Jong intends: she’s not 
only lost her youth, but her cultural cur- 
rency as well. Her references are out of 
date — at this point it’s not clear that 
Madonna wants to be Madonna. Jong, 
once the model of hip, now struggles to 
keep even a few steps behind the curve. 

Jong’s father, a vaudevillian, taught her 
the most important show-business lesson 
of all: never follow a dog act. (Who can

It is difficult to name a 
novel that limns a dis- 
ease from as many an- 
gles as this one does. 
The narrator admonish- 
es himself for resorting 
to metaphor, but Ignati- 
eff’s metaphors seem 
right on target, as when 
he tells of the mother’s 
brain circuits failing: 
“Now the words are go- 
ing and everything she 
says is blurred like the 
words in a kid’s writing 
book left out in the 
rain.” Explaining the 
brain’s uncanny ability 
to rewire itself, covering up the path of its 
own destruction, Ignatieff’s narrator de- 
scribes how it channels its functions “out 
of scarred zones into healthy ones”: 


Not all areas of the brain are opera- 
tive: apparently empty rooms are kept 
in waiting, ready for emergencies. She 
hid her memories of me in these rooms 
... the name in one room, the memo- 
ry of my face in another, the sound of 
my voice in a small closet at the end of 
the corridor. But this disease was thor- 
ough. It tracked down her memory 
room by room, snuffing out each 
synaptic spark. 


However discomfiting the voyage into a 
disappearing consciousness, Ignatieff’s 
probing and perceptions impart to this fic- 
tion a plangent authenticity. Q 


compete with a cute dog?) Over the past 
two decades, Jong has learned how diffi- 
cult it can be to follow a sex act — par- 
ticularly when the sex act, in the form of 
a novel, is performed by your younger 
self. “My reputation,” she laments, “is a 
kind of dirty joke.” 

Of course, dirty jokes are the kind that 
Jong likes. She’s always been more comedi- 
an than pornographer; her books were 
more ribald than sensual. She fills the book 
with one-liners, delivered in a style reminis- 
cent of Henny Youngman: the jokes aren’t 
always funny, but she keeps them coming 
so you don’t have time to complain. “Of 
course, I don’t believe in the perfect man,” 
she comments. “Of course, I nevertheless 
hope to meet him.” (Ba-da-da-domp!) 

The book is even more inconsistent than 
her previous work, and 
not, frankly, as good. It

has moments of hilarity 
and wisdom. But too 
much of the humor is un- 
intentional. There are pas- 
sages — entire chapters, 
even — that are so em- 
barrassingly overwritten 
that one cannot help 
wincing. Describing sex 
with an Italian lover “who 
looked to -me_ like 
Pan,” she waxes as 
eloquent as a Harlequin 
Romance writer on dead- 
line. “It was like being 
possessed by a very gentle 
grandmaster of the forest, 
a stagman, a horned god, | 
the god of the witches, the | 
greenman.” 

Suffering Jong’s nar- 
cissism has always been | 
the price we’ve had to 
pay in order to get the | 
good bits. (This is not, 
to be sure, her first liter- | 
ary embarrassment: she | 
has, after all, produced 
some seven books of po- | 
etry.) But there is no 
getting around it: this 
book, while not always | 
hard to like, is almost 
impossible to respect.
